They had learnt to ride the great Horfe, and to dance 
in France^ and underftood feveral Languages as well 
as their own ; in /hort, they were two well-accom- 
pli/h'd Gentlemen. And fuch as I have here repre* 
Tented them, they went to Donna Juana^s, with their 
Hair put under their greatHats, covered ail over with 
Shells ; for they had left their Pilgrim's Staffs their 
CalebafTes, and all their other Equipage, that they

* 1 am/ The Count d*Jguilar was ready to die with 
laughing, hut concealed itj and continuing thelt 
\^^alk, they came to a little Box, fome little Diftanct 
from the Caftlc, on that fide of the Park that join'd 
to the Wooii. All was (ilent, and our Pilgrims ap- 
proached without any Noife j and placing themfelvet 
under the Windows, which were open, they heard 
fcmo Pcrfons talking, but could not underftartd what 
thev faid. When they had made an End of their 
Difcourfe, one of the Ladies raifing her voice : faid,

* faid the County V\\ b« «he wotmdeii Pevfon, and yoa 

* Ihall be the Orpheus ; therefore begin, perhaps our 

* A4atters may iucceed better than we dare hope for.* 
Whereupon Don Gabriel, befhought himfelr of the 
moll moving Air, ami tefrder Words, and railing his 
Voice a Htrk:, the Echoic feem*d to hefitate whether 
th«y iliou?'i return arry Anfwer, the Nightingales 

JiJien'df a/id the Zephiti held lW« ^i«t\W \ ^Ji^fc\ 
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iht Count d'AgufioTy he was amazed, his Coufin's 
Voice was fo much embellifh'd. 

Iftdoray Melantlfia,tmi\ a young Lady of FaHiion, 
named Rofa, were jafl: then walking foftly towards 
the Cadle ; but as foon as they heard that Voice, 
which they thought was wonderfiilly fine, they ran to 
the Window of the little Box with fo much Precipi^ 
tation^ that Don Gabriel and the Count made no 
Difpate but that they came to hear them ; and you 
may naturally fupp>1e our Lover neglefted nothing 
whereby he could charm thofe Ladies : But as he 
was often faying*to his Coufin, * I fliall regret ve- 

* ry much the Fains I take, if Ifidara is not there j* 
they were fuddenly furprized by a Conceit, play'd by 
Ifidora on the Harp, Melantia on the GuitCar, and 
Rofa on the VioJ. The Room appeared full of 
Lights: and Don G/7^/>/ thought he (hould almoft 
die with Joy, flattering himfelt" that he had feme 
Share in that Symphony, and thofe Lights But not 
fatisfied with hearing, he endeavoured to find out a 
Way to gratify his Eyes ; on which occafion his 
Adi vity was of no fmall Ufe to him ; for by climbing 
Dp into a Tree, he eafily obferv'd the Lad^ playing 
on their Jnlhuments, but was at too great a Dillance 
to difcern their Features. 

They play'd not long, chufing rather to hear that 
Voice which had cbarmMthem, than their own Mu- 
fic ; wlirn Jircening, they heard the Count //*y^^wi- 
Jar, who began to complain, fay, *Tis impollible,

* ed ill the Night under our Windows ; thetetote btt 

* 05 fpeak to ehcDi, to tell tfaem ^\ax x\^^^ ^\5\^ 
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do.* Hereupon JfiJora^ raifing her Vo-ce a little, 
iaid> 'You ought to think of leaving rr.is V- .:»d, 

* for it is oftentimes very dangerous.' Wh-rn Hon 
Gahrieif who made all the Haile he coulu,an'vvered. 

Madam, as we were coming fro.n Sf Tucques, we 
wereattack'd by fome Rogues, who ha?c wounded 
roy Brother in his (idc, who, notwith./nclng, has 
made a (bift to walk thus far on foot ; bur finding hi5 
Spirits fail him, I have laid him under one or ti.ete 
Tree5» not knowing what to c'« with him in To dark 
a Night/ * Indeed we pity you, continued Ifidora, 
and will do what we can, that you may be tiken 
into the Houfe till your Brother U recovered.' Hea- 
ven reward you, Madam, cry d the Count : but be 
pleas'd to tell us whom we iliiU ndHre^s ourfeivcs 
to.' * A(k for the Almoner, Jaid Meltnthia ; he 
has Orders to lodge Pilgrims, and we will fend you 
what Aififtance we can ; but be fure don't fay that 
you have fpoke to us : and if you know any Ro* 
mances, they will be acceptable here.' 
After thefe Words, th^ fliut their Windows ; put 
out the Candles, and ran into Donna Juanaz Cham- 
ber, to know how the Pilgiims Affairs went ; where 
they had not been long, before the Al.noner came to 
tell her, that two Young Men, one of whom had been 
wounded by fome Robbers, defired (hrlter; adding, 
that he never in all his Life beheld tv/o fuch good 
Faces ; and that, if he might judge by their Peifons^ 
they fcem'd to be Men of fome Birth. * Are they

* continued the Almonery they are FUmmirgs* * Ah ! 

* crydjhe, how fortunate is this I Pei haps they may

* they are but well vers'd in Roii^ances, they (ball 

* want for nothing.' * That they boaft oU' reply d 
the Almoner, * Then let them be brought in pre- 

* fently,' faid Donna Juana. * But, Madam, an* 

* fixer d the Almoner ^ he thiit is wounded mull not be 
' )ong out of Red.' * ^^\\,fuidjbe^ fince Works of 

' Ciar/^iuu/l bepcrformMletWimWNC^C\v«A!s\\i^\» 
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' and we will wait oa him at Table.' For this was a 
Principle of Devotion in Donna Juana, 

The Almoner^ who had already fooie AflFedtkm 
for thefe Pilgrims, retura'd and conducted them into 
a very handiome Apartment, which was that Don 
Lewis lay in, when there, and order*d a good Sup- 
per for them ^ withaly telling them, that Donna jy* 
4ina and her Nieces, had fo much Compaffion on 
them> that they defign'd to come and wait on them* 
When he left them, uie Count d*Aguilar faid to hit 
Couiin, * You fee, dear Brother, (fox h I muft call 
you BOW,) we bave got into this inacceflible Caftle 
which you defpair'd lb much of; and from fuch a 
fuccefstul Beginnings wemay prefage yourDefignt 
may profper/ * Alas! dear Friend, reply d Don Ga- 
briel, I dare not abandon myfelf to fuch flattering 
Omens : You know a Man in Love is always full 
of Fears and Diftruds/ * Yon ought, inftead of 
tormenting yourfelf, to be merry and chearful, ad* 
dedtht Count ; for what can be more pleafant, than 
to have fuch lovely Creatures wait on us at Supper, 
one to carve for us, and the other to help us to 
drink ? Let us fancy ourfeives Amadis^s of Gault 
or Don Quixotes, at (eaft ; that we are arrived at 
iome inchanted Caflle^ and have drove away the 
Fairies that guarded it ; and that Princeffes come 
to kifs our Hands, hand take oflF our Armour.' ' O 
how gay you are ! f/iid Don Gabriel : it is very 
well teen you are not in Love.' ' I love you, and 
that's enough, /aid the Count; but I am not over- 
well pleasM that I faid I was the wounded Perfbn, 
(incc 1 mud alTumc a melancholy Air, and muft not 
eat, tbo' I am ready to die of Hunger : It would 
have been a thoufand Times better for you to have 
adted this Part ; for I am fure the Prefence of Ifidora 
will be every Thing to you.' * Jf there was any way 
anf'wer*d Don Gabriel with a Smilcy to lay we 
were iniftaken, and that I am the wounded Perfon, 
I would agree to it with all my Heart, to eafe you $ 
but iince 'tis all done and over, negleft nothing to 
perfuade them chat you are very \ia4? *\ ^\'^\w!^\ 
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* crifd the Count ; I beg your Pardon there : Let us 

* make the Wound but flight, that I may keep oiy 

* Bed but a little while/ As he made an End of 
thefe Words, he cad himfelf upon the Bed that was 
made for him, and foon after the Ladies came ; 'Don- 
na Juana with a Napkin on her Arm, Iftdara with a 
Silver- gilt Poringer full of Broth, and Mefiintbia 
with two frelh Egjs on a Plate. * Here is fbmething 

* for the wounded Pilgrim, Jaid Juana, going to the 

* Bed'/tde; he may have either the Broth, or the 

* Eggs.' * Madam, /aid the County (after he had 

* thank'd her for the Charity ihe exercifed towards 

* them, who were poor Strangers,) I will, if you'll 

* give me Leave, accept both of the Broth and Eggs, 

* with a little Bread to them ; and I believe I could 

* cat a little Meat ; for I have lofl a great deal of 

* Blood i and if I don't recruit, I (hall never be able 

* to go abroad.' * Heaven forbid, faid Donna Juana^ 

* that I fhould let a Perfon in your Condition do 

* wliat he would ; if your Fever continues, it will 

* kill you : Swallow the Yolk, and leave the White, 

* and drink a. little of this Ptifan.' The Count figh'd 
at this Prefcription j and for Don Gabriel he got 
behind one of the Bedrcurtains, that they Hiould 
not fee him laugh. ' ^ 

.Donna Juana was fo much furpriz'd at the good 
Mein of the Count d^Aguilary and at his IVlan<5er of 
' fpeaking, that (he forgot to enquire aft^r her Brother ; 
and attributing her Joy only to her Con>paflion for 
an unfortunate wounded ftranger, fecretly commend- 
ed herfelf for the Good and Charity flie had done ; 
and taking him by the Arm to feel his Puife, order'd 
a Candle to be brought, to fee this dying Pilgrim : 
But when ihe difcovered in his Eyes a Fire that daz- 
zled hers, and fuch a Freflmefs in his Complexion, 
which (he thought proceeded from the Violence of 
his Fever, ihe began to be fadly frighten'd. * 1 am 

* vex'd,y«////&f, that you had that Egg ,• you mufteat 

* nothing ; I'll have the Management oi you ; nobo- 

* ^y ihall look after you but myl'elf. Take Care, 
' rMfifiJi*il A?e$ to her Nieces^ and tbofe that ivere 
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' okuihiT^ that he has nothing given to eat but what 

' \ order him j his Wounds require him to obferve a 

* Sparing Oiec' ' Alas ! Madam, anfwer'd the Count 

' in a melancholy Tone^ I am not uled to the ways of 

P^fons of Quality j 1 am of a Temperament quite 

* di/Ferent from them ; what would cure them, will 

* kill me : However, oMeJ he^ Y\{ try, it may learn 

* nie better againd another Time.' 

After this Diicourie (he fat herfelf down by the 
B^'iide, taking hold of the Count's Arm, to obferve 
the Symptoms of his Pever ; when caAing her Eyes 
ahout, me di(cover'd Don Gabriel behind the Cur- 
tain, and faid to him, ' Be not afraid of Ladies, who 
[leribrm the Rites of Hofpitality with a gieatdeal 
of Pleafure.' Whereupon Don G/z^n>/ made her a low 
Bow with (o good a Grace, that both Aunt and 
Nieces were furprisicd. * Are you Brothers V faid 
Jbif, ^ Y9sMaidAm,/aidhe.^ ' And what are your 
Names ?' * My Brother's, reply*d he^ is Don Efie- 
v«4, and mine Don Gabriel,^ ' And are you Flem" 
mings P* continued J\j^n3. • We come from Bruf- 
fdst' /aid he, • Our Father was a Mufic-Mafter, 
a Writer of Novels and Romances, and a Maker of 
Songs.' * What, was he an Inventor of Fairy Sto- 
ries?' fry'//Juana. * Yes, Madam, r^/y'^ Z^e, both 
old and modern.' * Oh, added jbe^ you muft tell 
me one To-night, or I (hall not Deep. But now I 
think on it, have you never feen Don Felix Sarmi- 
entQ with the Governor of the Loiv Countries f* 
Yes, Madam, I have had that Honour, 'faid D%n 
Gabriel ; he has a Command. under him, and lives 
like a Prince : he would have fent us, if my Far 
ther would have given his Confent> into Andalufia^ 
to his Sifter j^nd two Daughters.' * VVhat to do ?' 
replfd Juana njoith Wannth. He faid, continued 
J>on Gabriel, that his Wire was lately dead, and 
.that'bi& Daughters lived in the Country where we 
were to go, to learn them to dance and fing, and 
pky upon the Mufick.' * How ftrangely Things 
t^all out 1 faidjbe to ker Nieces. . You umll know, 
Ffieadt addid Jbe, that I am his S'vftw* laiwi \Vi^^^ 
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* are his Daughters ; you are only milUken in the 

* Country, for we are in Galliciay and you (aid ^«- 

* dalufia* * Madam, anfwered Don Gabriel^ tbcfe 

* Faults are excufable in Strangers : We arc very 

* happy to light on a Place where we have fome little 

* Knowledge of the Family,* ' But how came you to 

* go to St, Jacques ?* addtdfie. Out of a pure 

* Senfe of Devotion, Jaidhe^ and a defire to travel.* 

* But, faid Donna Juana, how came your Father, 

* who refufcd my Brother, to let you go ?* * Oh Ma* 

* dam, anfwered Don Gabriel, a little confounded^ he 
' is a very religious Man, and would be loth to hin* 

* der us from lo good an Undertaking.' 

All this while the Count, whom I ihall now call 
Don EJhnjus^ faid not one word ; for Donna Juana 
forbid him from fpeaking, and whenever he open'd 
his Mouth, clapt her Hand upon it with fuch force^ 
that he apprehended more from that Manner of mak* 
ing him hold his Tongue, than any thing elfe ; and 
repented often, that he did not let h/s Coniin repre- 
fentthe fick Perfon. When the Supper was brought 
up, Don Gahriely out of refpedt, was for eating it in 
the Antichamber: but Donna Juana would Aot fuf* 
fer him to ilir : but ordered her Nieces to make him 
eat, while fhe felt Don Efte^us'z Pulfe, which £be 
thought fomewhat intermitting.

cmtain himfelf^ a Lady of your Perfections may 
promife herfelf every Thing.' * Can you, faid 
Donna Juana, read any good Fortune in her Face V 
I never faw finer Things in all the Days of my 
Life, reply* d Don Gabriel ; I am amazed and fur- 
priz'd.' Oh! this is a delicate Science,y^//^ Juana, 
for the Terms are neither hard nor barbarous : 1 
mud have a little Talk with you myfelf about my 
Fortune.* 

While they had all this Difcourfe, the Count was 
bpth hungry, hot, and weary; for the old Lady, 
who would not fufFer him to eat a Bit, as I faid be- 
fore, had alfo cover'd him up fo clofe, that he was 
almoft fmother'd, and not able to bear it any longer ; 
and to eafe himfelf, begg'd that he might get up for 
a little while. * 1*11 give my con fen t, faid Jhey on 

* Condition your Brother will give me his Word, you 

* (hall eat nothing for Supper.' Which Don Gabri- 
e/ coo Tented to> without any Reluctance : And tho' 
he and the Count regretted the parting with Ifidora 
and Melantbia^ they were both fo glad to get rid of 
the troublefome Aunt, that they forwarded their 
Departure, as much as the Parts they adted, and their 
Reipeft would allow. 

When they were left alone with the Almoner, 
they gave him fo n^ny good Reafons, telling him 
that he mull either eat or die, that he, being a good 
honeft fellow that loved Pilgrims, and not having 
fuppedy (at down with them at the Table ; where the 
Count made amends for what he endured in Bed» and 
Don Gabriel^yfho eat not with a good Appetite while 
Ifidora was by, follow'd his example fo well, that 
they clear'd all before them*. When he was gone, 
and ther at Liberty, Don Gabriel aflc'd the 
County if he ever faw any Thmg equal to Ifidora f-

Wft' '' Aks I I'll confetti to it, jaii \^k^v\^\^^ 
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* and will fecond you with all my Heart.' As thus 
theytalk'd, Day broke; and then they endeavoured 
to get a little Reft. 

For Donna Juana^ (he pafTed the Night as indif- 
ferent as any of them, for fear the Pilgrim (kould 
be worfe than when (he left him ; and as it was too 
late when they came» to think of a Surgeon, (he 
fent in the Morning for two of the bed in CMi/aJ" 
Realf and as foon as they came, carried them into 
the Count's Chamber. Don Cartel was with him 
when Juana and the Surgeons came, and knew not 
at 6r(l but that they were fome of the Domefticks, 
till (he bid the Count prepare himfelf for fome Ope- 
ration, telling him that he was in the Hands of >as 
able Practitioners as any in Spain. While (he was 
thus encouraging the Count, the Surgeons were pre- 
paring all tb^ir Materials, as their InilrumentSy 
Tents, and Ointments, l^c.

* EfFe6ls of which are wonderful j for I put but a 

* little of it lad Night to my Brother's Wound, and 

* 1 believe it will foon be well.* At that the Surge- 
ons exclaimed againft it as a pernicious Remedy, 
faying, That 'twas all Sorcery ; and that the Holy 
Inquiiition would not allow of it. Ac the frightful 
Name of the Inouiiition, Donna Juana vf^L^iox run- 
ning way, but the Count a(rured her, that the Pow- 
der was orepared by himfelf, and was only a Com- 
pound ot Simples, which he would give her the Re- 
ceipt of After this ihe defired the Surgeons might 
look at his Wound, whether they did any Thing or 
Nothing ; but he not acquiefcing with that Reque{f> 
ihe paid them for their Trouble, and fo diimiffed 
them 

But Juana was unwilling to leave the Count ttA- 

guUar 
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gttiiar (b (bon ; and therefore fought a Pretext that ■ 
ihe might ftay a little longer with him, and addref- 
fing herfelf to Don Cartel, faid, * iince you are well 
' veried in Romances and Stories, youMI do me a 

* fingutarpleafure in telling me one, for I am a great 

* Admirer of them,' 'Thai I will, to oblige you, 

* Madam,* * replfdbe^ and fo began as follows. 

The Royal Ram, 

IN thofe happy Days, when Fairies were common, 
there lived a King who had three beautiful young 
Daughters, who were all deferving y but the youngeft 
whoie Name was Miranda y being the mod amiablt, 
and her Father's Favourite, was allowed as many 
Clothes in a Month, as her Sillers had in a Year : 
But Ihe being fo generous as to let them partake with 
lier, it made no Difference among them. 

The King having had Neighbours, who tired with 
-a long Peace, oblig'd him to raifean Army, and to 
take the Field, left his Daughters with a Governante 
in a Cadle, where they might hear News from him 
every Day ? and when he had fubdti'd his Enemies, 
and drove them out of his Dominions, came to the 
Caftie to fee his Miranda^ whom he doated on.

and then in kemg you, I behold the Heayens and 
the brighte fl Stars/ * Nov/ ^/nid the King, yoa fpeak 
like an Oracle. And you, Miranda, fata the King^ 
what made you drefs /ourfelf in While i' * ^eqaiite 

* faidjbey k becomes me better than other Colours : 

How, /aid the King a lit tie angrily, was that only 
your Dcfign ?' * I had that of pleafing you, /aid 

* the Princefsy and I think I need no other.' Where- 
upon the King was mightily pleafed at her Turn of 
Thought, and faid. That fince he had eaten a pret- 
ty deal 'at Supper, he m^ouM not go to Bed fo loon, 
therefore he would have them tell him their Dreams 
the Night before his Return. 

The Eldeft faid, (he dream'd he brought her ft 
Gown, the Gold and Jewels of which were brighter 
than the Sun ; the Second faid, ihe dream'd that he 
brought her a golden Spinning- Wheel and Difta^ 
'"for her to Q)in herfelf fome ShiftB 5 and the YoungelJ: 
fard, ihe dieam'd he had married her fecond Sifter oBT^ 
and, on the Wedding-Day, held a golden Ewer, and 
iaid, Ccme, Miranda, come and 'wa/byou. 

The King, who was angry at this Dream, knic 
his Brow> and made a thouiaod wry Faces, and went 
into his Chamber, where throwing hiadeif upon his 
Bed, he could not forget his l5aughter*s Dream .: 

* This infolent Baggage, y^ii^^f, would make me her

The Capiain 
of the Guards was very much furpnVd at fo bar* 
baroDS an Order, but durft not feem averfe to it, lell 
the King Oiould take away his Conimiflion, but pro- 
mifed him to perform it. Then going to the Prin- 
cefs's Chamber, which be had much ado to get to, it 
being To very early, he told her, the King had fent 
iiim for her. Whereupon flie rofe prefently : A lit* 
de Moor that (he ca4rd J^atypata held up her Train, 
and her young Ape ntm'd Grahugton^^Xk<^ little Dog 
which (he caLL'd 'Tintin^ ran by her (ide.

Then opon* 
ing the little Door that led into cfaeForeft, and Day 
coming on, the Piincefs obferv'd that her Condodtor 
fted tome Tears, ^nd ieemM melancholy ; where- 
upon (he fnid to him, with an Air of Sweecaefs, 

* What is -the Matter you feem fo nmch affl«^led ?' 

* Alas ! Madam, cfyd be^ who <:an be otherwile ? 

* The King has order'd me to -kill yon here, woA to 

* carry him your Heart and Toqgoe, or elfit/{ie. will 
*' put me to Death.' At the(e Werds the po«r Piin- 
cefs turned pale, and fell a-crying,and m thatCondition 
looked like a Lamb that wastgotng to the Slaughter j 
then iiztng her Eyes on tbe Capbiin, witboiM mtjf 
Anger, faid to hins ' Have you Courage enough to 
' kill me, who never did you any Injtiiiy in my Life, 

* but rather . always fpoke t» tlie Kin^ in yftur 

* Favour ? But if I huve deferv'd my Father's 

* Anger, I fubnu't without Muramriog. Akis ! I 
*■ iiave (hewn -ham but to9 tiiHch L«»ve and Ilcipe4t» 

* for him to complain without l^u^ce/ * Fear JM)t> 

* iair Princefs, Jaidthe O^ctr^ I'll foouer fwffer the 
' Death I am threaten'^ with, than be :gnilcy of io 

* barbarous an Action ^ but when 1 am gone, you 

* will not be .more fate : We muft find out fome liK- 
' pedient to perfuade the Km^ you are dead.

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* What way, can we find out ? repiyd Miranda, 

* he will not be fatisfied, unlefs he fees my Tongue 

* and Heart.* At that Patypata^ who ftood by, and 
heard all, without being obferved either by the Prin- 
cefs or the Captain, advanced boldly, and throwing 
hinifelf at Miranda*^ Feet, faid, * I come. Madam, 

* to offer you my Life, let me be the Sacrifice : I 
' fliall be but too well pleafed to die for fo good a 

* Milhefs.' * I have no need of fo tender a Proof 

* of thy Friend/hip, faid the Princefs (killing her j) 

* thy Life ought now to be as dear to me as my own.* 
Whereupon Gruhugeon came forward, and faid, 

* You are in the right, my Princefs, to love fo faith-

* Heart and Tongue with Joy.' * Oh my prerey 

* Graiugeoriy replfd Miranda, I cannot bear the 

With that 
Tintin cry*d out, that it was infupportable to fo faith* 
ful a Dog as he was, that any other but him (hould 
lay down their Life for his Miftrefs ; and thereupon: 
arofe a great Difpute between Patypata^ Grabugeon^ 
and Tintin . In fhort, Grahugeon being quicker than 
the refl, climb*d up to the Top of a high Tree, and 
threw himfelf down, and broke his Neck ; and the 
Captain of the Guard, with a great deal of Perfuafi* 
on, got leave of the Princefs to cut out his Tongue;

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* SatisfaAion of being regretted alone.* Whereup- 
on Miranda kifs'd her liftleDog, and crjMand griev'd 
^omuchy that (he fwoon'd away, and when {hi: cane 
toberfelfy found her Dosf dead, her Conductor gone, 
«)d (he herfelf left with ner three dead Favourites ; 
^hich (he buried in a Hole that was ready dug hard 
^7 a Tree, and then bethought herfelf of her own 
Security. 

As the Foreft was not far from her Fathei *s Conrt, 
it was not fafe for- her to Oay there long« leil ihe 
(hoold be known by fome of the PaiTengcrs, there- 
fore (he made all the Hafte (he could to get out of 
it ; but the Foreft was fo large, and the Sun fo hot, 
that (he was ready to die with Heat. Fear, and 
Wearinefs : and was in continual apprehen(ions left 
her Father (hould follow and kill her : But ftill con- 
tinued going forwards, making lamentable Complaints, 
having ner Gown almofttoreoff, and her Skin fcratch'd 
by the Thorns and Brambles. At laft hearing the 
Bleatin? of Sheep, * Without doubt, /aid Jbe S9 

* herfelf y here are fome Shepherds with their Flocks* 

* who may dire6t me to fouie Hamlet where I may 

* difgui(e myfelf in (bme Country-drefs. For, alas! 

* continued Jbey Princes are not always the moft 

* happy : Who believes that I am a Run-away ? 1 hat 

* my Father, without any Caufe or Reafon, feeks my 

* lire ? And that J, to fave it, muft be forced to dif- 

* guife myfelf?* While (he was making thefe Refledli- 
ons» (he arrived at the Place from whence (he heard 
the Bleamg : but how great was her Surprize when 
(he came to a fpacious Plain, to fee a large Ram as 
white ss Snow ; his Horns were gilt, a garland of 
Flowers was faftened about his Neck, his Legs were 
adom'd with Bracelets of Pearl of a prodigious Size^ 
and he was laid on Orange-Flowers, and (haded from 
the Heat of the Sun bv a Pavilion of Cloth of Gold i 
An hundred (Keep finely adom'd were waiting about 
him, fome drinking Coffee, Sherbet, and Lemonade i 
others eating Strawberries and Cream, and Sweet- 
meats ; and others again playing at L^uCo^cw^^ ^.^.4 
Bs/Tetji fome had rich Collars of Gro\d, wx\i ^ sk'^* 
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Kibbons. Mirssja was fo much amazed, that (he 
was perfeflly motioolei^, and looked all about her

'What 
prodigy is this, fat J the Princefs (i^epping back) to 
hear Sheep fpeak ?' ' Ahs i Madaiu, rtplfd the 
Ramy your Ape and Dog fpoke, and why Is it ixiosc 
firsinge th^t we (Hon Id :' ' A Fairy, ^^/^/sii^V/MLcaxw 
day bellow*^ that gift cpon them ' * And might AOt 
the like Adventure act^^nd us? reply* dike Ram fmii' 
lutg: £vt, my Pnocefs^whar broii^TOU hither^' 
A thoufsLnd Ailsfonuncs, rr^V A/Kranda; I am 
the mod miferable Peribn in the Woijd^ aa4 feek 
an Afylum to avoid the Rage of a Father/ ' Come, 
Madam, with me, re^fd the RoMy I vi^l aiSTprd 
y-ou one, where you fhall be known to noae,anid be 
abiclute Milhcis,* ' But I am not abiis to follow 
you, reply djke.y I am fo weary.' Wheseuppn the 
B^iu crder'd his Chariot, and foon after appear'd fix 
Goats harne^ed to a Gourd'Sheli large enough for 
two Per ions ro (it in with Eafe, and lined with 
Velvet. The Princefs plac'd herfelf in it, admiripg 
an r.quipage (b novel, and the Ram got in after her, 
aaJ then drove tp tbp Cavec^i's Mouth, which was 
ilopp'd by a large floue^ which, on the JUm's toij^- 
^ with his Foot, reproved. After wjiif:h, he tai4 
^c Princefs ihe might go dpwn wi(hpjULt any JJJI^aiger % 
which fhe would ha/^iy ^9^^ cv^ conie^J^ Xo, ha4 
90 1 her Fear of being tgkefl pipgu>ted hcY to it ; aq^^ 
upon that Ac^oyAt, ^e qey/^ hobu^, bw^ fpllpwf4 
her Cqndudlor. 

Ajs the Steps were y^.y ^liuuverous, the Pripceffi 
thought tha( ibe vvaS'^Aer f*oipg ^ P^7 ^ Vifit ft| 
(heir Autipodes, or the Siyfi^m Shade ; hut y^a.% mufj^ 
piore furprized when iie di(cov)er'd a va/t plain ^^r 
afi^elled with varioys Flowers, which exceeded al( 
f)je Perfumts fhe had ever fmelt of, furrounded with 
a krgis Riv.€r of Ql ange-ftowci "W i^ut . \u Oajt vcvyd^ 
fif/his Plain were Fo^n^ms of V^'itvc^ lB.o^^4o\\^> 
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i»dier exqcifite Liqvorp, wliioh -formecf Cn-fc«c?es 
tsid other plea^nitt purling Bronics, :ind here and

both wet and dry ; and in Hiort vrith oil nnrefli- 
ries of Life, with Cfrcat plcntr of Cfown-p'-^res, Oui- 
Dcaa, Pearls and Diainonds, Without Dnu^r the Ra- 
rity and Ufefiiincrs of tins Rain woiil--! hwxi broMg;::t 
the Royal Ram a gr^at many \ ifitor?, if he had hti ri 
defirous of Company ; but ?\\ the V/i iters rhat men- 
tion hin, aiTurc us, that ke chofc to be retired, and 
was Q8 gcave as any Rnman Senator. 

As it was the plcaftnteft Seafon of the Year when 
Miranda arrived there, ftie favA^ no other Pabce than 
what Chambers, Haih, and Clofcts, Orange-tree?, 
Jcflamine, Honey-fucklcs, and Role-trees formed by* 
intermixing the Boughs. Th? Princv'ly Ram told 
Mirandii^ ' That he had rei2;r/d Sovercrgn there {<:- 

* veral Years, and had (uiiickjnt Caufe to beafflirt- 

* ed; bnt that he refrained from hii] Tear?, that he 

* might not remind her of her Misfortunes. Your 
' Manner of Treatment, charming Sheep, 7MiV/y/^^, 

* is fomewhat ^o generous, that I cannot exprefs luy 

* Acknowledgment enoii-;h ; r.nd I miift confers, rhat 

* w-haX I fee feems To eictraordinary, I know not what 
' to think of it/ No fooner had ihe pronounced 
thde words, but tlierc appeared a Troop of beauti- 
ful Nymphs, who prefcnted her with Fruit out of 
Amber Baikets ; but when (he went nigh them, they 
in&nfibly inoT'd fVom her ; and at lad reaching out 
her Hand to take hold of one of them, and feeUng 
nothing, fhe foon perceiv'd they were only phan- 
toms. * Alas ! faidjbey KUiepinrr^ where am I, and 

* \rhat are thcfe ?' At that inlwnt, the R(yalRam^ 
for fo I uaull call him, returning, baring left her 
fome Moments, tindi i'ezmg her i^ied Tea\s^ itvxvsXwiA 
moiicnlefsf and ready to die at her Feet. 

' Wliasis the Matter with my b^:c;\vU^\)\Vmc^^^«»'^ 
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faid be. Have I any way failed in the Refpefl 
that is due to you ?* * No, faidjbe ; but I am not 
ufed to live among the Dead, and with Sheep that 
talk : Every thing here terrifies me j and tho' my 
Obligation is great to you for bringing me hither, 
yet I muft beg one Favour more of you, tocondu6l 
me back.* * Fright not yourfeif, reply* d be : vouch- 
fafe to hear me quietly, and you iliall know my de- 
plorable Ad venture. 

* I was born a Prince : A great Race of Kings, 
who were my Anceftors, left me in pofTeflion of 
one of the moft beautiful kingdoms in the World 5 
my Subjefls lov*d me, my Neighbours both fear'd 
and envy'd me, and I was elleein'd with (bme 
juftice.

What Prodigy is this } faid I to Ragoite, Wi^/fi&w«/ 
ibe Fairy* s Name ; was this done by your Orders?' 
Alas! by whofe Orders elfe do you think ? reply d 
Jhe : Have you never known my Sentiments" till 
' now^ MuA I be forced to explain myfelf; my Eyes 
^ ufed never to Ml of Conquers ; Vtave iVv^^ ivovj Vo'^ 
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all their Power? Confidcr how low I ftoop, 'tis 
a Fairy *that makes this Confeflion, and Kings are» 
in Te(pe&, to theoi, but as Ants.' ' I am entirely 
at your pleafure, faiJ I to ber, wtb an Air and 
Tone that exprefs d fame Impatience i but what is 
that you afk? Is it my Crown, my Cities, or my 
Treafure ?' * Oh Wretch ! replfdjbe dijdainfully, 
I can make my SkuUions, when I pleafe, greater 
than thee : I aft thy Heart ; my Eyes have afk'd 
it a thoufand Times, and thou haft not underilood 
them» or at lead wouldft not. Wert thou engagM 
with any other, I fhoukl not interrupt thee in thy 
Amours ; but I have too great an Interefl in thee 
not to diicover the indifference of thy Heart.

The S^eep ibe i^oke of acknowledged me to be 
their King» told ioe all itbeir IV4i&fortunes« how they 
difpleafed the neveogefial Fairy* bow ibe had Goun- 
pofed a flock of thecuj and that they all underwent 
tbe fatiie Puiiiiha^eiuL 0Uit« addta be^ when their 
Time is expired, ibey «eAime their own Fojkbs, aod 
bave the Flock i aad ^r thafe who are Ragafttef^J^k" 
vals, or Ene«nids» whom &e has kill'd, they abide 
here an A^e before ;thisf. return into the World again : 
Of which Njumber tbe young Slave is, wikoxn I told 
jiott -of. I have ieien her feveral Moaths togetlieir^ 
b.u^ ibe nerer fpeaks to jne \ and, when I approaick'd 
t^werds hefy it griev'd me when I knew it was only 
a Aadow : JBut£rviog obferv'd one of my Fiock ail* 
ways by that Phaatofn, I underflood he was her Lo- 
ver, H^'^mKagoMey jealous-of the tender Ijflprei£k>M 
they ma(le on each other, had taken fi>om her. 

This was tbe Reaibn that made me remove from 
that Fairy^ and, for thefe laft three years, think of 
nothittg but my liberty ; which was what engaged 
me to go often to the Foreft, where I femetimes have

ibme Hg^i* ih^ told him, ihe (houUxiotbe fo oiuch

SooB after Miranda faw theoi ; an<jl iho' 
they came not nigh enough to be touch'd by her, ytt 
thflir Prefence was foipe comfort to her. In (hort, 
the Royal Ram, »ho was endued wijth all the Wit 
and Delicacy proper to fuf>porr an agrccftble Conver- 
fation, was fo pa(Iiona(ely in Love with MiroMdof 
that ^e began to have fbme Regard fttr him, and to 
loakteiome BLetucns i for what can bedifpkafingtna 
beautiful, kind^ carefling Sheept ^{pociaUy when 
known to bs a jyng,whoieMet)aa>orphlifis was to 
hunveanEndP Thus the Buocefs pais'^iherBaysin 
the ^"fit^t ^pe^iion 9^ a more happy Fate, while 
tbe-GftUant RaQi» whale Thoughts w«re fiilely bent 
on her, made Eoi«fteinment4i Concerts of Muiiok, 
and did every Thing that was in his Power to divert 
her % hil Troop alliiling him in them* And the Shadea 
Contributing fomewhat thereunto. 

Ope Evening, when the Couriere arriy'd, for he 
was very fond oi News, and always had the bell, 
;h^ .tokl him. That the ddeil Siller of ths Punc^& 
M'rMnu/a w^egoini; .to marry a great ?iinct^ aa4 tW 
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the Nuptials were to be very magnificent. * Alas I 

* rryV the Toung Princefs^ how unfortunate am I, 

* not to fee fucn fine Things ? I am here under 

* Ground with Ghofts and Sheep, while my Sidert 
' who will be drefs'd as fine as a^Queen« will have 

* all the Court made to her, and I (hall be the only one 

* that will not partake of her Joy.' * Madam, why 
' do you complain ? faid the Royal Ram io her. Have 

* I deny'd your going to the Wedding ? Go when 

* you pleaie ; but give me your Word you will come 

* again : If you deny me this, you ihall fee meex- 

* pire at your Feet ; for my Love is too violent for 
^ me to fupport myfelf, when I ihall lofe you.' Af<- 
randa promifed him nothing ihould prevent her Re- 
turn. He gave her an Equipage fuitable to her Birth : 
She was drefs'd very richly, and neglected nothing 
that might fet off her Charms ; (he got into a Chariot 
of Mother of Pearl, drawn by fix Creatures that were 
hah Griffins, and newly arriv'd from the Antipodes^ 
and was attended by a great number of Officers that 
were richly drefs'd, and who had been fent a great 
Way to make up her Train. 

With this Equipage Ihe arriv'd at the King her 
Father's Court, juft when they were celebrating the 
Marriage j as foon as (he enter'd* (he fuiprized 
all that faw her with the Luftre of her Beauty and 
Jewels, and heard nothing but acclamations in her 
own Praife. The King looked at her with great at- 
tention and Pleafure, which put her into fome Fear 
led: he (houQ know her ; but he was. fo much prepof- 
felfed with her death, that he had not the lead idea 
of her. Nevertheiefs, the apprehenfipn of being 
fiopp'd prevented her laying till the Ceremony was

* fmce both your fiiiers are married, and have each 
' a Crown, mine fliall be yours ' And at that inftant 
riling up, he put the Crown on the Brinceis's Head, 
and then iaid, Tht G^ds prefer ^>e the ^een Miranda. 
Whereupon the whole Court gave a great fhout of 
Joy, and her t^o Sillers came and hung about hec 
Week, and embraced her a tlioufand Times. Miran- 
da was fo much overjoyed, that ihe both cry'd and 
laugh'd, embraced one, and talked toanothei:, thank- 
ed riie King, and aikcd for the Captain of the Guards, 
to whom (he was obliged for alt ; and being told that 
he was dead, was ^ery much grieved ther\at.

da . But as every body had heard of his Adveotare» 
imd were unwilling that the Princefs fliould go hack 
agaio with him, tney refufed him the fight of her 
in fb rude a manner, t^at he fetch'd Sighs, and made 
CoQiplaints capable of piercing the Hearts of all that 
heard him« except the Soldiers that kept the Gates ; 
and at laft overcome with his Grief, laid himfelf 
down ai>d dttd. 

The King, who knew nothing of this deep Trage- 
dy, propoTed to his Daughter to ride in a Chariot 
through all the Streets of the City, to ihew her to 
her Subjetls ; but what a dlfmal Sight was it to her, 
when they got out of the gates of the Palace, to fee 
her dear Sheep lUetchd on the Ground, void of 
Life ?

* Fairy, 1 (hall be very much obliged to thee ; for 

* I am (b weary, that 1 am ready to die away ; I pro- 

* mi(e you, FJl give you good Corn and Hay, and 

* Jitter you down with clean Straw,* The Horfe 
l^ent <}own before her, and (he jumping upon his 
Baick, be carried her to the Fairy's Grotto as fwift 
as a Bird flies in the Air ; for Merlucba knowing of 
her Cod-(iaughter's coming, had fent him for that 
Purpofe. 

When (he went in, (he made three low Courtefies, 
kifs'd .the Hem of her Garment, and then faid to her, 

* Good-morrow, Godmother ; how do you do ? I , 
' have brought you here fome MiJk, Butter, Flour, 

•* and Eggs, to make a Cake after our Country Faflii- 

* on.' * You are welcome, Finettay faid the Fairy % 

* come and let me embrace you.' Whereupon (he 
kifs'd her two or three Times, which made Fineita 
ready to die with Joy ; for Merlucha was a great and 
rcuown'd Fairy. * Well, n\y G\x\y faid fie ^ you (liall 

* be my Waiting- Woman, come drefs and comb my 

* Head ;' '(which iht Princefs did with all the Ad- 
drefs imaginable.) * I know what brought you hither, 

* faid Merlucha ; you heard the K\U'^ ^ud Qv\^^a 

' CQufulting how they might lofe you, ?LYvd yo^ Ya.n^ 
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* no Mind to be fo ferved. Take thbclue of Thread, 

* it will not break, and fallen one End of it to the 

* Door of your Houfe, and keep the other in your 
/ Hand ; when the Queen leaves you, it will be an 

* eafy Matter for you by this Thread, to find your 

* way back again.' 

The Princefs thank'd her Godnnother, who gave 
her a Sack full of Clothes, all cover'd over with Gold 
and Silver, and embracing her, fet her upon the 
fame Horfe again, who carried her Home in a Mo* 
ment or two ; and when ihe had thank*d her pretty 
Horfe for his Trouble, and had bid him return, (he 
went foftly into the Houfe, and hiding her Sack un- 
der the Bed, laid herfelf down, without takingany 
Notice of what had pafs'd. As foon as it was Day, 
the King awaken'd his Wife, and bid her prepare for 
her JouHiey ; upon which (he got up, and put on a 
Pair of (Irong Shoes,, a ihort Petticoat, and white 
Waitlcoat, and taking a Stick in her Hand, went ta 
call her Daughters ; the Eldeft of which was named 
Lo^ve^s Flotvetf the Second Fair-Nighti and the 
Youngeft Oricula or Fine Ear y but, by way of Nick- 
nanie, Finetta, * I have dream'd. To-night, faidthe 

* ^eeriy that we muft go and fee my Sifter, where. 

* we (hall be treated, and be very merry.* * We'll go, 

* Madam, where you pleafe,yiz/// Love's Flower, (who 
' could not endure to live in a Defart^) fo that we 

* go, but 'tis no Ma^tter where.' The other .two (aid 
the fame, and taking their Leave of their Father, 
they all four fet forward for their Journey. They 
went at; laft fo far, that Fine Ear began to fear left her 
Clue (hould not hold out ; for they had gone a great 
many fcore Miles : However, (he was always behind,^ 
faftening her Thread in the Briars. When the Queen 
thought (he had cajried them fo far, that they could 
not find the Way b^ck agnin, (he went into a large 
Wood, and faid to them, * Come, my little Lambs, 

* lie down and take a Nap, w»hile I, like a Shepher- 

* defsr will watch you, left the Wolf fliOuld furprize 
' yov, * Whereupon they Uvd iV\evi\C'&\\t% down^ and 

ftii aOecp, ixnd the Queen, vaYieiv ^^xVo\x^\.\V^wi 
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fifty took her Leave, as ihe thought, for the laft 
Time ; when Fineiia, who only fhut her Eyes, and 
pretended Sleep, laid to herfelf, ' Was I now of a 

* revengeful Temper, 1 fhould leave my Sifters to 

* periih here ; for they have beat and abufed me ve- 

* rv much : But, however, I will not now forfake 
' them/. Wherefore upon wakening them, (he told 
them, the whole Story ; at which they fell a-crying, 
and begged of her to take them along with her, pro- 
mifing to 'give her all the fine Things they had. ' I 

* know, JaU Finetta, you will not perform what 
' you promife ; but, neverthelefs, I (hall ad the Part 
' of a kind Sifter.' And, thereupon, (herofeup, 
and followed her Thread, which brought them home 
almoft as foon as the Queen. 

When they came there, flopping a Moment at the 
Door, they heard the King lay. • My Heart aches 

* to fee you ail alone.' * Indeed, faiJ the ^eetty 

* we were very much troubled with our Daughters.' 

* Well, faid the IGng, had you but brought my Fi" 

* netta back, I fliould not be fo much concerned for 

* the other two.' And juft then they knocked at the 

* Door : • Who's there ?' faid the King,' * Your 

* three Daughters, Z«0<i;e' J Flower^ Fair-Nighty and 

* Fine Ear,' replfd they. And at that the Queen 
trembled, and (aid, * Don't open the Door, for they 

* are certainly their Spirits ; for 'tis impoflible they 
' (hould be return'd.' The King, who was as great 
a Coward as his Wife, faid, * 'Tis falfe, you are not 

* my Daughters.' Whereupon Fi«^///ireply'd, * Look 

* through the Key-hole, Papa, and if I am not your 

* Daughter Finetta, I conlcnt to be whipp'd.' At 
that the King did as (he bid him, and knowing them. 

• open'd the Door. The Queen fcem'd to be very glad 
to fee them, pretending (he came back for fomething 

' /he had forgot, and defign'd to have gone to them 
again. 

Finetta, when all was over, aflc'd her Sifters for 
what they had promifed her ; who, thereupon, beat 
her with their DiA^ffs^ and told Viet i TWi\X>n^% 

for her Sake that the King was not fony fct xV^m* 
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Afterwards ibe went to Bed j but beiog not able to 
deep for the Blows and Bruifes the/ had given k«F, 
ihe neard the Queen fay^ (he would carry them wx- 
thef Way farther off, from whence (he was a(rured 
tbey would never return. Upon this (he got up ioh" 
Ijt went into the Hen Houfe, and wrung qlf the 
Necks of two Pullets and a Cockerel, which the 
QiMen had fed up to regale herfeif with ; aod puUing 
them into a Ba(ket, fet ou£ to 20 to fee her Godmo- 
ther again. She had not gonelialf a Mile, being in 
the dark, and frlghten*d out of her Wits, before ihe 
heard the S/am/v Horie whinny log and prancing.; 
who no fooner came to her, but flie mounted, and 
was carried preCeAtly to her Godmother's* After the 
ufuai Compliments, (he prefented her with thf Fowb, 
and defired her eood Advice ; for that the Queen had 
fworn to carry them to the World's End. Merlui^ 
bid her not grieve her(Hf, and gave her a Sack full of 
Alhes to carry before her, to fprinkle befoije her as 
ihe went along, telling her when iKe returaed, Ae 
aeed but obferve her Footfteps* which would con- 
dud her back again; and withall charged her not 
to take her Sider's along with her, a(ruring her, if 
ihe did, (he never would fee her more. 'Irie Horfe 
being ready, Fin^tta took her Leave, and with it a 
great Quantity of Diamondsin a Box, which ihe put 
into her Pocket. A little before the Day the Queen 
called the PrinceiTes again, and told them that the 
King was not very well, and that (he dream'd they 
mufl go all four to gather (boie Herbs for him in .a 
certain Country, where they were excellent Zov^'i- 
Flower and Fair Ni^bi^ whofufpedted that their Mo- 
ther's main End in this Afiair was to lofe them, were 
very much a(Hided ; but were, notwithftanding» 
obliged to go. Fimtta faid not a Word all the 
Time, but kept behind them ftrewing her A(hes ; 
and the Queen being perfuaded that they ihould ne- 
ver be able to find the Way back, for (he had carried 
them a great DilUnce on, and ob(erving them all 
stUeep one Evening, took that Ov^^ortunity to bki 
them good-bv. When it wa* T^a.7, xSaax Finetia 
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oerctivti her Mother was gone, (he awaken'd her 
Sifters, and told then), the Queen was gone again, 
and had left them to themfelves. Lovt^s JFUrwtr and 
ftmr Night cr/d, and tore their Hair, and beat their 
Bmfts ; when Ftnetta^ who Was a rood natur'd 
Gitl, piried them, and told them, tho* ner Godmo- 
tber, when (he iaform'd her how (he ihouki find thi!^ 
Waj fMitk, charged her not to take them along with 
htXy and fakl fhv wOnld nerer fee her more if me did, 

* Yet, fmid Jbiy I will venture this to prefcrve my 

* Sifterk.' Whereupon khey both fell upon her Neck> 
and kiffitd her, and alt tfafte returned together. 

V The King and Queen were very much furprixed 
to fee the rancedVs again, and talked about it all the 
Night I when Fine Ear, who had not her Name for 
)K>thing, heard them lay a new Plot, which the 
Quiveii ¥ras to put in Execntlbn in the Morning, and 
thereupon ran and awaken'd her Sillers, and acquaint- 
ed tlMMn with it : ' Aks ! faidft>e^ we are all loil, 
f the <>Been without I^lpute will carry us and leave 

* us in ibme Delart ; for your fekes I have difoblig'd 
' my Godmother, and dare not go to her as I ufed to 

* do/ This News put them to their Wits-Elnd, an4 
made them (ay to one another. What (ball we do ? '< 
' Oh \pttd Pair-Night, don't let us trouble ourfelves, 

* there are others who have as much Contrivance as 
^ the old Merlucha. ; we need but to take fome Peafe 

. * along with us, and fbw them, and we ihall eafily 

* trace Our Wayi)ack a^in.' Upon Lfi<v^sFlower^^ 
aj^roving of this Expraient, they put Peafe in their 
Pockets ; but for Fine Ear^ inftead of Peafe, fhe took 
her Sack of fine Clothes, and her Box of Jewels ; and 
they were all three ready againft they Queen call'd. 

* I have dream'd To-m^t^faidjhey that there 'were 

* three Princes in a Country I need not name, wait- 
'* ing to tnarry you, and I have a great mind to* carry 

* you to fee whether my Dream is true or not. The 
X^een went firfi, and the Princeffes followed after, 
fowtng their Peafe as they went along, never difhirb- 
mg themfelves, fcut being fatisfied that Ac^^Vi^ <&aX 

A^ns, w^z/id'&d their Way home i vr\«aoti^^^ 
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Night the Queen left them again, and went home to 
the King, both weary and of fo long a Journey, and 
glad to have got rid of fo great a Charge, 

The three Princefles flcpt till Eleven o'Clock the 
next Day, when Finetta difcover'd firft the Queen's 
Abfence ; and tho' ihe was well provided, could not 
forbear crying ; but, however, rel/d more on the 
Fatty Merlucba^ than the Ability of her Sifters. 

* The Queen is gone, faid Jbe to ber Sifters^ let ut 

* follow her as faft as we can.' ' ' Hold your Tongue, 

* you Fool, reply d Love's Flower, we can fitid the 

* Way when we pleafe.' Finetta durft return no an- 
fwer ; but when they wanted to go Home, they could 
find no Tracings or Appearance of any Peafe; for the 
Pigeons, with which that Country abounded, had 
eaten them up, which fct them ail in Tears. After 
they had been two Days wkhout Eatings Zroiv'i. 
Flo*wer a(k*d her Siflers, if they had nothing to eat ? 
•Whereupon Finetta faid, (he had found an Acorn % 
ivhich they would have had from her ; but Ave an- 
fwered, * What fignifies one Acorn among three of 

* us ? Let us fet it, it may grow to a large Tree, and 

* be ferviceable.' To which they all confented, tho* 
there was no Hkelihood of any Trees in that Country, 
where there was nothing to be feen but Cabbages an(f 
Lettuce^ which the PrincefTes lived cnj for had they 
been nice, they muft have perilh*d. They had no 
other Covering, when they flept, than the azure 
Skies, and water'd their Acorn every Night and 
Morning, which they perceiv'd grew apace. When 
it was got to fome Size, Lome^s Flower was for cliin- 
ing it, but it was too weak to bear her ; as waslikc- 
wife Pair Nighty but fbe was too heavy ; wherevxp- 
on Finetta tried, and when (he was up, her Sifters afk'd 
hfk what (he faw : (he told them nothing. * Alas •! 

* faid Love's Flower, this Oak is not yet tall enoughi' 

However, they kept watering of it, and Finetta nevor 

, iled to get up'into it twice a Day ; and one Day 

/dben (he was up. Fair Night (aid to Lovers Flvwen^ 

* I have found a Sack whkh out S\ftw haa hid from 

' us, what can there be In U V * 0\v» JotdVa^^ v- 
/ flower, (he told me Ihe bad fome oVi\js^e^^? * ^>ii 
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. believe fhe has fbmething better/ repfy^d Fair- 

ight. And being curious, open'd it» and found feme 

icT Laces of the King and the Queen's, which ferv'd 

'oly to cover the fine Clothes and Jewels. * What 

' a fly Slut is this, /aid Jbe^ let us take them away, 

* and put fome Pebbles in their Place.' Which the 
other agreeing to, Fin^tta came down again, with* 
•nt ever difcovering the Trick her Sifters had play'd 
her I for fhe had no Occafion to drefs in a Defart, all 
her Thoughts being emp!oy*d on her Oak. 

One Morning when Ihe was up in it, and her Sif- 
ters aik'd her as ufual, when (he difcover'd, ihe told 
them, (he faw a Honfe fo beautiful, that (be cou'd 
not defcribe it, that the Walls were of Emeralds and 
Rubies, and the Roof of Diamonds fet in Gold. 

* You tell Fibs, faid tbey^ it cannot be fo.* • Tn- 

* deed it is, anfwer*d Finetta, come and fee your- 
•felves; my Eyes are dazzled with the Splendor.' 
Whereupon Lvois Fhwer climb'd up, and when (he 
faw the Caille, was amazed ; and for Fair Nighty 
whofe Curiofity did not fail to prompt her to get up 
in her Turn, flie feem'd as much overioy'd as her 
Sifters. * We muft, without Difpute, faid tbey^ go 
' to this Palace: who knows but we may meet with 

* fine Prioces that will think therofelves happy to 
'* many "us?* In this Manner of Difcourfe they pafs'^ 
laway tne whole Night, when Lon;e^s Flower^ perceiv- 
ing Finetta afteep, faid to Fair Nighty • Let us drefs 
' ourfelves in the Clothes Finetta has brought along 

* with her.' * The Thought's very good/ repl/a 
Fair-Night. Whereupon tney got up and drels'd 
themfelves, and made themfeives as fine as Gold, and 
Silver, and Jewels could do. 

Finetta^ who knew not what her Sifters had done, 
opcn'd her Sack with a Defign to drefs herfelf ; but 
iiow great was her Surprize and AfHidtion, when (he 
found nothing but Flints and Stones ? And perceiv* 
ing at that very Jundture her two Sifters as bright as 
the Sua in her Clothes, ftie cry'd. and complain'd of 
tiwir Treachery ; who only laugn'd at her. * How 

* e^njtm, fiiajbe to tiemp cany mc aion^ w^ '^w 
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' to tbe Caftle, without letung me be drefa'd aa weQ 
- as yourfelves.' *• We have but Gothes enough lor 

* ourfelves^ rtpiyJ Love's Flower »^ juhI if thou lux- 
' poFtuned u» tbus» thou ihaltfeelour Biows^' * But» 

* conituueJ tb$ otbtr^ rfiey are my Qwn> niv Go^doiQ- 

* ther gave tbem to me, aod you have aotmng to do 

* with theii).' * If yau leaze us aoy loogcr^jfei^ 
*' they, we'il kiH you and hncy you, and oohody mall 

* know what is become of you.* This firuek fudi 
an Awe upon poor Fineltay that (he durft not pro- 
iroke them» but foUovu*d tbem» like their Servant-^ 
Maid, at a dlftance. The rearer they came to the 
Koufe, the more woudcrful it appear'd. ' Icacmot 
' but think, fciid tbej one to awiber, how we fliail 

* be diverted aod entertained i we (hall eat at tbe 

* King's Table ; but for Finetta^ ihe ftall waO> th« 
' Dimes in the Kitchen ; and if we are a(k'd who 

* (he is, let us not aoake the lead Mention of her ^ 

* our Sifter ♦ but fay (he is a poor Herdirmn^s Daughr 
' ler.* Which cvL&Finetia mto Defpair, fte being a 
Girl endowed with Wit and Beauty. When they ar- 
riv'd at the Gates of the Caftle, they kaqck'd very 
hard> and were let in by a ftiKhtfol old Woman : She 
waa fifteen Feet high, and thirty ahout» Ivad butooe 
Eye, aodtbat placed in tbeMidH of her Foreheac^ 
like a Cyclo^s^ and as large as five others^ her Nofe 
was fiat, her Skin black, and her Mouth fo largc» 
that it was vej^ frightful. * Oh ! unfortunate Crea- 

* tufcs, faiiijhey what brought you hither ? Do you 

* know that this is a Giant*s Caftle, who would eat 
' you all up for his Breakfaft ? But it is well he is 

* not at Flyme ; 1 am better than he ; I will eat but 

* one of you at a Time, and you will have the Com- 

* fort of living two or three Days longer' When 
they heard tbe Giantefs fpeak thus, they ran away 
as faft a« they could, thinking to fave themfelves ; 
t>ut iiie ft rid as far at one Step as they at five, and 
foon caught them again ; and taking one by the Hair 
of the Head, and the others by the Arms and Necks* 
threw them all together into a Cave, where there 
was nought but loadai ^lak^^^ ^^ ^^^ Bousaof

finettoy and was only gone for feme Oil and Vine* 

fir^ the GianC came \ but thinkbg to keep them (br 
erfelf as a nice Bit» (he put them under a ereac 
Tub, where they bad no Light but through a Tittle 
Hole. 

The Giant, who was (ut Times as big as bis Wife^ 
when he fpoke* made the Houfe (hake again, and 
when he cougfa'd^ it feemM like Thunder ; he had but 
one large Eye, and his Hair was like BiiHles ; he 
lean'd on a piece of Timber, which he ufed for a 
Cane, and hekia Ba(ket in his hand, out of which 
j lie took fifteen little Children he had taken away 
(rom their Parents^ and (wallow'd them like poach'd 
Eggs. \^hen tbc three Princefles beheld this, they 
ilttdder'd^ but durft not cfy, for fear they (hauld be 
l^eard. The Giant faid to his Wife,i ' I fmell fome 
' freA Plefli ^ give it me/ Vou always fancy, faid 

* fifty that you fmell freih Meat, 'tis nothing hul 

* foroc Sheep that are going by,' * Oh ! /aid thi Gi* 

* Mnf^ I am not to be deceived thus ; I am fure I 
' finett Iff (h Ftefli, and will bok for it.' ' Ay do,' 
ftfy^Aj^. ' And tf I find ^ny^Jmidbe^ that you 

* have cgnceaPd-fron ne^ PU cut off your Hc^.' 
Frighted at this MtMce^JbiJaid U him, * Be not 

* angry, my Dear, asdi will tell you the Truth; I have 
' got three young Girls^ that came here 1 o-day ; 

* but 'tis Pity to eat them ; for they icnow how to 

* do every Thing, and as I am old, will be very 

* ferviccable to me. You know our Houfe is very 

* much out of Order, our Bread is not well baked, 

* nor our Beer well brewed, and I appear not fo hand- 

* fome fihce 1 have enfiaved myi'elf with working ; 

* they (hall be our Servants, therefore don't eat them 

* now ; but if you have a great Defire to them at 

* any other Time, you (hall have them.' The G'h- 
BDt, with gfeat Relu^ancy, promifed her not to eat 
them all three, but pre(red hard for two ; which (he 
oppofing, he then defir'd one of them % which (he 
not acquiefcing with, after great Difputes he ^ro- 
mifedber oot to eat them : For flie defij^Q^'dt ^\iitti\^ 
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was gone abroad, to feaft herfclf with them, and Cof 
pretend that they had made their Efcape. 

The^ Giant order'd hb Wife to bring them to him^ 
at^ which they, poor Creatures, were ready to die 
with Fear ; but tneGiantefs encouraged them. When 
he faw them, he alk'd them what ihty cou'd do ? 
They anfwer'd, That they knew how to clean a 
Houfe, and few, and fpin, and make fuch Ragouts, 
that all that taded ot them generally lick'd their 
Plates clean ; and that for makmg of liread, Cakes, 
and Patty- pans, they were famous. * Weil, well, 
*'/aiJ the Giant f <abo lo^^da dainty Bit ^ make good 

* vour Words ; but, /aid he to Finetta, how do you 

* Know when the Oven is hot enough ?' * I lay fome 

* Butter on it, Sir, replj'djbe, ^nd then tafte it with 

* my Tongue.* Thereupon he order'd her to heat 
the Oven, and the Princefs made a terrible Fire j 
for, you muft know, the Giant's Oven was as large 
Qs a Stable, and he and hfs Wife tjevoured as much 
Bread as an Army ; and the Giant, who overlook 'd 
them, eat an hundred Cakes and Piggins of Milk. 
Love*s Flower and Fair Night prepared the Pafte ? 
The Giant faid the Oven was hot enough : Finetta 
told him, ihe wdu*d (ee whether it was To, and 
throwing fome Potinds of Butter into the OvenV 
Mouth, told hhu it mud be tailed with the Tongue, 
but that Ibe was too little to do it. * Oh ! faid be f 

* I am big enough/ And, thereupon, he thruft him- 
felf fo far in, that he could not get back again ; but 
was burnt to AJljep. 

When the Giant's Wife came to the Oven, (he was 
furprized to find fwch an heap of Afhes as proceeded 
from her burnt Hufband. Love' **Floiver and Fair" 
Nighty who faw her very much giiev'd, did what 
they could to comfort her ; but, at the fame Time, 
were afraid her Sorrow wou*d be too foon over, and 
her Appetite come upon her.* * Madam, faid thej^, 

* have Courage, fome King, or great Prince, will 

* think themielves happy to marry you.' W hich 
made her iflU£;h, and (hew her long Teeth, that 

wc:e as large as a Finger. WVktn x\it^ ^vk V^t 'vv % 
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;good Ikimour, Finetta feid to her, * If you will throw 

* off tbofe Bear-Skins, with which you now clothe 

* yourfelf, we will drefi you a-Ia-mode, and you fliall 

* appear as bright as any Star.' * Let me fee, Jaid 

* ft>ey what you would -be at; but aflure yourfelf, if 
< any Ladies look better than me, I will make Minc'd 

* Meat of You.* Whereupon the three Princefles 
pull'd off her Gip, and comb'd and frizzled her Hair; 
and while the two Sifters were amufing her after that 
Manner, Finetta^ with an Hatchet, fever'd her Head 
from her Body at one Blow. 

Never was Joy equal to theirs ; they ran up to 
tlie Top of the Houfe to ring the golden Bells, went , 
into all the Chambers of Pearls and Diamonds^ the . 
Furniture of which was fo rich, that it was an 
Extafy to behold it. They laugh'd and fung all that 
Day long, and almoft glutted themfelves with Sweet- 
meats and other Dainties. Lvvi s Flwotr and Fatr^ 
Night Xs^v^va Beds >of Brocade and Velvet, andfaid 
one to another, * (5ur Father never was fo rich in all 
' his Profperity ; but yet we want Hufbands, and 
' may be affured nobody will ever come here, (ince 
*• this Houfe paffes for a Place of Deftrudion, fince 

• the Giant and his Wife's Deaths are unknown ; 

• therefore wemuftgotothe next Village to (hew 

• purfelves in our Finery, and we fliall not be long 
^. before we find Perfons enough who will be glad to 

• marry Princeifes.' 

As foon as they were drefTed, they told Finetta 
they were going a walking, and that flie muft (lay 
there to take care of the Houfe, and have every 
Thing in order again ft they returned, or elfe they 
fhould make her feel their Blows. When they were 
^one, Finetta^ who was forced to fcour and v^aih, 
was fo overpowered with Grief that flie burft out 
a-crying. • How unhappy was I, faUJbe to herfelf^ 

• to difobey my Godmother ! all Misfortunes have 
^ fince attended me, my Sifters have robbed me of 

• my fine Cbthes, and drefled themfelves in theiff. 

• Had it not been for me the Giant and his Wife had 
^ been^ctai/Ve; and what am IttebtUw fet\\\€\i 
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' Deaths ? I fliould have been trs vreH pleaied to 
^ have baen xievoiMied by tbefn» as to Hve as 1 do 
' aonr.' When flie ^adfaid ail this (he cry'^i fo mnchy

* was one Day a-Hunting, and am refolv'd never to 

* marry any but the Perfon who can draw it on/ 

* Alas ! Child, /aid the ^een, grieve not, we (haU 

* foon find her out.' And |hen (he left him, and 
told the King, who was very much furprized at the 
Strangenefs of his Pafllon, and crJer'd to bepro« 
claim*d by Sound of Trumpet, That all Women 
fhould come and try on the Slipper, and that the Per- 
fon whom it fitted fhould be married to the Prince. 
Upon this, all the fine Ladies of the Court wafh'd 
and par'd their Feet^ and made Choice of the thin- 
nefl Stockings, that they might put on the Slipper ;

While they were in the utmoft Rage and Defpnir, 
Ff^f //A arrived at the Palace, where Jhe being tnkcn 
for a Queen, the Guards were under Arms, with 
Drums beating and Trumpets founding She went 
into the Prince's Chamber, who no fooner fee his 
Eyes on her, but he was charm'd, and uilLM her 
Foot fmall enough to put on the Slipper ; which ihe 
not only did do, but alio produced the FJIow to it.

At that Don Gabriel borf! out a laugbine, and the 
Count told him all that had paffed ; which pmt'Don 
GaBriel under fonie Apprehenhenfiods of their not 
coming well off that Story. 

As it was then late, and Don Gabriel and the 
Count d'Jguilar had no Mind lo part, they lay to- 
gether that Night ; but were not long in Bed before 
the Count heard the Chamber-Door, opened very 
foftly, which furprized him, becaufe he generally 
took out the Key i but how much more amazed was 
he, when he faw a Man and a Woman come in t 
which made him jog^ his Coufin without fpeaking 
to hini, to fee what paffed, for 'twas Moon-Light.

* entirely frOiA tne Violence of my PafCon i fbr iit 

* ihort, as to my Birth, I am no Ways inferior to 

* you, and have enough to— ~— .' Here he was 
interrupted by » violent Fit of Coughing, which the 
Count was tafcen With, the very Noifeof which had 
kuade the loft Lnciila run away, if Don Leibis, when 
became in, had not .faftened the Door; who, upon 
his advancibff towards the Bed, wai) furprized io fee 
the very Clodies he left behind him in his Wardrobe : 
And being affured that they were wore by the Perfon 
that coughed, he was juill going to undraw the Cur- 
tains, when (lopping ihorr, and turnmg towards Lu- 
ciUa, he faid, ' I know not what to refolve on ; it 

* may be this Man that coughed is afleep, and may

* not a Thing ipapoifible.' At thefe Words Don Go* 
hriel and his Couiin burft out a laughing, and un-

Don Lewis foon knew them by their Voices to be his 
very good Friends, who flnce their leaving CW/s 
were thought to be dead, nobody having eirher heard 
from: them, or feen them ftnce that Time ; and as 
there* were great Troops of Robbers that infefted 
the Roadsf and gave none Quarter, they were Tup*

Lu€illat iho* flie knew both Don GaBriel and the 
County would not go near them» becaufe they were 
in Bed, but fat down at the other End of the Room ; 
and Don Gabriel feeing that Don Letjois was uneafy 
for Lucilla^z Want of Reft, advifed him to lead her 
into his Room, that was but on the other iide of the 
Hall ; . which he propofed to that agreeable Lady, 
who accepted of it. After Don Levjis had fhut the 
Door, and returned to his Friends, ihe laid herfelf 
down in her Clothes. 

When the three Friends had advifed about their 
Affairs for feme Thne, they at iaft refolved to let the

* you one Way : I have att Houfe hard by Se^il j 

* your Sifters and I will go and live there, and n^o- 

* derate Matters while yov (lay here j when we are 

* gone, yon may marry Lucilla, and we (Sail be there 

* in a Condition to (erve you.' 

Don Lewis approved his Aunt's Scheme, appre- 
hending it to be a Means to engage Lucilla not to* de- 
fer his Happinefs j for if (he was not bis Wife, fhe 
could not (lay afforte with him ; whereas, if (he lived 
with Donna yuantty (he might remain there ti^f fhe 
htsard what Refoliition her Friends would come tof : 
Therefore' he declared to his Auftf, that he liked htt 
Contrivance very weH ; and then- went to his Sid^rs; 
wha were jttftupj and were overjoyed rofeehiYn. 
After common Civilities and reciprocal: Tokens of 
PrifendlHip, Dx)n Letvis acquaintJed theurwith all bit 
Pwjceedmgs, and his rtwnrngaway witlV Drinna A«* 
ciltd } at whitfh they (hewed (bme Unea(inefs, dread«> 
hZy iis well as their Aunr,. the fatal Confeqtrences 
ii^hic& generally attend thofe Aff^ir^ ; when h« told 
tfiew, rSat he cotild not cxpeft tVvflLtDt^tHiw<5uld be f6 
Jtfod z$to tukeaynx hfegr€atcAtittittjyN»Vttfni«T\^\ 
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old, eho' Lucillah Grandfetficr. They toM him, that 
as fboiraiB they were dreffed, they would pay their Re- 
fpc6h to her, and were perfuaded they fhould live ve- 
ry happytogether^whieh he told them waynot co be, 
for that Donna Juatia wasgoing^difCtStly into Anda^ 
hfia, for Fear flie (hould be brought into the Scrape.

* great an height.' Upon which Don Znu/V, whp 
thought he had fufiiciently diverted himfelf, embraced 
i^em, and faid, ' Come, let us be Friends, 'tis Time I 

(hould now unravel the Myftery of ihofe Pilgrims, 
who are both Men of Birth and Eftates : Don Gabriel 
Ponce ^ of Leon ; k defcended from the mod il-

At thefe Words they both turned pale, theirChoice 
was already fixed, and each thought her Heart, unca- 
pable of altering its Sentimens 1 and Don Lrwis ex- 
amining further into the Matter, without di{co?ering 
what he knew before, left he ihould complain of 
their Lovers Indifcretion, faid to them, * You feem 
to me to be averfe towards them ; pray, Siflers, 
let Reafbn direA you ; Fortune now is favourable, 
flight it not, but love the Perfons that love you : 
I advife not only as a Brother, but as a Friend,

Ifidoraj witnont returning any Anfwer fora long 

Time, lean'd her Head on one Hand, anddry'd up 
her Tears with the other ; and then railing her Head, 
and looking at her Sifter, faid, * To pur you in Pof- 
fefikin of what you efteem moft dear to you, and 
is as indifferent to me, I will give you the greateft 
Mark of my Tendernefsy I will rake upon me a 
religious Life, and then Don Gabriel nmftpay 
Homage to your Worth, and forget me.' ' God 
forbid, dear Sifter, reply d Melanthia, that 1 (hould 
accept of fuch a Proof of your Friendfhip ; I /hould 
foon follow you in the Retirement you propofe 
on my Account; for was 1 fo bafe as to con fen t 
to it, Don Gabriel would not forgive me.' He 
would not know whut were the Motives of my 
Retirement,' repfy*d Ifidora. * Suppofe he fliould' 
not, /i/WMelanthia ; does it foHow, thai I fhould 

f oriels his Heart the fooner ? No ? my dear Ifidora, 
am perfuaded his Heart would be fur prized; he

Their Gowns 
were a thin white Crape, which is the Mourning 
of Ladies of Fafliion in Spairiy which being made 
clofe to their Stays, their Shape appear'd very delicate^ 
and in fhort, their whole Perfons extraordinary beau- 
tiful ; only the Tears they had let fall had deprived 
their Eyes fomewhat of their Vivacity. Afterwards 
they went to their Aunt's Chamber, and from thence 
attended her to Lucilla^s^ who was laid upon the Bed, 
fomewhat caft down with the Fatigue of her Journey, 
and wantof Reft ; and tho' fhe was both young and 
handfome, and had all the Spirit of Gaiety that is 
generally met with in Perfons of her Quality, yet 
her Uneaiinefs and Fears maje her feem a little me- 
lancholy.

The Prince, who was named Phi'- 
la^Cy and was Son to xhe King*s Brother, was two 
Years older than the Princefs, and they were educat- 
ed together, with all the Liberty their Nearnefs of 
Blood and Youth gave them. The firft Emotions of 
thier Hearts yielded to Admiratiott and Tendemefiv 
They faw nothing fo beautiful as themfckes, nor 
found any Thing which could divert the Faffion thejr 
ft it for each other, without knowing what to call it.' 
The King and Queen perceived the Growth of that 
Paiiion with Pleafure; they loved the young Phu- 
lax ; he was a Prince of their Blood, and never 
Child gave greater Hopes. Every Thing feemed to 
agree with Love, to render Philax one Day the hap.- 
pieil of all Men. The Princefs was about twelve 
Years old, when the Queen, who loved her moft 
tenderly, would confult a Fairy, whofe Fame oiade 
a great Noife, about her Fortune. .She went to find 
her, and looVlmis with her; who, in her Grief to 
leave Philax, wottder d a hundred Times how they 
could think of what was to come, fince the prefect 
was fo agreeable. Philax remamed with the King» 
whom all the Pleafures of the Court could not com- 
fon for the Princefs*^s Ab fence. TK^ Queen arriv'd 
nf th€ Fairv'a Cattle, w\iei« ftv^ v^^% m^^gPA^^^TaV^ 
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Itceived ; but the Fairy was not there. She was ge- 
nerally on the Top of a high Mountain fomc Dif^ 
tance from the Caftle, where (he lived by herfelf, 
taken up with that profound Knowledge which ren- 
dered her fo famous in the World. As foon as (he 
knew of the Queen's Arrival, (he came to her. The 
Queen pre fen ted the Princcfs to her, told her her 
Name, the Hour of her Birth, all which the Fairy 
knew before, and promi fed the Queen to give her 
an Anfwer in two Days, and then returned to the 
Mountain. The th;rd Day (he came again, took 
the Queen into the Garden, and c;ave her fome Ta- 
bles ot Palm-Tree f^eaves clofe (hut, but charged 
her not to open them but before the King. The 
Queen, to fatisfy, in fome Meafure, her Curioiity, 
a(k'd her feveral Queftions about her Daughter's 
Fortune : * Great Queen, /aid the Fairy ^ I cannot 
** tell you precifely what Kind of Misfortune the 

* Princefs is threaten'd with ; only I fee that Love 

* will have the greated Share in the Accidents of her 

* Life ; and that never Beauty created more violent 

* Pailions.' There was no need of a Fairy to promife 
that Princefs Admirers, her Eyes feemed already to de- 
mand the Love of all the Hearts the Fairy aflured her 
of. Neverthelefs, Imisf not fo much dirfurbed at her 
Fate, as at Pbilax's Abfence, flmufedherfelfwith ga- 
thering Flowers : but taken up with her Tendernefs 
and Impatience to be gone, (he forgot the Nofegay 
ihe began to make, and dreaming, threw away the 
Floweis (he had with Pleaiure gathered ; then went 
to the Queen, who took her Leave of the Mountain 
Fairy. The Fairy emh'-aced Imis, and looking on 
her with the Admiration (he deferved : * Since 'tis 

* impoflible for mt^fauijbey (after fome Moments of 

* Silence, which had Ibmething myflerious in it,) 
'■ (ince 'cis impoflible for me, fair Prirscefsvto change 

* in yourFaJifour the Orders of the Fates, however I 

* will endeavour to prevent the Misfortune prepared 

* for you. After thefe Words fhe gathered herfeif 
-the Headis of Lilies, and addrefling herfeif to U\^ 
young Imu, * Take thefe Flowers whkVv \ ^\>j^ ^o>\^ 

^ faia 
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* faidjbt^ they will never lade ; and while you have 

* them about you, they will fecure you againd all 

* the Misfortunes Fate threatens you with.' After- 
ward)» (he faften'd the Nofegay to her Headclothes ; 
tnd the Flowers obeying the Intention of the Fairy, 
AS fbon as they were on her Head, adjuded them* 
felvesy and formed a Kind of Topping, whofe White- 
nefs ierved only to ihew that nothing could eflface 
that of the fair Imis*^ Complexion. The Queen, 
after having returned the Fairy a thoufand Thanks, 
went away, and returned to the Ifland, where the 
Court waited with Impatience to fee the Prtncefs 
again. Never Joy appeared greater in ihc Eyes of 
Imis and her Lover. The King was the only Perfon 
that was informed of the MySery of the Bunch of 
Lilies; which had fo agreeable .an £lffe(t or the 
Princefs's fine brown Fiair» that every body too^ it 
only for an Ornamei^t (he had choien out of the 
Fairy's Garden. The Princefs fpoke much more to 
Pbilax of the Trouble (he underwent in not ieeing 
iiim, than of the Misfortunes intended her. Fbilax^ 
however, was frightened ; but the prefent Joy of 
meeting again, and as the Misfortunes might be un- 
certain, they gave themfelves up to the Pleafure of 
feeing each other again. In the mean Time the 
Queen gave the King an Account of their Journey, 
and gave him the 1 ables the Fairy gave her, which 
the King open'd, and found therein thefe Woids writ* 
ten in Letters of Gold. 

Under the Guife of Flatiring Hope^ bard Fate 

Hides tbe Diftrefjet that on Imis 'wait : 

She muft unhappy noiv at laft become^ 

And tbro^ good Fortune pafi^ meet an barjb Do^m. 

The King and Queen were very much affiiQed 
with thia Oracle, and fought in vain to have it ex- 
pounded. They faid nothing of it to the Princefs, 
that they might not caufe in her a ufc-lefs Grief. 
One Da/y when Pbilax was gone a hunting, which 
he did frequency, Jmis waa w«^W\u^ ^\V%£iQA \u u 
Wildernefs ot' Myrtles, wbeie ftvfc >w«^4 n^\^ w\^\vftr 
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chol/y becaujfe Philax dayM fo long, zhd reproech- 
ed herfelf with an Ivipad^nce : She was thus engaged 
in iDuiiDgand tbioking, when fhe heard a Voice <hat 
&id to her, * Why do you afflidl yourfeif, fair Prin- 

* cefs ? If Phihx is not fenfible enough of th« Hap- 

* pine& of being beloved by you, I come to ofter 
' you an Heart a tbouiand Tiu:es more acicnowledg- 
' log, an Heart feniibly touch'd with your Charms, 
' 9xui a Fortune worthy to be defired by any other 
' but vou» whofe Empire the World ought to own.* 
The Princefs was very much . furpriz'd to hear thi^ 
Voice ; (he thought herfelf alone in the Wildei nafs, 
and as ihe had not open'd her Mouthy (he was nuich 
more aaiaz'd that that Voice &ould anfwer her 
Thoughts. She lookM about her, and perceived a 
little Man in the Air, mounted on a large M^ty Fly : 

Fear not? fair Imisy /aid be to her^ you have not 
a more fubmiifive Lover than myfelf, and tho' this 
b the fird Time I ever appear^ to you, I have 
loved you long, and fee vou every Day, How 
nuich you amaze me ! faid the Princefs to bim : 
What! do you fee me eveiy Day, and know 
what I think? Then you ought to fee that your 
Love is to no Purpofe. Philax y to whom I have 
given my Heart, is too amiable not to keep it ; 
and tho' I may be a little vexed at him« I never 
loved him more than now : But tell me who you 
are, and where you have feen me.' * I am Pagan 
the Sorcerer, /aid he^ and my Power extends over 
all the World but you I faw you in the Garden 
of the Mountain Fairy, I was hid in on-e of the 
Tulips you ^ather'd. I looked upon the Chance 
that made you gather the Flower 1 was in, as an 
happy Trefage, and flatter'd myfelf you would take 
me along with you ; but you, too much engaged 
with the Pleafure of thinking, on Philax^ threw 
the Flowers away, and left me ia the Garden the 
moft amorous of all Men. Ever fiace I have fouiid 
that nothing could make me happy, but the Hopes 
of being beloved by you. Think of me, fair It»is^ 
if poUible, and permit me VomeUvTve^ \ci\^\\v\\M\ 
/ou of my PaiBon.' After thefe \N oi^Sl^Vi^ ej^l-a.^- 
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peared, and the Princefs returned to tlie Palace« 
where the Sight of Piilax didipated the Fear the had 
been in. She was (o defirous to hear him judifj him- 
ielf for (laying fo long in Hunting, that (he bad al- 
mod forgot to tell hini her Adventure $ but at laf}, 
recolledting herfelf, told him what had happened in 
the Wildernefs. The young Prince, norwithftand- 
ing his Courage, fear'd a wingM Rival, againd whom 
be could not contend for his Princefs. But the Li- 
lies encouraged him againd: all Enchantments* and 
Imis^s Tendernefs for him removed all Fears of a 
Change in her. The next Morning; when the Prin- 
cefs awakened, flie faw twelve little Nymphs flying 
into her Chamber, who were all fet on Bees, and 
brought her in their Hands little Bafkets of Gold* 
They went to the Princefs, paid their Refpe6ls lo 
her, and then went and kid their Bafkets on a Table 
of white Marble, which appeared in the Middle of 
the Chamber $ which Bafkets, when they were laid 
down, became very large. The Nymphs, after they 
had left their Bafkets, took their Leaves of Imis^ 
and one of them approaching nearer, to the Bed than 
the refl, let fomething fall on it, and then they flew 
all away. The Princefs, notwithilanding her Sur- 
prize at fo ft range a Sight, took up what the Nymph 
had let fall by her ; which was an Emerald of a won- 
derful Beatty, that opened as foon as the Princefs 
touch'd it, and contain'd a Rofe-Leaf> whereon rhefe 
Verfes were read :

The King, Queen, and Philax, 

ran at the Ncife of this A^^venture ; the Ptincefs

Bdt it it imtK>Oible to eicprefs the Excef3 of her Grief 
%vhen flfc faW nothing Of Fbihix^ iidd wtoi chey 
told her they could not tell What<vas betome df'hhn, 
ihe fwooned away, and was carried to Bed^ wh6& esc 
of her Attendants, with Hafte to undrefs her, took 
off her Head the Bunch of Lilies that fecured her 
flgainftali Bnchantrtients ; as ibon as that ^i^asoflF, 
a Cloird datken'd the Chaniber, and Imis difkfipear'd. 
The King and Queen were fo griev'd at this Lofs, 
that they were not to be cdmfbrted. The Princefs 
coming out of her Swoon, found herfelf in a Cham- 
ber of Coral of divers Colours, inlaid with Mother 
of Pearl, furrounded with Nyitiphs^who paid her pro- 
found Refpe6t ; thej were all beautift^l^ and ddathed 
>n magnificent Habiis. At firfl. luds afked where 
die was : * You af e in a Place wheteyouare adored, 

* anpwer*d one of the Njmphs ; fefcir nothihg, fair 
< Princefs, you will find here all you can deiire.' ' Is 

* PhiUiX here, faid the Princefs (with a Joy that ap- 

* pear'd in her Eyes,) I only wifh for the Happinbis 

* of feeing him again/ * You remember too long 
^ an ungrateful Wretch, ykfW Pagan, (appearing to 

* the Princefs,) and flnce that Prince has forfaken 

* you, he is not worthy of your Love; add Adger, 

* and the Value you hatre of your Honour, to the 

* Fafiioii Ihave fbr yoii, and reign here for ever, fair 

* Princeft, ^here you will find immenfe Riches, and 

* all the Pleafures you can defire.' Imis returned 
no Anfwer to this Difcourfe of Pagan\ but by 
Tears, and he left her, for fear of proToking her 
Grief. The Nympihs ftay'd with her, and u(ed all 
their Endeavours to comfort her, and made her a 
magnificeht Entertainment, which, (he refufed to tafte 
of. But, in fliort,: the tiext Day her Defire to fee 
Pbilax again mrade her refolv^ tb live i (he eat, and 
the NyHlpHs, to divert her Melancholy, carried her 
to the feveial Parts of the Palace, which was built 

of fine Shells mixed >\\th pi^cm^ Stones of diffe- 
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rent Colours ; and what was nwre farptmngf all die 
Furoiture was of Gold, and of {o fine Work, that 
it plainly appeared to be wrought by Fairies. The 
Nymphs after they had fhewed /mis the Palace, led 
her into the Garden, the Beauty of which is not to 
be reprefented ; there they found a Chariot drawn 
by fix Stags, droYe by a Dwarf. They defir'd her to 
get into it, wliich ihe did, and they fiit at her Feet, 
and were carried to the Sea Side, where one of them 
uM the Princefs that Pa^an reign'd in that IHand, 
which he had made by his Art tm fined Place in the 
World. A Noife of Indruments interrupted the 
Nyniph's Difcourfe { the Sea was cover'd over with 
little Barks of Coral of a Fire-Colour, which were 
full of whatever could contribute to a gallant Sea 
Entertainment. In the Midft of the(^ little Burks 
there waa one much larger than the reft, drawn by 
two Dolphins, on which there were Cyphers of Imis 
snade with Pearls. It came to the Shore. The 
Princefs went into it, with the Nymplw that were 
with hen As foon as (he was in it, there was a fine 
Collation before her, and (he heard a fine Concert 
from the Boats that were about hers ; they fung no- 
thing but her Praifes and Commendations: But ihe 
for her Part gave no Attention to any Thing. She 
went into the Chaiiot again, and returned to the Pa- 
lace opprefs'd with Grief. That Night Pagan pre- 
feoted himfcif again before her^ and found her more 
infenfibie of his Love than before ; but he not dif- 
hearten'd, flattered hinifelf with his Perfeverance : 
He knew not that the moft confftnt Lovers are not 
always the moft happy , he made every Day Enter- 
tainments for the Princefs, with Diverlions worthy 
of the Admiration of the whole World, but her for 
whom they weredefign'd. Imis was only concern^ 
forhcr Lover's Abfence, who in the Mean Time was 
carried by the winged Monftersinto a Foreft PagJ^n 
was Maftcr of, caii'd, The difmHl Foreft. As foon as 
PbUax arriv*d there, the Emerald Chariot and Mon- 
fters difappear'd. The Prince, furpriz^d at this Ad* - 
Mtnture, caU'd all bis Courage to Wis AaOi,\N\C\c\LV«^'i

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- the only Succoor he could rely on there. He at firfl: 
fan through a great many Paths of the Foreft, which 
was frightful, and whofe Obfcurity the Sun never pc- 
:, setrated. There he found nobody, not io much as 
, a living Creature of any Kind ; it feeni'd that Beafls 
,. theuifelves were terrified at fo difmal an Abode. 
Pbilax liv*d on fome wild Fruits he found there, and 
Ipent his Days in mortal Grief. His Abfence from 
,. ijie Princefs nuide him defpair, and fometimes he a- 
mufed himfelf with his Sword, which he had with 
. \i\VAs to engrave lmis\ Name on Trees, which was 
not defign'd for fo tender an Ufe ; but when we love, 
, indeed^ we make ufe of thofe Things which appear 
the mod contrary. ■ Neverthclefs the Prince kept go- 
ing forwards, and had lived in the Forell about a 
Year, when one Night he heard a complaining Voice, 
whole Words he could not diftinguifh. The Frights 
that thefe Complaints might occaiion in the Night, 
in a Place where the Prince had never feen any body, 
, and the Defire of not being alone, and to find at leatl 
. fome as unfortunate as himlelf, to whom he might 
tell hi^ Misfortunes, made him wait for Day with \^\- 
paticnce to find out thofe he heard. Be went towards 
that Part of the Foreft from whence he thought the 
Voice came, and fought about all Day to no Pur- 
|>ofe ; but at length in the Evening he found, in a 
Place where the Trees were thin, the Ruins of a Cal- 
. tie, Vi^hich appear'd. to have been very ('pacious.and 
lofty. He went into a Court, the Walls of which 
were of green Marble, and appeared to be whole and 
entire ; there he found Trees of prodigious Height, 
planted irregularly up and down the Court. He 
.. advanced farther, to a Place where he faw fome- 
thing raifed on a Pedeftal of black Marble, which 
;,^pear'd to "be .Arms laid confufedly on one another, 
. fome ftead- pieces, fome Bucklers, and Swords, after 
.|the ol^ JVjtmner.of Fighting \ all which form'd a kind 
of. Trophy ill difpcw'd. He look'd if there was no 
jinfcriDtion to inform him who this might have be- 
iong-d to^ and found one engrav'd on the Pedeftal, 
,/ - ' - • the 
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Ifct Cbaraders of which were almoft effaced hy 
Tiine, but with great Pains he read thefe Words : 
To the immortal Memory of the Fairy Ceorea, 

fV&9 in fine Day triumphed over Lo^ve^ 
And punijb'dher unfaithful Lovers.

This Infcription did not inform Pbilax in all he 
wanted to know ; fo that he had continued his March 
m the Foreft, had not Night come upon him. He 
hi himfelf down at the Foot of a Cyprefs Tree j 
iand had not been fat long, when he heard the fame 
Voice he had heard the Night before ; but was more 
fnrpriz'd> when he perceiv'd thofe Trees complain'd 
like Men^. He rofe up, drew his Sword, and ftruck 
that Cyprefs which was the neareft to him ; and was 
about to renew his Stroke, when the Tree cry^i out, 

* Hold, hold, hurt not an unfortunate Prince, who 

* is not in a Condition to defend himfelf/ Phiiax 
held his Hand, and ufin?; hliiiftlf tu liiefc furprizing 
Adventures, alk'd the Cypief^s by what Wonders he 
was both a Man and a Tree ? * I wHI tell you, laid 
' the Cyprefs 5 and fmce fur tiiefj two thoufand 

* Years this is the fiill and on!/ Opportunity 1 have 

* had to make my Complaints, ( fhall not negleOil it : 

* All thefe Trees you lee here were Princes, confi- 
' derable in their Time by their Riink and Courage. 

* 'I'he I'airy Ceorea reign'd in thiu Country , /he was 

* haiidfome, but her Knowledge rendered her more 

* reaown'd than her Beauty j lo that fhe made Ul'e 

* of other Charms to fubje^l us unto her Laws She 

* was in Love with the Young Orizeus, a Priji*c by 

* his raie Qualities, worthy of a better Fortune, 

* who is, added the Cyprefs^ this Oak you fee by me.' 
Phiiax looked on the Oak, and heard it fetch a great 
Sigh, which the Remembrance of his Misfortunes 
undoubtedly forced from hin). * The Fairy, to draw 

* this Prince to her Court, continued the Cyprefs y pub- 

* jifh'd a Tournament, and we all ran at this Imali 

* Opportunity of gaining Glory. Orizeus was one of 
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« memwj of this Adventure^ that ivhen the Ufe •/ 

* Glaffesjball be known to the luholelVorUy the breaking 

* of one of thofe fatal Mirrors may be ainjoqys a eer- 

* tmn Prefage of a Lover's Infidelity After flie had 

* pronounced thefe Words (he difappear'd ; we were 

* changed into Trees> and the cruel Ceorea with- 

* out doubt left us our Reafon to add to our Suf-^ 

* fcrings. Tiftie hath deftroy'd this (lately CafHe, 

* which was the Witnefs of our Misfortunes, and 

* you are the only Perfon that has come to this 

* frightful Foreft for thefe two thoufand Years we 

* have been here.' Philax w^s about returning an* 
Anfwer to the Cyprefs, when all on a (iidden he was' 
tranfported into a very (ine Garden, where he found a 
beautiful Nymph, who making up towards him with 
a fmiling Air, (aid, * If you fte willing, Philaxy I 

* will (hew you within thefe three Hours the Prin- 

* cefs Imis,^ The Pn'nce, overjoy'd at the Propofal 
{o little expcfled, caft himfelf at her Fcer, to (hew 
his Acknowledgment. At that very Time Pagan was 
in the Air with the Princefs, concefil'd by a Cloud, 
He had told her a thoufand Times, that Philax was 
unfaithful, which (lie always refufed to believe on 
the Word of a jeslous Lover j and he conduced her 
to this Place on purpofe, befaidy to convince her of 
the Ligbrnefs of a Prince, whom (he preferred fo un- 
judly. The Princefs faw Philax fit the Nymph's Feet, 
and was vescd (lie could not deceive herfelfon what 
fhe dreaded fo much. Pagan kept her at fcrch a Dif- 
tance from the Earth, that 'twas impoflible for her -o 
hear what Philax and the Nymph faid, who, by his 
Orders, had prefented herfelf to the Prince. Pagan 
returned with the Princefs to the Ifland, where, after 
be had convinced her of Philax's Infidelity, he found 
lie had only encreafed the Princefs's Grief, and that 
(he was not the more fcnfible towards him. Vex'd 
to fee that his pretended Infidelity, from which he 
hoped for fuccefs, was of no Ule, he refolv'd to re- 
venge himfelf on the Conftancy of thefe two levers* 

. He was not fo cruel as the Fairy Ceorea f his Grand* 
mother ; therefore he thoug^ht on another Revenge 
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than that whereby (be punifhcd her unhappy Lover*. 
He had no Mind either to dedroy the Princes, whom 
he tenderly loved, or Pbilas whom he had made en* 
dure enough. But bounding his Revenge in putting 
an End to a Paflion fo contfary to his, he raifed in 
hjs Ifland a Palace of Cryftal, provided n v/ith ail 
Things agreeable to Life, except the Mefins of going 
out of it \ put into it Nymphs and Dwarfs; to fcrve 
Imis and her LOver, and when every Thing was icady 
for their Reception, tranfported them both into it. 
They thought themfelves at firil. at the Height of 
their Happinefs, and returned Pagan a thoiifr.rKJ 
Thanks for his gentle Anger, who in the nuan 'J i:iic 
would not fee them To loDn together ; hut ?jf.c- 
hending that in Time that Sight would not be fo c?u- 
el to him, left the Palnce of Cryftal, after having en- 
graved with a Stick thi;, Infcrlption. 

As Alfence ivas thought by Pliilax and \\\m th" 
great eji of ail Mi >for tunes y Pagan, to re'vcnge him- 
f elf on their Conjjancy and Ver(e^eriince^ hnth (ofi- 
Jemned them here to the per pet ual SJighl of each other, , 

It is reported, that at the Rnd of fome few \''ears, 
Pagan had his defired Revenge j.and that Philax and 
Imis accomplilhing the Mountain Fairy*s Predi^iioii, 
wilh*d with as much Defire to find t^e Bunch of Li 
lies again jq.dcftrov the agreeable Enchantment, as 
they had !pi^efervea it before \yith Care to iDscui.e 
therpagaipfl the. Misfortunes foretold.

A? foon as the Cloth was taken away, when the lit- 
dies withdreWyDonnaTtfaiia took LuciHa bv the Hand 
asd led ber into the Clofet, where after foine Conr- 
plimepts Ihe told her that it was agreed between her 
Nephew and herfdfy that /he fhould go to an Eflatf 
ihe had near St^vil ; that ihe ihotttd Iea?e her with 
F egret ; but that a^er what (he had done for Don 
Lenjois, (lie could not refufe compleating his Happl- 
nefs, bj marrying him, to preferye her Honour and 
Reputation ; and-iince bv living with a Hufband flie 
loved, fhe would be the lefs fendble of Solitude. Lu" 
cilia, who could not help blulhing when (he men- 
tioned fo hafty a Marriage, told her very civilly fhe 
fhould for the Time to come regulate her Condudt by 
her Orders j that flie was forry to lofe her good Com- 
pany ; but (ince(he thought it neceiTary for her Re- 
pofe, fhe (liould not prefume to dilTuade her from it. 
And then Ifiiara and Melantbia came in, who were 
fo much prepojTefied in Favour of LuciHa, and (tit of 
them, that they loved at the firft Sight. After they 
had declared how concerned they then both were to 
leave her, Donna Lucilla faid, * How unfortunate

While they were thus affliClmg ifhemfe!ves, Do* 
Lewis "Was comforting Don GaSrieiand the Cotjof, 
and giving them &n AccoumefibeCvi^atiba of their 
Jifhfr^ ; Wio, tho' they kwevr linctftftu'MferMS'fw^ 



mifplaced, ytt hoped ehat Time, Reafba tnd their 
Perfeveraiice> might make ibme Alterationa in theif 
Midreflfea Hearts : But alas! what Torments covld be 
greater, than to be Separated from the Ohjedia of 
their Defires ! AaDon Lewis wa» fenfible of the cruet 
State they were )n» He did all that lay to his Power 
to mitigate their Sorrows, ikyiog, ' Afflict not vour- 

* felves, my dear Friends, I hope my Sitlers will knovr 

* their own lateralis-; I will give you an Opportuni- 
' % prefentW to entertain them, for 'tis likely Donna 

* juanm will not be long before (he goes.' * Our 

* whole Dependgnce lies on you, rtylfd theyy there- 
fore judge of mur Acknowlec^ment by the Great- 
' nefs of the Obligation 1 for, in (hort, we look upon 
' the Love of thofe two charming Peribns as the 

* gieateft Happinefa that can attend ua.' 

For Donna ^i^Aiitf, her Thoughts were not half ib' 
much employed about her Journey, as how (he (hould 
take her dear Muiician along with her ; but as (he 
was afraid of having fome Trouble given her, (he 
waited with the utmoft Impatience till the Count's 
pretended Marriage waa annulled, that (he might con- 
clude her own. In fliort, after a thoufand Reoedtions, 
her Tendernefa prevailed, and (he fent for the Count 
into her Gofet, that (he might have the more Free- 
don of Difcourfe } where the (irft Thing (he faid to 
btfn, waa, ^ Don Efitvuty I am going away from thiff 
^ Honfe CA Andahfia ; will you go abag witth me ?^ 
*■ Wherever you pieaie. Madam, re^fy^d be^ and fiial^ 

* ihiak myfelf too happy that you will fufier me.** 
After that. Donna Juana faid all the obliging Things 
ihe could think of 1 and the Hopes of hearing Ah^ 
luntbia Company in this Journey, made him in (b' 
plcaiant an Humour, that he faid fo many agreeable 
'J'hinga at charmed her. 

Thmga were to this Condition, when Donna Jua* 
as went in the Evening to the little Box that itood 
«A that Side of the Park, which had a Clofet that- 
looked toward the Woo4 which was full of Books 
and Papers, and of which ihe kept the Kft^> 9>sAW^ 
i(wfceJiiei;<Wfi, to look for fomt>Nt\\i»^. \Wai 
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as fhc feldom or ever came hither, Don Lewis pitch'd • 
upon it as a proper Place for Don Gabriel ^nd the 
Count to have the Opportunity to entertain his Sifters, 
whom he left when he came to the Steps, telling 
them he would go and acquaint-his Friends of their 
being there ; charging them, if they loved him or 
themfelves, not to negled the making of their For- 
tunes ; which Donna juana hearing, ^e never left 
lillening attentively to all they faid. 

They were no fooner up the Sti»irs, but Ifidora 
looking about, f%id to her Sifter, ' This is the Place 
fo fatal to our Quiet, this is the Place where we Mt 
heard the lovely Pilgnms; could we then have 
thought that they madeufe of that Stratagem to fee 
us?' * Ah! Sifter, interrupted Meianthia, how 
well pleafed (hould I have been, if their Hearts or 
ours had not erred in their Choice : but what fhall 
we fay to them ?

piyd Ilidori^, lince fhe has a great Tendernefs for the 
Count, and has n)ade up a green Suit of Clothea 
embroidered with Silver, on his Account ' * Im- 
poillbie ! faid Meianthia ; the Extravagance is fo 
great, I can hardly believe it.' ' I proteft 'tis. 
Tiuth, continued liidora ; and if you .obfecre ifi» 
few old People regulate their Clothes to theiE Years : 
They think to deceive the World by theinnppearing 
gay ; but in my Opinion they moft deceive ' then»- 
feWes.' Meianthia was returning fome lAniweF^ 
when Don Gabriel and the Count came in, who both 
made very low Bows, but w\ih' CucYi uv Kvc o^ Ejaor 
Jbarraffinen t, that each feemed lo VvaL\ c xWu TVwx^v^ 
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very much employed, but durft not declare theh 
Sentiments. At lad Ifidora afTuming the Difcourfe, 
faidy ' If we have not given you all the Refpedl that 
'is owing to your Birth and Worth, you ought to 
' blame yourfelves, fince your Oifguife was the 
*rCaufe.' ' Ah! Madam, replfd Don Gabriel, 
' we aik for no Compliments ; yon know our Paf- 
' fion and Intentions, vonchfafe but to approve 
' them, and we fhall be too happy : You cannot 
' doubt, continued he^ but that your Merit had all 

* the Power imaginable over us, fince we left Cv- 

* dix on purpofe to fee you ;' and knowing the Se« 
'.verity of your Aunt, dieiled ourfelves in this Dif- 
*. giiife, which nothing but the Violence of our 
' Paffibn could have induced us to : Then think, 
' Madam, if we were capable of doing thefe Things 

* befbre we faw you, what we were incapable of 
' after the Sight of fuch Beauties !' 

* If Madam, /aid the County you approve my Pai^ 

* ^on, if any of the Sighs and Vows I have ofiEered. 

* up to you be agreeable « that Paflion would engage 

* me to do any Thing ; but when my Complai(ance 

* to Don Gabriel obliged me to bear him Company, 
' I look'd upon Love as a dangerous Rock I could 

* not too much avoid: The Condition I faw him 

* in, gave me a Dillafte againft any fuch Gallantry, 

* that I in a Manner refolved Jiever to engage in 

* any fuch. But, O Heavens ! . what Force had my 
' Refolution ? When I faw you, my Heart was too 
'much charmed to make the lead Refi dance, and 

* feemcd as if made only to love you.' * The juft 

* Dread you had of Love, Sir, reply*d Melanthia, 

* ought to be an Indrudion to me how to withiland 
' fuch an Engagement..' * I mud: own, timfiwered 

* be^ that Don G^z^riW's Chagrin was fo violent, 

* that 1 was an hundred Times in the Mind to have 
' renounced his Friendlhip ; but alas ! you have 
' jullified him too mueh,'and l.was'-Aitisfied when 

* I knew you, that there is a fatal Hour, wherein 
^ all mud. yield y Eut why ihould 1 name iWt {^x*^ 
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' Hoar, C\hct it lies in voor Power, Madam, to 
* make it the happicft Of my Life V Melanihid% 
co»fu(cd Silence pot the Count into fuch a Per<* 
plexity of Thoughts and Fears» that he durd i«f 
no more to her ; which (he perceiving by hit Eyei, 
told him, That the Declaration he expeded from 
her, was not in her own Power, fince he could not 
be ignorant of her Duty to her Family, as well as tp 
herlelf. 

As fo tender a Converfation could not be general' 
any lone Time, Don Gmbrid defired to entertain 
Ifitkrm done, and led her towards a. kind of Al- 
eove ; and MdmahUtt for her Part, fat by th^ Door 
of the Clofet, with the Count at her Feet : Whcie/ 
though they talked ^tty low, Jutmm heard all they 
iaid. What a cruel Time had the poor Lady to' 
difcoTcr that the Count was neither a Pilgrim, Mn- 
fician, nor her Lover ; but a Man of Birth and 
Fortune who was in Love with her Niece, whom he 
defign'd to marry, and that he did all that Man pof- 
fibly could to touch her Heart, fwore, ligh'd, and' 
promis'd ; that MtUmthia feem'd no Ways infenfi- 
ble of all he did ; and that ihe was made a Fool of; 
nay, that the Count ridiculed her about her chime- 
rical Marriage ; who, in ihort, to tire her Patience,' 
fuogthefa Verfes:

In Aiort,. diere wasnothiiig omitted in* «hie Chi* 
iwrfition, to convince Donna JuanM of h^r Misfor- 
tuM, *nd ^pif not to he- tKoHghi- how iKe wai abld 
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to bear it; for fiie has faid fince, that fhe had not 
Power to open the Door, and (hew herielf. For 
JjUera and MtUniita, they heard the Proteflation of 
their Lovers with agreal dealof Pleafure, and fince 
they couM not hope that they would chaoge their 
firik Sentiments, upon confidering their Worth, and 
the Advantage they had in fuch a Match, thought 
in Joftice they ihould no longer oppofe theai. 

Never were two Lover» better fatiafy^d ; they be- 
gan to gather Hopes, which they never durft flatter 
themielves with before ^ for they^ always were afraid, 
left JfidorOf being prepoilefTed for the Coanr, and 
Melmabia for Don Gairiely fhould refufe to fobmit 
to any other Impreiione : They parted from them^ 
with great RekAancy, having never taKed (6 mudv 
of Pkafore befoee. The two Ladiet applauded* 
eachodier on the giorious-Conqueib they had oiade ;. . 
but the irft Impreffioiis had taken fo deep Root^ 
that they thcMight a little Time neeeflary to be zC- 
fored ^ their ^w* $en«iiiient5. Bon Ga^rul and 
h» Cooift went 10 Don- Itnvnin fMr/ZAi'^Chaniberr 
and Ifid^rm and her Sifter to their own Apartments ;■ 
aad in the mean Time ]>efina Juana, recover'd a: 
little from her Snrprisfter got into the Houib, and 
lecking herfelf up in her Clofet, writ the following^ 
Letter to the Count d*JgieiUr.

* you have pretended yoo were wounded, and

* me fo weak to forget yonr Ingratfitade^ which I 

* fkuli carry with me to my (kave* Thtnk on 

' what \ would hare done for ^on^ tiWi ta^ ,\^c^^. 
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* ranee of your Fortune made you feem fo much 

* below me ; my Kindoefs deferves all the Acknow- 

* ledgment of your Heart ; inftcad of which, you 
' make me the Subjed of your fatyrical Songs: I 

* ihould have had the utmoll Defpair to have en- 

* dured fuch bafe Ufage, if Fortune had not fur* 

* niflied me with a quick Revenge. Know, Sir, 

* my Revenge fliall be my Comfort ; I take from 
' you the Perfons you love : An auftere Convent 

* (hall for the future be anfwerable for their Con- 

* dud, and if they marry with you, I will not give 

* them a Farthing.* 

As foon as (he had made an End of this Letter, 
and had compofed herfelf, (he fent for her Major- 
Domo, and told him (lie de(ign'd to go at Mid- 
night ; and therefore order'd him to be ready by 
that Time at the Park-Gate, and to let nobody 
know it, but thofe few Attendants' that were to go 
with them, whom he was to enjoin to Secrecy. Af- 
terwards (he fent fpr her Nephew, and laid to him, 

* Believe me, you muft lofe no Time to marry Lu- 

* cillat for you muH think her Relations will come 

* and take her from you ; and (ince you love her, 

* and think the Match fo advantageous, to avoid all 
' Difappointments, I wpuld have you go to-night 

* to Compoflellay to get a Licence to marry her here.' 
Which Advice agreeing too well with Don Le*ivp*s 
PafTion, for him to find any Pifficpihy in itj he told 
his Aunt he would but go and fpeak to Lucfl/a, and 
then take Horfe. 

By this Means t^e cunnijig Juana got rid of her 
Nephew, with whom (he was as angry as with the 
Pilgrims, whofe Friend (he knew him to be : Eut 
to (hew an Eanne/s and Gaiety of Temper, that 
they might have no miftruft of her going, (he fung 
all that night, a Spanijf? Song, complaining of flight- 
ed Love, which was . fet to a vtry agreeable Sara- 
band, which all the Company took Notice of. ef- 
pccially the Count ; who thinking it would not be 
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to carry Matters fairly with her, approaching 
rds her, faid, * What do you mean by this me- 
choly Song, Madam ? You never Aire met 
h a Rival that durft difpute an Heart with you.' 
ofe Lines yoo heard me fing, reply* djhe^ ivith 
orced Smiky have no regard to myfelf, I only 
«ated them out of mere Humour.' IJidtra^ 
ntbioy and Don Gabriel, who could not com- 
ind the My}-<?ry, faid, laughing to themfeh cs, 
5 is certainly a Witch, fincc nothing could be 
re agreeable to what has pafs*d to-day* Where- 

flie, who knew more of their Intrigues than 
thought (he did, obferving all their Looks and 
)ns, had much ado to forbear fpeaking ; but 
jring her Paflion, (he at lalt only told them it 
ate, and fo bid them good-night. 

Midnight (he went into her Nieces Chamber, 
naking them rife, never left them till they 

diefsM, and ready to go. They, for their 
, feeing neither their Brother nor Lovers ap- 

were in the greateft Confternation imagina- 
which Juatia never minded, but hurried them 

in a Coach xo Andulnfia, without ever letting 

fo much a? take tlieir f .u«ives of Lucilla, But 
great was the Surpri/.e of our gallant Pilgrim, 

the Almoner came the next .Vtornin^ into his 
nber, and told him Donna 'Juana was gone* 
leliver'd her Letter; which, wlien he nnd rc;id 

he gave it to Don G.-.britU frying, * We have 
'n betrayed; but hc.v, or by whom, 1 cannot 
, fince we have truRed none with the Secret 
,t would difcnver ir: Don Lenvis has too much 
»nour, and Lucilla Difcretion ; and for Ifidora 
Melanthiay 'lis not probable they (liouKI, fince 
ana feems angry with them, and threatens them 
Ji a Convent, and to difinherit them : There- 
e die mud: certainly have heard us; for fhe 
ew where we were.* To which Don Gabriel 
ing mod apt to give Credit, faid, ' Undoubt- 
\y fhe overheard us ui the Box in the Park.' 
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Oh ! c^fd tlfi Cmnti I remember* as I fat witlir 
Mfl4u^hia by the Clofet-deory I eftea heard » 
Noife. and fancied it to be like fomebodf fighing, 
without its ever entering into my Head that flier 
had locked herfelf in it. Good God f couStKued 
^9 if jHafia was there, why did' (he not come 
out, and tear ^out my Eyes f^ *' What (he has 
done, reply d Don Gabriel melaifcMyt is more cruel 
than Death ; believe me, ihe is revenged enoughs 
by taking away what is dearer to m than the 
Light : I fhall never fee IJidara again, nor yon, 
Melanthia^ Alas ? we fliall never have the Liber- 
ty to fee them, walk with them, and talk with 
them again ; Juqna is To much enraged againH; 
us, that (he will oppofe all our Deiigns, and pre- 
poiTefs her Brother againil os : It may be fhe may 
make her Nieces change the Sentiments they are 
hardly yet grounded in, cither through Fear or 
Complaifance. The Misfortunes and Troubles I- 
forefee, xontint^dhs^ make me ready to die for 
Rage and Grief, without knowing what to lefolve

Thefe melancholy Reflexions were followed by 
a deep Silence, and they feem'd more like Statues 
than Men ; but this Lethargy lafted not long, for

* better.' Whereupon Don Gabriel told him, they 
tnuft do the bcA they could, fmce there were n« 
Other Meafures to be taken. 

Afterwards they wevit into DoBBSLluctllas Cham. 
ber» to acquaint her, and met her conning to theirs. 

* Ah ! Sip, /aid Jhe to thi CoMMt, tv/fo ive/it/r/f^ I 
' am loft, if you find not out iomt Way to fave me-; 
' my Grandfatheir is come, with the Perfon he d«- 

* figDs to marry me to s I faw them from the Tur- 
' ret ; they are accompanied with a great Number 
' of their Relations aiad Friends. Alas ! continwd 

* Jbe^ cryiit^y wh^t an unhappy Wretch am I to be 

* the Cauie of fo much Diilurbance ia my own Fa- : 

* roily, and fo mnch Trouble to Don Lewis / For 
' how great mufthis Grief be, if as aRecompence 

* for all his Faina, he find m^ in the Power of his 

* Rival V * Fair Lucilla. faid the Ccunt, be per- 
' fuaded that we will fexvc you as much as Don 

* Le'wis would, were he here : We have determined 

* to capry you oiF, snd not defer it a Moment.' 
Afterwards hje put on her Veil, and takint^ htr 
by the Hand, led hep down Stairs, fet her oa 
Horfeback behind Don GahrieU and himfelf mount-, 
ed the A)mji»ier*s Mule, and then went through the' 
Park without any Obflaclc, and made the bell of 
their Way with their forry Ti^s ; and would have 
been glad to have had their own Horfes, if they 
could have fent to Ci*vi dad Rodrigo, where their Va- 
let had lain with them flace their firft Reception at 
Donna Juvna^s i but their Circum&ances would not 
allow it. 

Doll Fefdiuamd dt la Vega^ who was the Perfon 
that was to have married LuciUa^ concerned both 
for hi& Honour and Love, did all he poffibly could 
to irritate her G/andfathcr aa4 Rdauou^ V ^^^ ^^^"^ 

VCv« 
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ing |«ft Don Lcnvis (hould efcape with her by fomc 
Back-Door» as foon as he arrived ^ engaged fome 
Peafants to watch, who knowing the Park-Gate, 
pretended to be working in the next Field ; and 
feeing Lncilla and the two Gentlemen come out 
there, went and informed Don Ferdinand of it. He 
was a young hot-headed Man, not brave, but capa- 
ble of doing any bafc Adtion ; and thinking it 
would be in vain for him to attack Don Lciv/s alone 
without an Advantage, took two Coufms and two 
Valets, all well mounted, along with him ; and 
knowing what Road Lucilla was gone, polled them- 
felves in a thick Wood they were to pafs through j 
where being favoured by the Trees, they were fo 
cowardly as to fall on Don Gahn'el sind the Count, 
without giving them any Notice, Don Gabriel was 
wounded in the Knee, and the Count had his right 
Arm broke ; and his Mule being frightened with 
the Fire and Report of the Piece, ran away with 
him : And he not having Strength to hold him in, 
and endeavouring to throw himfelf off, his Foot 
hung in the Stirrup, and he was draggM a great 
Way, till the Girt broke at lafl, and he was left 
wallowing in his Blood. 

Don Le^is was returning from Compofiella w'ith 
the Archbifliop's Licence, promifing to himfelf all 
imaginnble Felicity ; when perceiving a Man lying 
almoft dead, tho' he did not know him, by Keafon 
his Face was all over Blood and Doft, yet, notwith- 
ilanding the Hafte he was in to get Home, he could 
not think of leaving him to the Care of his Gentle- 
man and his Valet, but muft go towards him : But, 
O Heavens! what a Meeting was this to fo true a 
Friend ? He haften*d off from his Horfe, and em- 
bracing the Count, could not refrain from Tears ; 
and while the Valet went to a Spring that was hard 
by, Don Letwis and his Gentleman examined his 
Wounds ; which when they had waihed, and ailill- 
ed him all that lay in their Power, the Count began 
to breathe, and opening his Eyes, knew Don tenuis, 
* What do you here ? faid fee, info lo^ a Voice that 
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* could bar My be beard \ run to Lucilla^ who will be 

* taken away, in the next Wood, where Don Ga- 

* hriel is wounded.' Don L^w/V, at this difmal New8» 
was j aft ready to expire, not knowing what to do in 
fuch an Extremity, having two Friends dead or dy- 
ing, and a Miftrcfs fo dear to him, in the Power of 
his Enemies; at lafl refolving to follow her, arid to 
die or bring her back, he left his Gentleman with 
the Count, and fent his Valet for Affiftance : But 
before he went, addreffing himfelf to his Friend, 
faid, * I am going to fuccour IndUa and Don G«- 

* hriel\ it ftiall not be long before I revenge yOu, 

* and return.' With that, mounting his Horfe, he 
rid with all Speed to the Wood, where he heard 
loud Shrieks, which he knew to be Ludlia*s Voice, 
who made all the ReHitance fhe was capable of, 
againft Don Ferdinand 2^6 one of his Servants, who 
were fetting her upon her Horie ; for Don Gabriel 
had killed two of the Affailins, and the others had 
undergone the fame Fate, if they had not conceal- 
ed themfelves behind fome Buihes and Trees, from 
whence' they knock'd him down : When Ludlla^ 
teeing hcrfelf void of all Defence, was for running 
away, but was ftopp'd by Don Ferdinand, who ufed 
a great deal of Violence to carry her away. 

At this Sight Don Lewis, more furious than a 
young Lion robbed of his Prey, flew on thofe two 
bafe Adverfaries, whom he foon laid fprawling on 
tb^ Ground. What a Slaughter was here ! Four 
Mek^ dead on one Side, and Don Gabriel oil the 
other without any Senfe of Life ! Don Lewis and 
Ludlla >an to him, and this Scene was no lefs me- 
lancholy than that between him and the Count 
d^Jj^uilar; neither was his Confution any ways the 
lefs ; for he thought if be left his Friend, he (hould 
be guilty of the greateft Bafe.nefs ; and if he ftaid, 
he ran the Hazard of lofing Ludlia again.

proach oarfelves ; and if you know what has paf- 
•vtAs you are fenfible alfo that we did nbt know 
the Names of thefe Gentlemen till the Day be- 
fore the Night we cartie away. Ydu may remem- 
ber, continued Jhey that wheh you determined to 
inake them day, we did all We could to further 
their Departure ; then how could we have ally 
Correfpondence, 'iinee'we were fo mtl<!h viesM^ to 
fee them at our Houfe ? 'Tis true indeed^ th^y 
have declared their Sentiments without our beitfg 
angry, fince they arc fo very advantageous to us ; 
and had we the Honour of pleating you, we ihottld 
not negled fo favourable an Opportunity.' 
As Donna Juana -could not britig any good Argu- 
ments to difpuie with her Nieces, flie loaded them 
with Injuries ; for her Infatuation for the Count, 
inflead of diminiihing bv his Ab(ence, rather in- 
ereafed: Which if;Mi the fmall Hopes (he had to 
engage him, made her perfedly outrageous.

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' T am fi) well pleafed, continued the Aitui Angnu 

* letta, at the Choice yoa have preferably made to 

* Beauty, which People of yoar Age are fo much 
' delighted with, that to recompenie you, I will be« 
' flow that Beauty on you, which you this Day have 
' {o prudently neglected. Come again To-morrow 
' at the fame Hour, I give you that Time to chu&' 

* how beautiful you would be.' 

Then the Fairy difappearing, left the young Piow 
fina more pleafed than ever : The Choice of Wit 
was the Effed of her Reafon, but the Promife of 
Beauty flatter^ her Heart ; and what reaches that» ' 
we are generally the moft afFefted with. 

The young Princefs leaving the River's Sidt» 
went to receive the Flowers her Women preiented 
her with, of which ihe made a very agreeable Gar* 
land, and carried it to the Queen ; but how fur- 
prized was that Princefs, the King and the whole 
Court, when they heard the young Ploufina ipeak 
mth a Grace that captivated their Hearts.

Diana appeared next, as reprefented by the Poets, 
with a Quiver on her Back, and a Bow in her Hand, 
pnrfuing a Stag, and follow'd by her Nymphs. 

Flora appeared a little more careful ; fhe feem*d 
walking in a Parterre, the Flowers of which, tho* 
admirable, came not up to her Complexion : Next 
her were the Graces 9 who look'd beautiful and en- 
gaging. 

But the Princefs was mofl flruck with a Pidure 
that hung over the Chimney, which was the God- 
defs of Youth : A charming Air appear'd through 
the whole Figure ; the Hair was of the fineft white, 
the Turn of her Face admirable, the Mouth deli-' 
cate, the Shape and Breads perfectly line and beau- 
tiful, and her Eyes appear'd more formidable to 
difturb our Reafon, than the Nedtar fhe was feign'd 
to pour out.

Tloujina^ who was then as handforae as Hebe^ rc- 

. turn*)! to tl^e Palace. All tjiat niet her were charm*d : 

They told the King of her Arrival, who admir'd 

• her himfelf,^ but knew her only by her Voice and 

Wit. She informed him tliat a Fairy had beilow*d 

^thofe invaluable Gifts on her ; and that (lie would 

be called Hehe^ becaufe flie perfedlly rcfembled the 

Pifture of that Goddefs, 

What new Grounds of Hatred were here for her 
Sifters ! Her Wit gave thena lefs Jealoufy than her 
Beauty now. 

All the Princes who had been captivated by tKeir 
Charms, no longer balanced to become unfaithful; 
they forfook all the Beauties of that Court, no 
Tears nor Reproaches could flay thofe fickle Lovers: 
And this Proceeding, which at that Time appeared 
fo furprizing, hath iince, they (ay, become com- 
moa.

Notwithftanding the Hatred of her Siilers, fhe 
Qeglc£ted nothing that might pleafe them ; (he wiih'd 
for fo much Treafure for the Eldeft, (for to wi(h, 
and give, was with her the fame.) that the greateft 
Monarch of that Country afk'd that Princefs in 
Marriage, and the Wedding was confummated 
with great Magnificence. 

The King, Hibe*^ Father, being inclined to raife 
a great Army, the Wilhes of that fair Piincefs 
crown'd all. his Enterprizes with Succefs ; his King- 
dom and Treafury became thereby very much en- 
rich'd, which rendered him a mod formidable Prince. 

Neverthelefs the 4ivine Hebe^ wearied with the 
Hurry of the Court, went to fpend fome Months 
in a pretty Box, fome Diftance from the capital

The young f/#3« walking often in this fblitary 
Wood, one Day felt a fecret Grief and Languiih- 
ing, which never foribok her ; ihe was ignorant of 
the Cauie of it, and fat herfelf down on the Grafs 
by the Brook-Side, the purling Noife of which en- 
tertained her Thoughts*

Thus the young Princefs continually refledted, 
till at length (he refolved to go to the River, to en- 
deavour to fee Anguilitta.

' to another's Felicity V At this Difcourie the 
Fairy figh'd, and fhrunk beneath the Water. 

HAe returned to her Solitude, with Hopes that 
already began to calm her Troubles ; the Fairy's 
Menaces fomewhat didurbed her, but thofe wife 
Reflexions were foon phafed away by others mpre 
dangerous, but much more delightful. 

When ihe came to her little Box, fhe found a 
MeiTenger from the King, who fent for her to come 
CO Court the next Day. The ICing and Queen re- 
ceived her with Pleafure, and told her that a ftrange 
Prince in his Travels arriving at their Court, they 
had a Mind to make an Entertainment for him, to 
ihew other Courts, the Magnificence of theirs.

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At Night the Prince paid the Queen a Vifit, 
who prefented him to He^e, whom he had not feen r 
bot never were two Hearts To foon, or lb fenfibly 
toochM, «or ever had more Reafon» 

The Converfation was on difFerent Subjeds, but 
bright and agreeable, and fupported by all that Vi- 
vacity the Defire of pleafing could infpire. 

When the Queen retired, and the fair fleSe had 
Time to make fome Reflections, fhe was fenfible 
ihe had loft that Tranquillity which tiie knew not 
the Value of. * Oh ! Jinguiletta^ crfdjhey as foon 

* as alone ; what an Object hare you permitted me 

* to behold I Your fage Counfels are deftroyed by 

* his Prefence. Why gave you not me Strength 

* to refift fuch Charms ? But perhaps their Power 

* exceeds that of a Fairy/ fJeSe ilept but little 
' that Night, (he lofc very early, and the Care of 

dreffing her againft the Entertainment at Night,, 
amazed her all that Day with an Attention (he was 
ignorant of till then ; fhe being willing to pleafe, 
for the firft Time, the young Stranger, whofe De- 
£re$ were the fame, forgot nothing that might ren* 
der him amiable in the charming Helens Eyes. The 
Piincefs lleriay on her Part, negleCled nothing that 
might pleafe ; flie was Miftrefs of a thoufand Beau* 
ties, and when Hehe was abfent, appear'd the moil 
charming Perfbn in the whole World ; but that 
Frincefs's Prefence effaced them all. 

At Night there was a noble Entertainment, fol- 
lowed by a fine Ball, and the young Stranger had» 
without Difpute, taken Notice of the Magnificence, 
could he have regarded any Thing but the beauti- 
ful Hehe.

Befo e Hehe\ coming to Court, that Prince had 
render'd her fome little Favours ; but fince that, 
had been altogether taken up with his Tenderaefs 
for Hebe, 

In the mean Time, this young Stranger endea- 
voured by his Love to move the Heart of the beau^ 
tiful PrinQefs : He was in Love, amiable, and his 
Fate obliged him to love; and the Fairy abandon- 
ing her to the Inclination of her Heart, what Ex- 
cufes were there for her to yield, who could not 
long hold out againft herfelf? 

• 1 he charming Stranger told her he was a King's 
Son, and was called Atimir\ whofe Name was weU 
known to the Frincefs ; for that Prince had done 
Wonders in a War between the two Kingdoms ; 
and as they had always been Enemies, he went not 
by his true Name at her Father's Couvt* 

The young Princefsx after aCotivwfax\ati^^\kKt€Y«L

PoUbn the Fairy had (poke to her of, permitted ////- 
mtir to difcover to the King his Rank and Love ; whoy 
tranfported with J07, ran to bis Majefty, and fpoke 
to him with all the Ardour his Tendemefs could in- 
fpire. 

The King conducted him to the Queen. Before 
this Marriaee» a laftmg Peace was made, and the 
beautiful Hehe was promifed to her happy Lover, as 
foon as he had received his Father's Confent. This 
News beine fpread abroad, the Princefs Ileria felt a 
Grief equd to her Jealouiy ; (he cried and groaned, 
but was forced to conftrain herfelf, and conceal her 
ufelefs Grief. 

The charming Hehe and ^/iWr feeing one another 
every Day, their Tendernefs augmented, and at that 
happvTime, the Princefs could not comprehend why 
the Fairies, when they would compleat the Happi- 
nefs of Mortals, (bould not ufe all their Art aad 
Knowledge to make them love. 

An Ainba(rador from Jiimir's Father arrived at 
Court, who had been expedted with great Impati- 
ence, and brought with him his Confent; every 
Thing was prepared for the Marriage, and Atimr had 
nothing to fear : A dangerous State for a Lover one 
would preferve faithfv\l !

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miable than him, if a fatal Prevention poifeflesiiot 
your Heart.' 

* Is there any in the whole World fo lovely as him ? 
replfd Ileria. Powerful Fairy f added pt wiib a 

* Sigbf of all the Favours you have bellowed on the 

• fortunate Hehe^ I only envy Atimir's Love.* 
This Difcourfe of the Princefs's was interrupted by 

her Tears. Alas ! how happy had (he been, had ihe 
known how much (he toucned the Heart oi Atimirf 
She darted up to go out of the Box, and the Prince 
hid himfelf behind fome Trees. The Tears and Paf- 
iion of Ileria had foftened his Heart, which he looked 
upon then, only asCompafHon, in favour of a beau- 
tiful Princefs, whom he^ againft his Will, had made 
unhappy. Afterwards he went and found Hehi% wbo(e 
Charms fufpended all other Thoughts at that Time. 

In eroding the Gardens to return to the Palace, he 
found fometning under his Feet, which he took up» 
and found it to be a fine Pocket-Book. It was not 
far off the Box where he heard the Converfation of 
Ileria^ therefore he feared to (hew the Pocket-Book» 
led he ihould give Hebe any Knowledge of that Ad- 
venture ; but hid it from that Princefs, who was then 
employed in doing fomething to her Head*Drefs.

However, he oppofed the firft Emotions ; but his 
Heart was ufed to be hckle, and we feldom are capa- 
ble of breaking ourfelves of an ill Habit. 

He threw //^riVj Pocket-Book upon the Table, re- 
folved never to look into it ; but took it up again \n 
ipite oFhimfelfa Moment afterwards, and found in it 
a thoufaiid Things which compleated Ileria s Tri- 
umph ov er the divine Hebe^ 

A thoufand confufed Thoughts poflefled the 
Prince's Heart all Night ; In the morning he waited

with Hebe, Atitnir anfv/cred with a Confufion which

The King was going to the Qiieen, and the Prince 
was obliged to follow him. He had not been there 
long, when the Princefs Z/fr/^ appearing with a lan- 
guiihing Look, which the unconftant Atimir know- 
ing too well the Caufe of,, rendered her more lovely 
m his Eyes ; he made up. to her, talked to her a long 
while, and informed her he was not ignorant of her 
Sentiments for him, and afterwards explained himielf 
.to, her with a Tendeinefa which was an Happineis 
„tQOgreat, and but little expe£ted by Ileria, 

The charming Hebe came in at the fame Time ^ the 

Sight of her made the Princefs Ileria and the light

' /ooh'ng on the Prince tvith ah Emotian ]be c^uld mi 

* conceal: Fly hence ,^ &, ox de^iw m^ q^xsax^^^ 
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* Life.* To which the Prince could make no Anfwer : 
When Hehe approached with an Air and Charms which 
calt a thoufand Reproaches on the ungrateful Atimir^ 
all which he could not fupport, he left the Princefsy 
and told her:he was going to difpatch a Courier to 
the King his Father ; and (he for her Part, being pre- 
pofleiTed in his Favour, obferved not thofe Looks he 
iometimes caft on Ileria, 

While Ileria triumphed fecretly, the fair Hebe was 
told by the King and Queen, (he was to be married 
to Atimir in three Days. But how unworthy was he 
then of the Sentiments that News created in the 
Heart of the lovely HeheF 

The Prince, tho' poffeiTed with ^ falfe Pafliony 
fpent Part of the Day with Hebe ; and Ileria^ who 
knew of it, thought (he (hould have died a thoufand 
Times for Jealouly $ her Love redoubling whenever 
(he had any the leaA Hope. 

As the Prince was going into his Apartment at 
Night, he receiv'd a Letter from an unknown Man» 
whigh he opened in hade, and found th efe Words

The Perfon that brought this Letter, told him, he 
was order'd to conduA him where the Princefs Ileria 
waited for hini. Atimir^ without confidering a Mo-^ 
ment, followed him. After a great many Turnings 
and Windings, they came to a fmall Pavilion full of 
Lights, which was at the End of a clcfe-ihaded Al- 
ley j where he found Ileria with only one of her Wo- 
men, the reH: being gone to walk in the Garden. 

//mawasfet onacrimfon Cufhion, embroidered 
with Gold ; her Drefs, which was boch. gallant and 
wBgaiScent, w^as yellow and SUvet TaCm^ \ V^\ W'e. 
black Hair wan dreffcd with RibboM oi xV^ ^^»afc ^o- 
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lour ts her Clothes, intermized with Diamonds. At 
die Si^t of her, Aiimirj afltamed at being felfe, fell 
on his Knees by her, and lletta^ k>f^in| on him with 
a Tendemefs that fufficientiy betrayed the Sentiments 
of her Hearty (Ud, * Prince, I fent for you not to 
perfuade yon to break off your Marriage : I know 
too well 'tis refolved on : But fince (ome Words 
which you were plea(ed to flatter my Mirfortune and 
Tendernefs with, do not permit roe to believe you 
will leave Hehe for roe j yet, continued Jbe ivitb 
Tears ibot entirely feduced the Heart of Atimir, I 
will facrifice to roy Love, without Regret, a Life 
you have rendered fo painful to me $ and this Poi« 
iotkyjbrwing a little host Jbe beld in ber Hand^ fhall 
fecure me from the frightful Punilhment of feeing 
you Hebe*^ Spoufe.' 

* No, beautiful Ileria^ crfd tbe fickle Prince^ I 
will not be hers $ I will leave her to pleafe you, 
whom I love a thou(and Times better ; and notwith* 
(landing my Duty and Faith fo folemnly given, I 
am ready to conduct you where nothing fliall con- 
ftrain our Love.* Alas, Prince ! /wW Jleria figb^ 
ing^ fhall I truft myfelf with one fo falfc ?' * I 
will never be fo to you, reply^d Atimir ; and the 
King your Father, who gave roe Hebcy will not re- 
fufe me the lovely lleria, when fhe (hall be in my . 
Power.' ' Let us go then, Atimir 9 /aid the Prin* 
cefsy after fome Time of Silence^ let us go where " 
our Fate hurries us ; whatever I may fuffer, nothing 
can balance in my Heart the fweet Pleafure of be- 
ing ador'd by the Man I love.' 
After thcfe Words they confulted Meafures for 
their Departure ; and having no Time to lofe, they 
refolved on the Night following. They parted with 
a great deal of Relu6lancy : And notwithftanding 
Atimir*^ Oaths, lleria yet dreaded Hehe'z Charms : 
and was the remainder of the Night, and the Day 
following, continually poffeiTed with that Fear. 

In the mean Time the Prince gave all neceCary

' Defpair; but remembefyW^/eJAnguiletta, raifing 

* her FoicCi that when your Heart is ea(y and quiet,

thBii once, to fee that Prince once «L^«Lm> v«V«xe^^x ^ 
tbMt Plea fare Aould coft her j butfota^^^toivsA^^ 
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Reafon, and Value of her Honotfr» made her refolve 
to accept of the Fairy's Propo(ah She thank*d her 
for this lad Kindnefs, and went the next Day to the 
Sea-fide, attended by thofe Wooien ibe had the great* 
eft Confidence in. 

There (he found jfnguileita'i VefleU all gilt with 
Gold, the Mads of inlaid Work, the Sails of Silver 
and Rofe-colour'd Tiflue, on which were writ Liberty. 
The Sailors Jackets were of the fame Colour as the 
Sails, and every Thmg feem'd to breathe the Sweets 
of Liberty. 

The Princefs went into a magnificent Cabin, the 
Furnirure of which was admirable, and the Paintings 
perfectly fine. She dill afflicted herfelf as much in 
this new Abode, as in her Father's Court ; they en- 
deavoured to divert her by a thoufand Pleafures, but 
the State (he was in would not permit her to give any 
Attention to them. 

One Day as flie was amufing herfelf in looking on 
fome Paintings in the Cabin, in the Place that repre- 
fented a Landfcape, flie obfervcd a young Shepherdefs 
with a fmiling Air cutting of Nets, to let fome Birds 
at Liberty that were taken ^ and fome of thofe little 
Creatures that wei*e efcaped, feem'd to fly towardt 
Heaven witha wonderful Swiftnefs.

of Birds, the Plumage of which was of a bright fhln- 
ing Colour : they, made a. cWmm^ Coiv^:^\\, their 
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Songs being fo fweet, that they feem'd as if they 
ftar'd to make too gr^at a Noife. 

When they arrived at this Shore, the Princefs and 
her Women landed ; where flie no fooner breathed 
the Air of that Ifland, but ftiefelta perfect Tramjuil- 
lity in her Breaft, and fuffered herfelf to be furpnzed 
by an agreeable Sleep, which dofed her Eyes f©r 
ionie Time. 

This a^eeablc Country, which was to ber un- 
known, was the peaceable Ifland^ which the Fairy 
Jnguiletta^ who was a near Relation to the Prince 
that govern*d there, had endowed for above two 
thoufand Years, with the happy Gift of curing the 
moftimfortunate Paffions, and aifured them that Gift 
fhould ftill continue ; but the Difficulty was to get to 
that Idand. 

While the beautiful Hehetnpfdi^L Repofe fhehad 
not taded the Sweets of for Six Months before, the 
Prince of the peaceable IJland was taking the Air in 
that Wood which bordered by the Sea-fide, in his 
-Chariot, drawn by four white young Elephants^ and 
attended by his Court. 

There he faw the Princefs afleep ; her Beauty fur- 
prized him. He alighted out of his Chariot with a 
Precipitation and Vivacity he never felt till then. He 
took at that Sight all the Love the Charms of Hebe 
were worthy of infpiring. The Noife awaken'd her, 
and fhe opening her Eyes, difcover'd a thoufand new 
Beauties to the young Prince. He was about the fame 
Age of Hebey which was nineteen : His Beauty was 
perfe6l j a thoufand Graces were 4n all his Anions ; 
his Shape extraordinary, and his Hair, which hung in 
large Kinglets dowji to the Middle of his Back, was 
of the fame Colour as Hebe's, His Habit was made of 
Feathers of a thoufand different Colours ; he had over 
it a kind of Cloke^ that trailed on the Ground, made 
of Swan's Feathers, buckled on the Shoulder by very 
fine Diamonds. His Belt was all of Diamonds, on 
.which hung by Chains of Gold a fmail Sabre, cover'd 
X)ver with Rubies. He had a kind of Hwid-^v^c^^vwaAfc 
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erf* Feathers like the re((> on which were button^dy hy a 
%txj large Diamond^ fome Heron Feathers, which fet 
it OS with greater Splendor. 

This Prince was the firft Object that prefented it* 
jblf to the young Princefs when (he awaken'd. He 
appear'd to her worthy of her Regard ; and it was the 
firft Time in all her Life that ever fhe look'd on anj 
other but Atimir with any Attention. 

* Every Thing afTures me, fold ebe Prince of the 
peaceable Ifland to the Princefsf that you are the di- 
vine //if^^.* Alasy ! who betides could boaft fo many 
Charms V * Who could. Sir, fo foon inform you^ 
anfwir^d the young Princefs y getting up^ andhlufb- ' 
ingat the fame Time^ that I was in mis liland ?' * A 
powerful Fairy, reply d the young King^ who, wil- 
ling to make me the happieft of Men, and this 
Country moft fortunate, promifed me to condu^ 
you here, and hath permitted me yet more glorious 
Hopes. But I am very fenfible, added be Jigbing^ 
that my Fate depends more upon your Bounty than 
* hers.' After thefe Words, to which fhe anfwer*d 
with a great deal of Wit, the Prince deiired her to 
go into his Chariot, which ihould carry her to the Pa- 
lace, and out of Refpe6t, went not into it himfelf : 
But as fhe underftood by his Difcourfe, and by his 
Train, that he was the King of that Ille, (he obliged 
him to fit by her. 

Never any Thing appear'd fo beautiful in one 
Chariot ; ail the Princes Court at that Sight could 
not forbear their Applaufes. While they were on 
the Way, the young Prince entertain'd Hehe with a 
great deal of Wit and Tendernefs, and the Princefs, 
iktisfied to find her Heart at Eafe, refumed all her 
Vivacity. 

They arrived at the Palace, which was fome Di(^ 
tance from the Sea, and built all of Ivorv, and cover- 
ed with Agate, ail the Avenues to which were en« 
compafiTed with fine Canals. 

The Prince's Guards were drawn out in all the 
Courts: In the firft they Yjweclo^ih^dva yellow Fea- 
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ther9» with Head-pieces, Bows and Arrows, all of Sil- 
ver : In the fecond, they werecioathed in Feathers of 
a Fire-colour, with gilt Sabres, adorn'd with Tur- 
•quoifes. When they came into the third Court, the 
Guards were doathed in white Feathers, hoidii^ in 
their Hands gilded and painted Half-pikes, adorn'd 
with Garlands of Flowers ; for in that Country they 
never were in War, dierefore bore no' terrible Arm^. 

The Prince aligiued out of his Chariot, and led the 
amiable Htbt itiioti magnificent Apartment. The 
Court was numerous, the Ladies beautiful, the Mea 
gaRant and handibme : And tho' all the Inhabitants 
of the Country were cloathed with Feathers, the 
Art of forming them in Shades made them very a- 
greeable. 

That Night the Prince of the peaceable Ifland 
made a great Entertainment, for the beautiful Hebe^ 
which was followed by a Concert of fweet Flutes, 
Lutes, Theorboes and Harpfichords; for in that 
Country they loved not noify Inftruments : The Sym* 
phony was very fine; and when it had lafted iome 
Time, a delicate fine Voice funs fome Words which 
declared the Prince's Paffioo, while he gazed on He- 
be^ to perfuade her thofe Words exprefled his 
Thoughts. 

As It was late when the Mufick left ofiT, the Prince 
led the Princefs into the Apartment appointed for her, 
which was the fined in the Pakce; tnere Hie found a 
great Number of Ladies, whom the Prince had nam- 
ed to have the Honour to be her Attendants. 

The Prince left the beautiful HebefZnd was the moft 
in Love of all Men. They put her to Bed ; the La- 
dies retired, and only left m the Chamber thofe fhe 
brought along with her. * Who could believe it,

' is at Peace ! what God hath calm'd my Troubles ? 

* I love Atimir j\o longer ; I can think, without dy- 

* ing with Grief, that he is, perhaps, //^r/Vs's Spoufe. 
' Is nor all I fee a Dream ? No, faidjbe^ recovering 

* herfelf a little^ my Dreams ufed noi lo V>^^ovi^\^x.^ 
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In ihort, (he returned AnguiUtta a thoufand Thanks, 
and went to fleep. 

The next Morning when (he awaked, as /he open'd 
the Bed-Curtain, the Fairy appeared to her with a 
froiling Air, which (he had never obferv'd in her Face 
fince that fatal Day (he a(ked for Love. • At laft I 

* have happily brought you hither, faid the amiable 

* Fairy tit her\ your Heart is free, therefore will be 

* content. I have cured you of a cruel Paflion ; but, 

* Hebe^c^ii I be aiTiired that thefe terrible Torments, 

* to which you have been expofed, will make you 

* always avoid the Sight of the ungrateful Jlf9hir f 

The young Prince fs promifed the Fairy every 
Thing, and (wore both againil Love and her fal(e 
Lovers. * Remember your Promifes, reply d Angui- 

* letta, nx)ith an Air that left an Imprejfion ofRejped^ 
f you will peri/h with Atimir if ever you feek to fee 

* him again. But every Thing here ought to remove 

* a Defire fo fatal to your Life. 

• I will no longer conceal from you what I have 

* refolved in your Favour : The Prince of this lOand 
^ is my Relation ; I protect his Perfon and Empire : 
^ He is young and amiable, and no Prince in the 

* World is more worthy of being your Hu(band. 
' Reign then, beautiful Hebe^ in his Heart and King- 

* dom : The King your Father gives his Confent ; I 
*■ was Yederday at his Palace, and acquainted him 

* and the Queen your Mother with theprefent State 

* of your Fortune, which they have putabfolutely 

* under my Care.' 

The Piincefs had a great Mind to have afked the 
Fairy about llerta and Atimir ; but duril not, after fo 
many Favours, run the Hazard of difpleafing her ; 
therefore (he only made ufe of all the Wit (he had 
beflowed on her to thank her. 

Then fomebody coming into the Room, the Fairy 
dilappeared. As foon as Hebe was up, twelve Chil- 
dren, clothed like Cupids, brought from the Prince 
twelve Ba(kets of Cryftal, full of the moll agreea- 
bJe Flowers, which only garnifti'd fome Jewels of a 
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wonderful Beauty. In the firft Baflcet that was pre- 
fenced to her^ this Billet was found : 

To the Divine Hebe.

After what the Fairy had order'd thePrincefs, fhe 
comprehended that fhc ought to accept of her new 
Lovery as of a Prince that was (hof tly to be her Huf- 
band. 

She received the little Loves very favourably j and 
had hardly difmis'd them» when four-and-twenty 
Dwarfs, fantadicaliy, but magnificently cloathM, ap- 
peared loaded with new Prefents» that confined of 
Habits all of Feathers j the Colours and Work of 
which, with Jewels, werefo fine, that the Princtfs 
own'd (he bad never feen any Thing fo gallant. 

She made Choice of a Rofe-colour to wear that 
Day ; her Head-drefs was adorn'd with a Plume of 
Feathers of the fame Colour, and fhe appeared To 
charming with this new Ornament, that the Prince 
of the peaceable Ifland^ who came to fee her when fhe 
was drefs'd, felt his Paifion redouble. All the Court 
crowded to admire the Princefs. At Night the Prince 
propofed to the beautiful Hebe to walk in the Gar- 
dens, which were admirable, where the Prince told 
Hihe that the Fairy had fed him for four Years with 
the Hopes of her Arrival in th^ peaceable IJland :

Some Months aftcr> the Fair)i caiae again : * For- 
^ tune favours you, /aid Jbe io me^ th« Prince that 
' was to have been, will not be //^^e's Spoufe, and 
' in a little Time you will fee here the moft beautiful 

* Princefs in the Worlds' 

' Indeed, reply* d Hebe blujbinfr^ I was to have been 

* married to the Son of a neighbouring King ; but 

* after a great many Events* the Love he bore my 
^ Sifter, made him re(blve to go awav with her/ 

The Prince of ^e peaceahU Ifland faid a thoufiuid 
tender Things to the beautiful '^eie on his happy 
Fate, which according with what the Fairy had told 
him, htid brought her mto this lOe ; and fhehearken'd 
to him with fo muqh the more pleafure, becaufe this 
Di(courfe interrupted the Recital of her Adv^iturea ; 
fhe fearing fhe fhould not be able to fpeak of- her 
faithlefsl^ver, withont difcovering the Tendernefs 
ihe had for him. 

The Prince condu^ed.^'?^^ into a Grotto curiouily' 
adom'd and embeiliih'd with the Spoutings of Wa* 
ter. The Bottom of the Grotto vi»is dark ; there was 
a great Number p£ Niches with Statues, reprefenting 
Nymphs and Shepherds^ which were hard to be dif^ 
tinguifh'd. When the Princefs had been there (bnie 
Time, fhe heard a delightful Sound of livihuments, 
A noble Illumination that appear'd all on a fudden, 
difcovei*d to her, th^t Part of thofe Statues form'd 
that Concert ; when the others came out, and danced 
fine and gallant Dances, internux'd with tender iuid 
agreeable Songs; all the Performers in this Diveriion 
being placed at the Bottom of the Grotto, furprized 
the;. Princefs more agreeably. 

After the Dance, Savages came in, and ferved up 
a ftately Collation under an Arbour of Jeflamins and 
Orange-Flowers. 

The Entertainment was juft over, when all on a 
fudden the Fairy AnguiUtta appear'd in the Air, in 
a Chariot drawn by four Swans ; and delcecding, 
pronounced to the Prince of the ptaaahle JJland a 

charming 
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chdntung Happinefs, in telling him ihe wonld have 
him marrj! Hehe, and withal, that that Princefs had 
promifed her toconfent. 

The Prince truifported with Joy, doubted at firft 
to whom he fhould return his firft Thank«» whether 
to Mfhe or Anguileita ; and tho' Joy permits not of 
touching: Ezpreflions liike Grief, he acquitted himfelf 
however with a great deal pf Wic, and a good Grace; 

The Fairy had no Mind to leave the Prince and 
Princefs till the Dsnr appointed for their Marriager 
which was to be in three Days; when ihe made them 
both coftly PrefentSy aiid went with them who were 
follow'd by all the Courts and & gf^&t many of the 
Inhabitants of the Ifle, to the Temple of Hymettp 
which was roade'of Olive-branches and Palmt interla>- 
ced together, which by the Fairy's Power never faded. 

Hymen was- there reprefended by a Statue of white 
Marble, crowned with Rofes> and rai fed on an Altar 
adoro'd only with Flowers, and fupportedby a Cupid 
of an extraordinary Beauty, who with a fmiling Air 
prefented him with a Crown of Myrtle. 

AnguiUttay who built this Temple, was willing 
every Thi*;^ fhould be plain, to (hew that Love a- 
lone-can render Marriage happy. The difficulty \s 
nor to unite them together, but as the Miracle worthy 
of a Fairy, to Join them together forever in the 
peaceable Ifland ; whjch, contrary to the Cuftoms of 
other Countries, can make Man and Wife loving aud 
conflant. 

In this Temple of Hymen the beautiful Hehe^ led 
by Anguileita^ plighted her Faith to the Prince of the 
peaceaifle IJltrnd^ and received his with Pleafure. ^e 
had not that involuntary Inclination for him that ihe 
felt for Atimir ; but her Heart, then exempt from Paf- 
fion, accepted of that Spoufe, by tHe Fairy's Order, as 
a Prince worthyof her by his Perfon,and much more 
by his Love, This Marriage was celebrated by a 
thoufaad gallant Entertainments, and //^^^ lived hap- 
py with a Prince that adored lier,

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In the mean Time, the King, Hehe*s Father, re- 
ceived AmbafTadors from Atimii\ who afked Leave 
to marry the Princefs Ileria^ (for his Father was dead, 
and he leftabTolute Mailer of his Kingdom,) which 
was granted with Joy. 

A«er this Marriage the Queen Jleria afk'd, by new 
Ambaflfadors, leave of the King her Father, and 
Queen her Mother, to come to their Court to beg 
Pardon for a Fault which Love had made her com- 
mi;, and for which Jtimir*s Merit was a fofficient 
Excufe. 

The King confented, and j§timir and his Queen 
were welcomed on their Arrival with all the Demon- 
flr;itions of Joy poflible. 

A little after, the beautiful Hebe and her charming 
Spoufe fent their AmbafTadors to the King and Queen 
with the News of their Nuptials, which Anguiletta 
had informed them of before ; yet, notwithfranding, 
they were not received with lefs Pleafure and Magni- 
ficence. 

Atimir was then with the King when they prefent* 
ed themfelves the firfl Time before him ; the lovel/ 
Image o^Hebe was not to be abfolutely blotred out of 
an Heart over which fhe had fo great a Sway. Atimir 
could nor forbear iighing when he heard of the Hap- 
pinefs of the Prince of t\iQ peaceable Ifland^ he ac- 
cufed Hebe a tho'ufand Times of being u neon dan t« 
without thinking at the fame Time of the Caufe he 
had given her. 

When the AmbafTadors of the Prince of iki^peau' 
able Ifland return'd crown'd with Honours, and load- 
ed with Prefents, they told their Princefs the great 
Joy the King and Queen exprefs'd at their happy 
Marriage. 

But withal, (Oh ! too fincere Relation :)-they ac- 
quainted Hebey that the Princefs lleria and Atimir 
were at the Court. Thefe Names; which were fo 
dangerous to their Repofe, rendered her again unea- 
fy J fhe wab then happy, but Mortals cannot long 
l)i'?fcrve a certain Felicity.

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She was not able to reiift her Impatience to return 
to her Father's Court ; which wa^ as (he faid, to fee 
the Queen her Mother : nay, fhe had eveja' perfuad- 
ed hcrfelf to a beh'ef of it 5 for how often do they 
who love deceive themfelves in their own Thoughts ?

He chinking to pleafc the beautiful Hehehy a blind 
ComplaiCance, gave orders for their Departure ; and 
never was fecn more Magnificence than in their Equi- 
page, and in the Ships. 

The wife Anguilettar pfovoked at the little Re- 
gard (hewn by hlebe and the Prince to her Order?, 
abandoned them to their Fate, and never appear'd to 

tive them Advice, which they had made fo little 
Jfeof. . 

For the Prince and Princefs, they after a plealant 
Voyage arriv'd at the Court of Hehe\ Father; where 
the King and Queen's Joy to fee that fine Princel's 
again was very great. They were charm'd with the 
Prince of the peaceable Ijland^ and celebrated their 
Arrival by great Rejoicings throughout the whole 
Kingdom ; only Ileria groan'd when (he heard of 
Hehe\ Return. And it was decreed, that when they " 
ihould fee one another again^ no Mention fhould be 
made of what was paft. 

Atimir aik'd to fee Hebe^ and feem'd to Ileria to 
defire it with too great an Ardour. 

The Princefs llebe blufh'd when fhe came into her 
Chamber ; they were both in a Confufion, that all 
their Wit v^'as not fufficient to extricate them out of.

All that lively and tender Paillon he had for 
Hehf^ rekindled in his Bofom ; he hated Ileria and 
himfelf and never Infidelity was attended with ntere 
Repentance and Grief. 

At Night he waited on the Queen, to whom Hehe 
was paying a Vifit ; and not fatisfied with looking at 
iier, endeavoured to fpeak to her, which ihe always 
avoided ; but (lill his £yes informed her too much for 
her Quiet: He continued to fhew, by all his Actions, 
that hers had again refumed their Empire over him. 

Hibe^^ Heart was alarm'd ; ^/mviV always appeared 
to her too lovely : She refblv'd to fly him wuh as 
much Care as he endeavoured to find out her : She 
never fpoke to him but before the Queen, and thea 
never but when fhe could not abfolutely difpence 
without it ; and was determined to perfuade the Prince 
her Hufband to return foon to their own Domi- 
nions : But how difficult a Thing it is to leave what 
we love I 

One Evening as fhe was engaged in thefe Thoughts, 
and had fhut herfelf up in her Ciofet, that (he might 
think more at her Liberty, fhe found in her Pocket a 
Billet, that had been put into it unknown to her, 
which fee open'd, and knew to be Atimit^^ Hand, 
which gave her an inexprefiible Trouble; fhe thought 
not to read it, but her Heart over-ruling her Reafon^ 
ihe look'd it over, and found thefe Words in Jt. 

* Fai>f/?Hebe, 

^ XT* O U ^re too inffflfible of my violent PafKon, 
^ X and ufe me wjth too much Indifference : But 
, (ince your H^art has, in its Turn, bew falfe, and 
^ hap foUow'd but too clofe the Example of mine^ let

fn (he mean Time, Ileria kmgut/K-d under a Jea* 
loiily too jaftly grounded, and Aiimiry hurried oh 
by his Love, was unable to conilrain htmfelf anjr 
longer. The Prince of the peaceable IJland began to 
difcover his Pafllon {oxHele ; but was willing to exa- 
mine farther into /ltimir'% Condu6t, before he fpoke 
of it to the Prince^, whom he adored conil^tly, 
and whom he was afraid ofinformingof that Prince*^ 
Lov^e. 

Some Days after the Receipt of this Letter, there 
were a{>p^'n ted Courfes, when all the Princes and 
fprightly Youths of ^ he Court, were to break Lanccft 
In Honour of t^e Indies. 

The King and Queen honoured thfs Diveriion with 
their Ptefence. The beautiful -Hehe and the Princeft 
HetM were to beAow their Prisses; which were * 
Swiirdy the Handle and Scabbard of whkh were co^ 
v^r'd wtthDmaaoteiB, and a Bracelet of moft curioiis 
DfaBQondsV- ^ 

AIL the Knights named for the Courfes, appear'd 
with an extfaouiinary Magnificence, mounted on ve- 
ry fine Horfes, bearing the Colours their Miftreifes 
delighted \n^ with Devices on their Shields^ agreeable 
to the Sentiments. of their Hterta. 

ITie Prince of the peaceable IJland was in a coftly 
Drefs, mounted on a liiofi beautiful dappled Horfe» 
with a. fine, long^ bliack Tail and Main : In all hii 
Equipage the Roie-colour appear'd, whkh Hebe veir 
iiHich loved % ami on hie Head-piece, whibh was very 
light, there waved a Flume of Fdithers of the fame 
Colour. He gained the Appiaufeof ailtheSpeflatort^ 
;^nd appear'd fo handfomis in his bright Aroaoury that

Hebe fccrctly reproach'd herfelf 2 thoufand Times 
for the Sentiments fhc had the Misforcune to have 
for another. His Train was numerous, cloath'd af- 
ter the manner of their own Country, yery gallant 
and (lately. An Efquire carried his Shield, on which 
was this Device ; An Heart pierced with an Arrow, 
and a Cupid (hooting a great Number, to endeavour 
to make fre(h Wounds ; but all, except the hi^r 
ieem'd to have been drawn in vain : Thefe Words 
were underwritten : 

J /ear no other. 

The Colours and Device of the Prince of the 
peaceable IJland foon difcovePd that he was Hehe*^ 
Knight, and that as fuch he would enter the Lifts. 
Every Body was taken up with his Magnificence, 
when Atimir came forward, mounted on a black (ie- 
ry Steed, that appeared very (lately, His Colour that 
Day was dark Green, ntermiVd neither with Gold^ 
Silver, nor Jewels, onJy he had a Plume of Rofeco- 
lourM Feathers on his Head-piece ; and the other 
afFe£ied a great Carelefsnefs in his Apparel, be had 
fo graceful a Mien, and managed his Horfe io welU 
and withal had £> lofty an Air, that) nobody could 
forbear looking at him : on his Shield which he car- 
ried himfelf appeared a Love, who trampled his 
Chains under his Feel, aqd bound himlelf with 
others more weighty, with thefe Words : 

Worthy only of me^ 

Mimirh Traintconfifted^f the principal Lords of 
his Court, who were cloathed in dark Green, laced 
with Silver, and cover 'd over with Jewels ; and tho* 
they were allbandibme and well-(haped, yet it was 
eafy ta judge by that Prince's Air, he was born to 
command them. 

The different ^motions the Sight of this Prince 
produced in the Hearts of Hebe and lleria, and the 

Jealoufy 
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Jealoufy the Vviucq o( ihtpeaceaSle IJIani/ concdv'd, 
when he faw the Plume on Jtimir's Cafque of the 
fame Colour with his own, are not to be exprefs'd . 
The reading of the Device compleated his Rage, 
the EfFeds of which he then ftiflcd till a better Op- 
portunity. 

The King and Queen foon took Notice, both of 
the Boldhefs and Imprudence of jitimir, and were 
very angry ; but 'twas not then a Time to (hew it. 
The Courfes began with the Soundings of Trumpets, 
which rended the Air with their Echoes : They were 
very fine, and all the Knights (hewed their Ad- 
rfrefs ; and the Prince of the peaceable IJlandy tho* 
poflefs'd with an outrageous Jealoufy, fignalized 
himfelf, and was proclaim'd Conqueror. 

Atimiry who knew that the firft Prize was to be 
given by lleria^ never difpnted the' Vidory with the 
Prince of the /Mf^«^^ fjland : He was declared Vic- 
tor by the Judges of the Field, and advanced grace- 
fully, with the Acclamations and Praifes of all the 
Speftators, to the Place where the King and Princef- 
fes fat, to receive the Bracelet ; which the Piincefs 
lleria prefented to him, and be took with a good 
Grace ; then paying his Refpeds to the King, 
Queen and PrincefFes, he return'd to the Lifts. 

The melancholy lleria obferving but too well the 

. Difdain tbe light Atimir ihewed for the Prize ihe 

was to give, figh'd grievoufly ; and the beautiful 

Hebe felt in her Breafl a fecr6t Joy, which all her 

Reafon could not refift. 

The fecond Courfe began with the fame Succefs as 
the firft,. wherein the Prince of tht peaceable IJland^ 
animated by the Sight of Z/^^^,. did Wonders, and was 
declared Viftor again ; when Atimir ^ vex'd to be a 
Spectator of his Rival's Glory, and flatter'd with the 
Thought of receiving the Prize from liebe^^ Hand, 
went and prefented himfelf at the End of the Lifts. 

The two Rivals look'd on each other fcognfAilly ; 
and the Courfe between two fo great Princes was 
celebrated by the new Trouble it caused tK^ V5^<^ 

G 5 ^VwVi^^'ii.^. 
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Princefl^s. The Princes ran one againft the other 
with eqaal Advantage, and broke their Lances with- 
out any Diforder. The Shouts of the Spe&atoi's re- 
doubled, and they, without giving their Hories 
lime to breathe, returned to take fre(h Lances, and 
ran with the fame Succeis and Addrefs as at firft. 
The King, who fear'd left Fortune ihoald declare 
one of them Vigors, fent preiently to tell them, 
that they ought to be fatisfied with the Glory they 
]iad gained, and to defire them to put an End to 
the Courfes. 

When the Peribn the King fent came to them, 
they heard him with a great deal of Impatience, ef- 
pecially Atimir ; who taking upon him to ipeak, 
laid, ' Go tell the King, I inould be unworthy of 
< the Honour he does me, concerning himfelf with 
' my Glory, if I ihould fufier a conqueror.' * Let 

* us fee ihcBt/aU tie Prince of the peaceable HlaBd, 
y /purring on bis Hor/e ivitJb great ArJour^ which me- 

* rits moft the King's Eileem, and th« Favours of 

* Fortune.' 

The Mefleoger was not returned to the King, be- 
fore the two Rivals, urged on by Sentiments more 
prevalent than the. Prize, began the Courfe ; where- 
in Fortune favoured the audacious Atimry aad pro- 
nounced him Vidor ; the Prince of the peaceahu If- 
land^% Horfe, wearied with the Courfes he bad ma(&, 
felling down, and throwing his Mailer on the Sand : 
How great was Atitnir's Joy, and that unibrtonate 
Prince's Rage ! He got up quickly, and going up to 
his Rival before any came to them : * You have 

* overcome me in Sports, Atimir^ /aid be^ mntb an 

* Air/ufficient toJhenM his Paffion ; but with my Sword 
< I will decide our Differences.' < I confent, rr/^'^ 

* the fiery Atimir, and will meet you to-morrow at 
« Sun-riie, in the Wood, at .the End of the Palace- 
-* Gardens.' As they had made an End of thefe Words, 
the JudQ;es of the Field came up to them ; where- 
upon they difguifed their mutual Rage, leil the 
King Ihoild prevent their Defigns. 
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The Prince of the ptaceahle IJlnvd fnoiiACcd hie 
Horfe again » and rid with all fpeed to l6ave (he fa^ 
tal Place where Afimir had vanquifli'd Jiim. In thf 
mean Time that Prince went to receive the Prize 
Qf the Coixrfe fjfom Hebei who prefented it to him 
with a CoAfufioD that dilbover'd the difFerent Coiri* 
motions of her Soul ; and Atifnir^ in taking it, 
committed all the Extravagance of a Man very 
pipch in Love. 

The King and Queen^ who had their Eyes ^xt^ 
01^ them, obierved him all the Time, and returned 
to their Palace ytx'j much diflTatisfied with the End- 
ing of that Day. Atimrt poflelTed with his Paffion» 
weBtout of the Lifts wij^hout any Attendants ; and 
lUria^ jQfutrageous with Grief and Jealoufy, went 
back to her Apartments. . 

Various t-hen were the Thoughts of Hebe : * I 

* muft go he|»ce, /aid Jhe to herfelf fince 1^0 other 

* fUtBTMy can be found to prevent |he Misfortunes 
« that I torefee/ 

h% the £ime Time the King 4Ad Queen refolved 
todefire jfiimir io fp Homie, to avoid the new 
TM>ubles his Love might cr^at9 s which fame Pro* 
portion they likewiie determined to make to the 
prince of the peaceable IJland^ that neither party 
plight take any Umbrage thereat. But the Prince's 
hafty R^folutions prevented this prudent Forefight ;. 
JFpr while they deliberate4 oq their Departure, the 
others prepared for the Combat. . 
, As foonf as Reke c&rae biicfc aj^ from* the Courf- 
eSf 4^e.a(k'd for the Prific^^h^ Spoufe, whom they 
told her was in the Gardens of the Psklace very me^ 
lancholy, and willing to be alone. . The beautiful, 
Hehe^ thought it her Duty to go and comfort him 
after his ill .Fortune^; io wiibhout ftaying in her 
^Ap&i^tment, (he wei;^t into the Gardens, Allowed 
\if fpme of her Woi^A^ , 

J She yOA loakJBg for diis Prince, when entering 
into* a fhady Walk, ihe ef^y'd the amorous Atimir^ 
who» tranfported with his Paifion, and regarding no- 
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thing elfe, fell on his Knees fame Didance fronp 
the Princefs, and drawing the Sword he that Day 
received from her, * Hear me, charming Heheyfaii 

* be J or let me die at your Feet.* 

The Women, frighted at this Aftion of the Prince, 
threw themfelves upon him, endeavouring to take 
away his Sword, which he tumM with great Rlage on 
the other Side. Hehe^ the unhappy Hehcy was for fly- 
ing ; but how great mud our Reafoi^ be, that can 
force us from what we love \ 

The defire of keeping this Adventure a f^cret^ 
with her Defign to intreat Atimir to ftrivc to cure a 
Paflion fo fatal to them both^ and the Compaffion io 
moving an Objed created, all contributed to flay 
the Princefs, who made up to the Prince ; her pre- 
fence fufpended his Fury, his Sword he kt fall at 
her Feet, and never more Trouble, Love and GrieF 
appear'd at once in fo fhort a Converfation. 

Words are not tender enough to expi^fs what 
thofe two unhappy Lovers then endured : Heht-t un- 
eafy to fee herielf with Atimir^ and fo nigh the 
Prince of the peaceable IJldndy ma*de a great £&rt on 
herfelf to leave him, charging him never to fee her 
more. How cruel was this Command ! Had not Ari^ 
mtr caird to Mind the Engagement he lay under 
to fight the Prince of the peaceable IJlandy he had 
a thoufand Times turned the Sword upon hiflifelf ; 
but, alas 1 he chofe rather to die, revenging him* 
felf on his Rival. 

The f^ir Hebe retired iiiftantly to her AoJirtment, 
the morcfbcurely to avoid the Pi^fenceor Atimir > 

* Mercilefs Fairy, crfdjhe^ you only told me of 

* Death, if I ever faw this unhappy Prince ; but 

* now I feel Torments a thoufand Times more 

* grievous I' Then fhe fendkig to feek for the Prince 
in the Gardens and th'^ Pdace, and toot finding him 
her Uneafinefs increafed ; thef fought him all the 
I^ight to nopurpoife'; for he h^d^id kimfelf^in a 
Hut in the midit of the -Wood, that he might not 
be prevented from meeting at the Place appointed, 

v/hich 
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which he repaired to at San- rife, where Atimir ar- 
rived foon^after. Thefe two Rivals, impatient to 
revenge, themfelves, and to gain the Vi6iory, drew 
their Swords ; which was the firft Tin\e the Prince 
of the peaceable Ijland ever made ufe of his^ fince 
there was never any War in his Dominions. 

Neverthelefs he appear'd not the lefs formidable 
Enemy to Atimr^ for tho'he had but little Experi^ 
ence, he had Courage, was in Love, and fought like 
a Man that defpifed Death ; while Atimir nuntained 
the great Reputation he had fb worthily gained. ; 

Thefe two Princes were animated by PaiHons too 
much different, not to render the End of this Duel 
fatal ; for after they had a long Time maintained an 
equal Advantage, they made two fuch farioua 
Thrufls at each other, that both fell on the Grafs» 
which they dyed with their Blood. 

The Prince of the peaceable IJle fainted away in- 
ilantly with the lofs of his ; and Atimir ^ mortally 
wounded, pronounced the Name of Hebe as he ex- 
pired. 

Some of thofe Perfons who were fent to look for 
the l^nnceof the peaceable Ijland^ arrived at the fatal 
Place, and were leiz'd with Horror at fb difmal a 
Sight. 

* The Princefs Hebe drawn by her Difqniet, was 
going into the Gardens, when hearing the Shrieks 
of People, who pronounced confuiedly the Names 
of the two Princes, (he hereupon ran and found 
thofe fo fad and difmal Objedls : She thought that 
the Prince her Hufband was dead as well as j^timir^ 
who at that Time were both alike to her \ when af- 
ter having look'd fome Time on thofe unhappy 
Princes, fhe cry'd out dolefully, ' Ye precious Lives, 

* which were facrified.for me, J will revenge you by 

* the Lofs of my own,* After thefe Words, fhe ifell 
on tKc fatii Sword Aiimir received from her, and 
had plerCed her Bread before the People (who were 
amazed'at this cruel Adventure) could hinder her. 

Juft as (he expired, the Fairy ///r^»//p//« appear'd^ 
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who toach'd with To many Misfbrtones which ihe 
had oppoTed with all her Power, accufed Fate» and 
could not forbear (hedding of Tears. Then thinking 
of ftififting the Prince of ^c jbeaeeable IJtani^ whom 
file knew was not dead, me cared him of his 
Wounds, and traniported him inftantly into his own 
Ifle; where by the wonderful Gift (he had befiow'd 
on it, that Prince was confeled for the Lofs fae had 
faftain'd, and forgot his Pafion for Hebe. 

The King and Queen, who had not the like Aflif- 
tance, gave themfelves up entirely to Grief, which 
was only to be worn oflF xrj Time. And as for lleria^ 
her Defoair cannot be exprefs'd, who was always 
both faithful to her Grief, and the ungrateful 
Atimr* 

When AuFuiUtta had trani^rted the Prince of 
the peaceahh IJland into his own Dominions, fhe 
touch'd with her Wand the unfortunate Remains of 
the knrely Attmir and the beauriful Heht^ who in an 
Inilant were changed into two Trees of an admira- 
ble Beauty, which the Fairy named Charms y to' pf&- 
fcrve for ever the Remembrance of thofe which 
ihone fo bright in thefe unhappy Lovers. 
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^he Story of Don Ferdinand of 

Toledo. \ 

TH E Count de Fucntes, who was a Gentleman 
that lived for the moft Part at Madrid, had 
the Misfortune to have a very troublefome Wife^ 
who, when he was young, tprmented him with Jea- 
loufies, and ivheifi he was in Years perfecuted his 
Children. She had two Daughters and a Nephew ; 
the elder, who was cklled Leonora, was fair and 
witty, her fhape both eafy aad iooble, her Features 
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«11 r^nlar, and her Wit feemM fo agreeable and 
jadicioas, that fhe gain'd both the Efteem and 
Friendfliip of all that knew her. Mtuilda^ the 
younger, had black Hair* a lively Complexion, 
fparkling Eyes, delicate Teeth> an Air of Gaiety, 
and ib pleallnff a Behaviour, that (he was no lefs 
engaging than her Siiler. And for Don Francifeo^ 
their Coufin, he was valued and efteemM by all, as 
a Man of Worth. 

Two Gentlemen, who were their Relations, whofe 
Names were Don JatMs de Cafmreal^ and Don For* 
dinandde ^olodo^ lived fo nigh to the Count dt Fu- 
enttsy that they had contraAed a great Friendflup 
with Don Francifco \ and by often coming to vifit 
him, ieen his Confias, and were grown feniible of 
their Charms : But their Mother's Vigilance was fo

Therefore, to fru Urate all their Defigns, one Day, 
when the Count her Hufband was gone to Court, 
(he took her Daughters with her in a Coach, and 
drove away for Cadixy hard by wliich Place the 
Count had a very coniiderable Edate ; leaving a 
Letter behind her, wherein ihe defired him to come 
to ber, and bring her Nephew alon^ with him. 
But the Count de Fuentes, who was weaned out with 
his Wife's odd Humours, inHead of following her, 
blefs'd his Stars that he had got rid of her, and pi- 
tied his Daughters.

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When Don yames and Don Ferdinand were in- 
formed by Don Franeifco o^ t'.ieir Miftrefles Depar- 
ture, they were extremeH griev'd, and thought of 
all Ways poflible to induce them to come to Madrid 
. again ; but upon Don rFancifcd*% telling them, that 
their endeavour that Way would only prevent them, 
they refolved to go for Cadixy hoping that they 
might find there fbme favourable Opportunity of 
Difcourfe with them, and defirM Don Franeifco^ 
who could not refufe, to go along with them. The 
old Countefs was overjoy M to fee him ; it was fome 
Time before fhe knew that Don James and Don Fer- 
dinand were there, who faw her Daughters tv^vf 
Nif^t thro' a grated Window, that look'd into a 
little Street ; where, inftead of complaining of 
their Fate, they fwore an eternal Fidelity to each 
other, and comforted themfelves with flattering 
Hopes.

With all Ditpatch. oi^er'd fonieiidi Vefts of Clotk 
of Gold to be nade» 4md Scymhars fet with Jewels, 
Tiit4>ant89 and whatever was necelTary for this Mas- 
querade ; and by ^od Fortune they met with a Pain- 
ter who had an Oil that made the Skin as brown as 
they wanted to have it : and when M Tlntigs were 
ready, Don Frtmdfco feat one of his Servants to the 
Countefs to let her know the Day fiie delign*d to 
bring the Ambaflador'^ Sons* l^he Countefs was 
in a great Hurry to put ^yftty Thing in Order, lo 
receive thefe illaftrioas Maor^ ; fhe ordered her 
Daughters to neglefl nothing to make them appear 
lovely in their Eyes : And her Severity, which ex- 
tended over al! other Nations, was laid aiide with 
Regard to that of Morocco^ becaufe (he being a 
great Devotee, look'd upon them as Barhariam and 
Enemies to the Faith ; therefore Ihe thought it idn- 
poffible for a Span^fi Women ever to love a Mftn 
that had not been baptized, and fo fancy'd (he ran 
no Rifqne.by expofing her Daughters to the Sight 
of thofe gallant Africamt.

take in hearing them, could not forbear taking her 
Sifter aiide, and communicating her Thoughts to 
her. * Ah ! my d^2X Mafildajcud fie, are not you 

* afraid, as well as me, left Don Ferdinand ^nd Don 

* Jemes (hould be known ?* * What do you mean, 

* reply* d Matilda ? I don't underftand you.' < Alas ! 

* continued Leonora, your Eyes are but bad Servants 

* to your Heart ; What, have you not ob(erved 
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* that that Moer, who has never left you, is Don 

* James y and he who talk'd to me, Don Ferniytand}^ 

* It is impoifibie, cry^d Matilda, that what you tell 

* m« fhould be true.- But, continued Jhe^ his 

* Looks and every Adion leave me no Room to 

* doubt of it.' Juft as they rejoin'd their Coufin 
and Lovers, they heard the Countefs propoie tak- 
ing a Walk in the Garden, which was lighted with 
Lamps down to a Wood, which was at the Bottom 
of the Garden, which was a glorious Sight. The 
Company pafTed through a large Walk, on each fide 
of which was a Canal to a ^ower of JeflTamins, 0- 
ranges and Honeyfuckles ; in the midft of which 
was a Fountain playing, which by its gentle Mur- 
murs, excited the hfightingales to join in Concerts, 
which made it a fweet Abode.

her Mother ; not a Day pafs'd over her Head but 
ihe had thoufands of Songs and fine Copies of Verfes 
fent by the moft famous Poets in the World. In 
ihort, All-Fair was the only Subject of the moil 
renown *d Authors, both in Profe and Verfe. The 
Princefs was about fifteen. There were none who 
did not defire to marry her ; but they durfl not 
pretend to that Honour, it was fo difficult a Talk 
to touch a Heart of that Stamp. Her Lovers mur- 
mur'd s^ry much againfl her Cruelty; and the 
Queen, who wanted to have her married, knew 
not how to gain her Confent : Sometimes (he would 
fay to her, * Will you not abate fomewhat of that 
' intolerable Pride that makes you contemn all the 

* Kings that come to our Court? I will chufe one 

* for you ; Ihew me in this fome Complacency.* • I 
« am already happy, replfd All Fair, in the eafy 
' Indifference 1 now live in ; if I fhould once lofe 

* that, you would perhaps be angrv.' * I fhould be 

* angry li you loved any one beneath you, anj<wer\d 
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* tBe Slueen ; bat you cannot hate more ddemng 

* Princes than thofe that now aflb yon.' In fhort» 
the Princefs was ib prepoflefs'd of her own Merit* 
that flie thought it greater than what it was ; and 
by this Refolution of hers to live a Maid, began to 
grieve her Mother fo much, that (he repented, but 
too late, that ihe had humour'd herfo much. 

The Qjieen, uncertain what to doi goes all alone 
to-find a celebrated Fairy, that was calPd the De- 
fart Fairy ; but 2S it was an hard Thing to fee her, 
becaufe (he was guarded by two Lions^ unlefs Ihe 
madie a Cake for them of Millet^ Siigarcandy, and 
Crocodiles Eggs, flie prepared one herfdfif snd put 
it into a little Baiket, which ihe huni^ uponr her 
Arm : But being wearied with waking farther than 
ihe was ufed to, ihe laid herielf down under die- 
Shade of a Tree to- reft herielf, and there infenfibly 
fell aileep, and when ihe awaked^ found only her 
Baiket and her Cake gone; and to compleat her 
Misfortune heard the Lyons coming. * Alas \ cry*d 

* Jhe^ what will become of me ? I ihall be devoured.' 
And having^ no Power to itir, ihe lean'd againft 
the Tree ihe had flept under, when hearing K>me' 
body fay, Hem ! Hem I Ihe look'd about on all Sides, 
and raiiing her Eyes, perceiv'd a little Man' in the 
Tree about half a Yard in Height, eating-Oranges, 
who faid to her, * O Queen, I know you, and the 

* Fear you are in left' tbefe Lions ihould devour you ; 

* I cannot blkme you, they have devoured a great 

* many, and'to your Misfortune you want a Cake.' 

* I muftTcfolve on Death, reply* d the ^eenjighing\ 

* but alas! I could not be fo much grieved was my 

* dear Girl but married !' What, have you a Daugh- 

* tcr ? faid the Tello'w Dnuarf luho nxjas called fo 

* frcm his Complexion and the Orange- tree he li'vedin : 

* Indeed I am very glad of that, for Ihave fought 

* after a Wife both by Sea and Land : Now if you 

* will promife me I (hall have her, I will fecure you 

* both from Lions, Tygers and Bears.' The X^neen 

* Icok'd at him as much' frightened at his horrible 
- * little 
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Iktic Figure aa aC the Lions, and miffing fbme 
XuuCt retiurn'd no Anfwer. * What, do you hefi- 
tate» Madam* erf dikes it feems you are not very 
^ fond of Li^.' At the fajne Time the Lions ap- 
peared on the Top (rf^a fmalL Hill, running towanh 
her ; at which Sight the Queen^ who trembled like 
a.Dove when flie wes a Kits, cry'd out with all her 
Might» / Good Sir D/wac^ M-Pair, is yourt/ < Oh ! 

* faidb€y*mthan Air of Difdtdnt AiUFair^ is too 

< fair; I wiU nojt haareliciiv' * OSis: contituuedtbo 

< af^ed ^t$n. don't refufe her, iho is the moft 

< channiag Pnncefi in the World.' < Well, faid 

* ie^ rwiutiAiK her oat of Charity ; hot remember 

* thci Gift yon make, me.' And thereupon the 
QrangCrtree open'd, and the Queen was let into it, 
and io eicaped from the Lions. She^ was vex'd ihe 
could not findroo Door to that Tree^ when at laft 
flie perceived one. that open'd into the' Field full of 
Nettles and. XhiiUes«. Inrrounded with a muddy 
Dit^h ; in the Middlethereof flood a little thatch'd 
Hottfe, out of which; the Yellow Dwarf came in a 
pleafantAir» wooden Shoes,, a^coarfe yellow Stuff 
Jacket, and without any Hair, to hide- his large 
Ears* * I am glad, . good Mother-in-law, faid he^ 

* the ^ueeMf tp fe&yoa.in this my Abode, where 
^ your Daughter, is to live with me ; (he may keep 
' an Afs to ride.on within thefe Nettles ancf Thii- 

* ties, and may fecure. heHelf from the Injuries of' 

* the Weather under this ruflick Roof; ihe will 

* have this Water to drink, and may eat fome of 

* thefe Frogs that, are fatten'd in it : BefidesJ al- 
' ways ihaTl bear her Company, and never (hall 

* leave her.' 

When the unfortunate Queen came to confideron 
the deplorable Life the Dwarf promifed her dear 
Child, ihe was not able to fopport the terrible Idea, 
but fell into a^ Swoon, and had not the Power to 
fay one Word ; and while ihe was in that Condi- 
tion, was convcy'd to her own Bed, in a iine Suit 
of Night-Clotbes cf the neweft Faihion. As foon 

as 
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as the Queen came to herfelf, (he remembered what 
had happened, but knew not how to believe it, fee- 
ing ihe was in her own Palace in the midft of all 
the Ladies of her Court, and her Daughter by her 
Bed fide : But the fine Night Clothes, which were 
of a curious Lace, amaz*d her as much as the Dream 
(he fancied (he had had ; and thro' the Excefs of her 
Difquiet (he fell into fuch an extraordinary Fit of 
Melancholy, that (he hardly either fpoke, eat, or 
(lept. The Princefs, who loved her at her Heart, 
was very much grieved, and often a(k'd her what 
was the Matter ; when the Queen, to deceive her, 
told her fometimes it proceeded from her ill (late of 
Health, and at other Times from feme of the neigh- 
bouring Princes Threatnings to make War agamft 
her. Tho* All-Fair found thefe Anfwers very plau- 
fible, however (he*knew there was fomething more 
in the Bottom, which the Queen endeavonr'd to 
hide from her ; and being no longer able to endue 
her Unea(inef8, re(blved to go to the Defart Fairy 
to aik her Advice, whether or no, (he (hould marry, 
fmce (he was fo much prefs*d to it : She took Care 
to make a Cake to appeafe the Lions, and pretend- 
ing to go to Bed earlier then ordinary, went down 
a Pair of Back- Stairs, in a white Veil that reach'd 
down to her Feet, then fet forward on her Journey. 
When the Princefs came to the fatal Orange-tree, 
ihe faw il-fo loaded with Fruit, that (he had a great 
Mind to gather fome ; whereupon (he fet down her 
Ba(ket, and pluck'd fome and eat them; but when 
ihe went to look for her Baiket and Cake, and 
found them taken away, her Grief was inexpreffible, 
and turning about, efpy'd the little frightful Dwarf, 
who faid to her, * What makes you cry, Child V

But nothing appear'd 
fo bnght as that Princefs's natural Charms ; a rich 
Crown was fet upon her Head, her Hair hung down 
aLmoft to her Feet» and the Majefly of her Shape 
diflinguilh'd her from all the Ladies that attended 
on her. The King of the Gold Mines (hew'd him- 
felf no Idfs accomplifli'd and thagnificent; Joy and 
Chearfulnefs^ appear'd in all his Actions : None ap- 
proached him, but he loaded them, with hit Oifts 
and Prefents ; for he had order'd fome Thoufandt 
of Tons of .Gold, ai^d Velvet Sacks» jembroidePd 
with Pearls, full of Guineas, to be placed in the 
HaII, where all that put forth their Hands, received 
Handfuls tii .Gold ; infomuoh that this Part of the 
Ceremony drew there great Crowds of People, that 
would have been inienBble of all the other Pleafures. 
As the Queen, King, and Princefs were going 
out into a long Gallery, they faw a Box move to- 
wards them, in which there {at a large old Woman, 
at whofe Agp and Decrepidnefs they were not fo 
much furpnzed, as at her Uglihefs-: She lean'd 
upon a Crutch, had.a Uack TaSety Ruffon, a red 
Velvet Hood, and a Fardingale all in Rags ; and 
after having Jtaken two or three Turns about, with- 
out fpeaking a Word, Aie ftopp*d in the Middle of 
the Gallery, and (baking her Crutch in a threat- 
ning Manner, cry'd out, * Ho, ho! you Queen 
''^d Princefs, doyo^jthink to falfify unpunifli!d 

* your Words* which ypu gjMe ;ny. Friend the Ycl- 

* .low Dwai:f ? I *m:.thQ I)pfar<i Fajry ; and dpn*t 
' you know, that if it had not been for him and

* Lions ? Thefe Infults to {fairies (hall not be al-

He had no fooner 
pronounced thefe Words, bat the upper Part of 
the Box flew off with great Noife, and out came 
the Yellow Dwarf, mounted on a large SfaniJhQdXt 
and placed himfelf between the Defart-Fairy and 
the King of the Gold Mines : • Rafh Youth, /aid

The 
Dwurf, piqued to the very Soul at thefe Words, 
clapp'd his Spurs in the Cat's Sides, which made* 
fuch a Mewing, and flying about, as frighten 'd all 
but the King, who hemmed in the Dwarf fo clofe, 
that he drew a large Cutlafs, with which he was 
arm'd, and defying the King to a Combat, went 
down int9 the Court of the Palace, making a terri- . 
ble Noife, The enraged King foljow'd him as fall 
as poilible ; and when they flood oppofite to each 
other, ready to begin the Combat, the Sun t>n a 
fndden turn'd as red as Blood, and it grew as dark 
a« Pitch ; it thunder'd and lightened, aod by the- 
Flashes of the Li^^htning, the King and all the' 
Ci>urt,' who were got into thti'Balconies, perceived

for his Safety, and gave the Dwarf ^pd ,his -Ei^e* 
mies fbme Confufion. £ot all his Courage was not 
Proof a^ainft what -he iaw the Pr\u.c^S enduiTe; 
when the Defart Fairy, with her Ifiead cover'd wilh 
Snakes, like l^ififbcpi^ and mounted on a winged 
Gri£in, {track her fo hard with a Lance (he carried 
in her Hand, that fhe fell into the Queen's Arms 
all over Blood. This tender Mother, who was 
touched to the very Soul to fee her Daughter in this 
Condition, mademo^ fad Complaints ; and for the 
King, he loft both all his Reafon and Courage, 
left the CoTpfc^t, and ran to the Princefs, to fuccour 
her, or die wit^ her; but the Yellow Dwarf would 
not give him Time to go to her, but flew on his 
Spapijb Cat into the Balcony where (he was, and 
took her out of her Mother's Arms, and from all 
the Ladies, and then leaping upon the Tpp.of th« 
Palace, di(appea,r*4 vvith his Prey. 

The Xing, confofed jund motionlefs, look'd on 
fuch an epttr^rdinary Adventure with the utmoft 
Qefpair, fince it was not in his Power to hejp k ; 
when tp coipaplete his Misfortunes, he foui^d a Mift 
before his £xes, a,nd himfelf lifted up by fotnc ey- 
tfaordiftary Ppvver in the Air ; for the wicked F^i-

IHris Ha|)piBef% 
after a thoufand Reflefiaoiss, ihpc 'ondow'^d Tomnguind 
Handfome with, who wae then abiMt liNtecR ¥«aF» 
old, when the Fairy ofed all her Kno\\4]fedge, that 
ihe (hoiiki always mrnaitn die iafme as ihe was at that 
Tin)«. What Biefiog could llie bcftow more vain* 

The Fairy buried the King iier Husband, asii 
tho' he Itod bc&k falfe to her a krng Timet i¥ai fo 
ien^bly grieved at hi« Dea^h, that iheii«A>lvedl0 
leave her SkMnlmoas, aod retiote to aCa^e Ibc haA 
baih in a defiitt Country, 4vliiiQk %te 4bad ibrroand- 
ed with a vaft Foreil, fii thationly (he herfelf couM 
ikid the Way »© it. 

Thi6 Relolation aiHt£ted Toung and Hanijm^ 
who wa« loch to part winik the Fairy, whocom^ 
manded her at^blutely to ftaf ; but beibae iier Daw 
partiire, ihe recalled into her Fakuce, wduch waa 
very ^Re, all the Fleaiares and Bdiiwrfiana file liad 
haatAi'd fo long, and therewiith cogmpo&d the 
Court of Toung and Hitndjhme ; wiio in that a^mea- 
h^ Compaay was comforted ifomEeTirae aftor, for 
the Abfenoe of the Fairy. All the King^ and 
Princes, who thouijht thenvftlves wortiby of plca£> 
inrg her, •came in ppcrnds to the Coast of T^mtg 
and Handjhmej to eadea^vcar, by their Sedalkica 
^nd Love ; to touch <he Heaitt of i^ lovely a Pnncda* 

N^ing eper equaled the Magrai&cence aad 
Charavs of her Palace ; there were every Day fome 
new Entertainments, every body was ha:ppy, bat 
thf>fc Lovers who adored without *H©pe, for &e 
looked favourably on jaone : fiAit as tbey had the 

HappiQcii 
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Hapipificft to iec hof eften, the rood iDdifi^rent 
Looks were fu^cient to ^y them forerer. 

One Day 21p»)gr^ ir^^ Handfome^ con(ei»t wkh the 
Hupfine^i And S«^e«s 4(>f her Reign, was walking 
tn aplea^nt Wood, atteiided onfy by ibonc of her 
Nfmphi, to tafte the peltghrs of Solitudt ;: wbeie 
i»e aouiied hrrfe>f with pteaiing Thoughts, whkh 
lm)««ht her iaienHbly into a delicate Meadow, en*- 
flielTd with Flowers of various Co knars. 

Her Eyes were engaged with a thoufand diiFerent 
and agreeable Obje^, when perceiving a Flock of 
SJieep feeding in the Meadow, by the Side of a 
Srook, which by its Wa^rs rolling amongft the 
l^i^blesY made Toft MBTrnwritigs, (he diftover*d 
a young Shepherd, (haded by aa IToh of IVees, 
laid afieep by the Brook fide, with his Crook itt 
againil a Tree, and a pretty little Dcg, which feem^d 
to be ratlier his Mafter^s Favourice^ than the Keeper 
of the Fk>ck, by Kis fide. 

Ycmif and Hmnd/^me ^ti^t to the B^'>o^, and look- 
ed on the Shepherd ; bat how f^tal was that Sight f 
for Love (leepiag in the Arms of H/ychtty never ap- 
pear\i with fi> many Cbarin». The yourvg Fairy 
^loop'd, being unable to refiil fome Emotions of 
Admiratian, which were foon follow^ by tke 
more tender Sentiments. The young S!i€pbef<i 
ieem'd to be about eighteen Years of A|>e, very 
proper and well fhapcd, and his Hair, which was 
thrown, and curled naturally in lar^e flowing Rings, 
adorn'd a molt beautiful Face. His Eyes, which 
were then clofed, conceal'd from the Fairy new 
Darts, which Love pr^-ferved to tedouble her Ten- 
demels, 

Toung and fiandfome felt an unafaal Difturhance 
In her BreaA, aiid had not Power to leave the Place* 
but took too much Pleafure in thofe her Sentiments, 
to feek to oppofe them ; (he loved tenderiy, and 
thought at that Time only of being loved again : 
She dorft not awake the Shepherd, for fear of dii> 
covcfing her Dilbrder, but taking a Pleafure ia 
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revealing her Paffion in a more gallant and agreea- 
ble Manner, rendered herfelf in vifible» to divert her- 
ielf wirh the Amazement ihe defign'd to put him 
into. Som^charming Mufick was prefently heard* 
with a Symphony that ilruck the Heart itfelf. The& 
delightful Sounds awakened AlidoruSf which was 
the Shepherd's Name, who then thought it only an 
agreeable Dream : But how great was his Surprize« 
when rifing ofF the Grafs where he was Iaid» he 
found himtelf in a fine and magnificent Habit, of 
yellow Velvet trimm'd with Silver ; his Scrip em- 
broider'd with Cyphers of Toung and Handfome^ and 
tied with a Scarf of Flowers ; his Crook of curi- 
ous Work; adorn'd with Jewels of feveral Colours, 
which form'd nice Devices ; and his Hat made of 
Jonquils and blue Hyacinths, interwoven with 
great Art. 

Pleafed and furprized with his new Drefs, he 
view'd himfelf in the Brook, while Young and Hand'- 
feme was in a thoufand Appreheniions, left he fliould 
undergo the fame hard Fate with the beautiful Nat^ 
cijfus* But how much greater was his Af^onifhrnent, 
when he faw his Sheep fieeced with Silk as white 
as Snow, inftead of their ordinary Wool, and be- 
deck'd with Branches of Ribbons of various Co- 
,4ours ; and his favourite £we, fet off like the reft, 
come fkipping over the Grafs, at if fhe was proud 
of her Attire; and his little Dog with a Collar of 
Gold, fet with fmall Emeralds, which compofed 
thefeVerfes: 

Hoiv pants ihe Heart, /eisc^d *with an amorous Fire^ 
When it is/corch'd^th lafiing Flames ofLcve f 

Thd* to he hand fome can create Dejire^ 
fet 9 to he happy, *we muft conftant prove. 

The young Shepherd judged, by thefe Verfes, 
that he was oblig'd to Love for this agreeable Ad- 
venture. The Sun was then fet, and Alidorusy pof- 
fefs'd with jnoft pleafing Thoughts, returu'd^to his 

Cabbin» 
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Cabbin, in which he obferved no Change without ; 
but was hai'dly entered before a delicious Odour in> 
form'd him there was fomething new. He found 
bis little Hat hung with a TifTue of JeiTamine and . 
Orange Flowers, the Curtains of his Bed the fame^ 
rai(ed up with Garlands of Lilies and Rofes, fup^ 
ported in their Beauty by an agreeable Frefhnefs. 

The Floor was China, whereon were reprefented 
the Stories of all the GoddefTes who fell in Love 
with Shepherds ; Alidorus^ who had a great deal of 
Wit, oblervedit : For the Shepherds in that Conn- 
try were not common Shepherds, fome of them be- 
ing defcended from Kings and great Princes ; as A" 
Udorus derived his Origin from a Prince that go** 
vern*d thofe People before they were fubjed to the 
Fairies. 

Till then the young Shepherd had been infenfible : 
but now he began to perceive that his young Heart, 
the' he could hx 0^ no Objed, burnt to furrender : 
he almoil died with Impatience to know the God* 
defs or Fairy that (hew'd him fuch favourable Marks 
of her Tendernefs. He wall^'d about with the great* 
eft uneaiinefs imaginable and knew not what to 
think. Night came on, a fine Illumination appeared 
in his Cabbin, and his Muiings were interrupted 
by a delicious and (lately "Supper that was fet before 
him : • What, /aid the Shepherd, fmiliny, always 

• new Pleafures and, nobody to partake of them 

* with mel' His little Dog would have play*d with 
him, but he was too much taken up to anlwer his 
CarefTes ; when fitting down, a little Cupid pre- 
fented him Drink in a Cup made of one little Dia- 
mond. He aflc'd the little Love fome Queflionsy 
who, inftead of anfwering them, drew fome Ar- 
rows, which, as foon as they reached the Shepherd, 
were changed into a ftveet-fmelling Water. Alidoru^ 
comprehended by thele little Tricks, that the little 
Rogue was order'd not to explain this Myftery. As 
foon as Alidorus had done, the little Cupid flew away, 
and the Table vanifh'd.

No Anfwer wa* 
returned, the Mufick ceafed foon after, and a pro- 
found Silence reign'd, which invited the Shepherd 
to take a IWeet Repofe. 

H^ threw himlelf op^^ri his Bed, Where he flept 
but little, agitated by his Impatience' and growing 
PaOion. At Day break he awaken'd by the harmoni- 
ous Warblings of the Birds, arofe, and drove hi^ 
Flocfe to the fame Place where the Day before his 
good Fortune began. He was no fooner fat down by 
the Biook /ide, but a Pavillion of a bright gree» 
aljd Gold-colour'd Stuff wns fallcn*d to the Boughs 
of the Trefes to fee u re him from the Scofchings of 
the 6u!i. His PavilHon, Flock and Habit, fur- 
pri?:ed all the young Shepherds and Shepherdeflei 
about him ; they came in great Hafte, and afk'd 
him, with Earnellnefs, theReafon of thofe flrange 
Alterations : And Alidorus fmiling, told them all 
that had happened. There was not a Shepherd but 
what was jealous, nor Shepherdefs but blalh'd with

Rage and £ttvy, finee flbem was ftMt out of the 
latwr* who had not form'd D«figas of gainifi|>tha 
HoajPt of this lovely Shepherd ; and a G^d^fft, 
or a Fairy, wete cither tif them ioo dang^roui 
Jtirals. 

Ymm^. and Nandfovte^ w^ never loft Sight of har 
SJiaphcrd, fufer'd the Converfation of theShtp-' 
berdeflea with Impatience; feme of them wete 
ehafming, and a iQvely Shephtrdei^ may prove a 
Ibrmidabla Rival to a Goddefs herfelf. But Alid*- 
rus^s Indifference, and their being obliged to lear«^ 
that Shppherd, and drive their FJoeki farther on the 
Meadow, encouraged the younc^Fai' v. 

6ome TiaM after, when aonehui Shepherds were 
with Alid^ruty a delicious Entertainment appeared 
en a white Marble Table, wick &^at« of Qreeos 
arouad it, of which Alidopn9 and thofti Shepherds 
parcook ; when fitting down at the Table, ch^y 
iband themiiKlves cloathed in -magnifioent Habits, 
bnt DOC fo fine at Alidorus, who mined again with 
Jewelsk A ruilick MuAck, hot yeiy |ne, echoed 
ail around, and theie Words were fung :

T:tte Shepkerds'AmaBement increa^d every Mi* 
nute, and fome ShepherdefTes, d-^awn by the Mu- 
fick coming to the Bi^ok « tide, '< they beg^n a vtry 
"agreeable Country Dance. The Younr Fairy, who 
was always prefent, bi|,t invi^bie, aflUmed^ with 
fix qf hcF Nymphs, ti;te Habits of 8heph€rdeffes, 
dreIsM with Garlands of Flowers, with their Crooke 
very, prpttily wrought ; at which Time Tamng and 
UaM^mfiy '^ohzd qn an Head-dreife ^ Jottqoils, 
which had the mod agreeable Effect imaj^inable on 
her fine bUck Hair, appearM the moft beaatiful 
Fer^n in the World. 
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The Arrival of thefe charming Shepherdeflbs 
furprized all the AflTembly ; all the Beaaties there 
conceiving Jealouiies, and the Shepherds feeking 
with great earneftnefs to pay them the utmoft refpe^t. 

Toung and Hand/omey who was not known to be a 
Pairy, received alltheHonoars, and like the Load- 
ilone, attrad^d all their Hearts ; for there the moft 
fincere Homages were paid to Beaaty alone» 
which flatter'd Toung and Handfomt with the EfFe^ 
of hers, fince there her Rank had not the leail 
Share. 

For AUdvrust as foon as (he appearM, foi^tdng 
the Love a Goddefs, or a Fairy, had for him, flew 
to Yomnt and Haudfime^ and approach'd her with 
the beS Grace in the World : Come, charming 

* Shepherdefs, faidbct accept of a Place more wor- 

* thy of you : fo delicate a Perfon is too much fu- 
' perior to the other Beauties, to flay intermix'd 
' with them.' Then offering hisHand, Young and 
Handfome^ pleafed with tlie Sentiments (he had in- 
fpired the young Shepherd with, fufFer'd herfelf 
to be led by him. Alidarus conducted her under the 
Pavillion, where fome young Shepherds, by AUdo* 
rus*s Orders, brought Bundles of Flowers and 
Greens, and raifed a kind of Throne, whereon 
they placed Toung and Hand/ome, The lovely young 
Shepherd laid himfelf at her Feet, the Nymphs fat 
by her, and the reft of the Company made a Ring, 
where every One Seated themfelves according to 
their Inclinations. 

The Circle of Beauties was a moft agreeable 
Sight. ; whf re the purling Streams and harmonious 
Symphony, iAtermix*d with the Warblings of the 
Birdj, which flock'd about them, made a compleat 
Coacert. Shepherds came in Troops to make their 
Court to Toung and Handfomt ; and one among them, 
who, was caird Iphis^ going up to the young Fairy, 

• Tho' this Scat whereon you are placed by Alido^ 

• rus, /aid bt to btr^ is very agreeable, yet notwith- 

• /landing it is very dangerous.' * 1 believe, replfd 

* tbt 
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* l^e Fairy fwith a Smilecapahle of capti'vaiing aU 

* Hearts^ theShephcrdefles of this Hamlet will hardly 

* pardon in me the Preference which Alldorus feems 

* to give me, before fo many Beauties much more 

* deferving.' * No, y2i/V Iphis, our ShepherdefTes arc 

* more juft, but a Goddefs loves Alidorus, * Then he 
telling her the whole Adventure of that lovely Shep- " 
herd, and having made an End of that Relation, 
th^ young Fairy turning herfelf towards Alidorus^ 
faid, with a gracious Smile, ' I will not create my-- 

' felf fb formidable an Enemy as the Goddefs, by 

* whom you arc beloved : Without Doubt, fhe hath 

* not deftined me the Place I poflcfs, therefore I (hall 

* furrender it up to her ;' and in faying thefe Words 
flic got up. * Stay, /aid Alidprus, looking on her 

* tenderly i andftopping her ; flay, beautiful Shepher- 

* dcfs, there is no Goddefs, whofe Tendernefs I 

* would not facrificeto the Pleafure of adoring you : 
' And that Goddefs Iphis hath told you of, is not 

* very fubtlc, at lead in Love- Affairs, to permit 

* me the Sight of you.' Young andHandfome could 
not then return any.Anfwer; for they took her out 
juft at the very Moment to dance. Never any Per- 
fon acquitted herfelf with fb good a Grace. And for 
the lovely Shepherd, -he even furpafsM himfelf. 
None of all the magnificent Entertainments at the 
Court of Young and Handfome ever gave her fo much 
Pleafure as this rural AfTembly ; for Love embel- 
lifhes all Places, where we can fee the Pcrfons we 

Mdorus fofit^d his Love increafc every Moment, 
and fwore a thoafand Times to facrificeall the God- 
deites and Fairies in the World to the tender Paffion 
his Shepherdefs infpired in him. Youfig and Hand- 
fome was charm'd with thefe fcJentiments of her be- 
loved Shepherd ; but was willing to make farther 
Trial of his Paffion. Iphis was amiable, and if ^lidc- 
rtu had not been there, without Doubt h^ had the 
Preference,; The Y9ung Fairy fpoketci \^m twice 
or iUiricc in a favourable Mana^t*) siad da.W'i ^^- 
un with him. 
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At which AUiorui conceived a Jealoufy as viofcijc 
as his Love, which was not onobfervM by Tsung-and 
Handfome ; who, thinking herfelf fure of her Shep- 
herd's Heart, forbore to torment him^ and fpo^e 
no more to Iphis all that Day ; bat caH jnoil favou- 
jable Looks on Alidorus^ which of themfelves were 
able to vanquifli the moH Ynfeofible. 

At Night this fair Aflembly broke up with Re- 
gret, when Toung and Handfome would not permit 
any of the Shepnerds to accompany her, but was 
followed by a thoufand Sighs : However, fhe pro- 
mifed Alidoru: to meet him the next Day in the 
Meadow, and then went away with her Nymphs. 
The Shepherds let them go, hoping, " by following 
at a Diliance, to know what Hamlet thofe divine 
Pcribns belonged to ; but as foon as they harl gain'd 
a little Wood, which 4eprivcd their rpfiowers of 
the Sight of them, fhe and her Nymphs difappear'd, 
and amufed themfelves fome Time to fee the Shep- 
herds fearching out the Path they believed xhey had 
gone. Young and Handfome obferved with Plcafure 
that Alidorus feem'd the mojl earkieft. Ifbis was in 
Defpair that they ftay'd fo long before tb^y puifued 
them ; anc} a great manv other Sheplierds; whofe 
Hearts the Nymphs had captivated, fpeM mo^ of 
the Night to End them out. 

Tsung and Handfome ret»ni*d to her Palace, where 
(tW a Fairy may have many Occafions to be abfeut) 
ihe found all her Lovers very uneafy, that they had 
npt feen \itx all tbe Day \ but none of them durfli^ re- 
proach her ; for thofe who wpre h^'r Lovers were 
forced to be fubmiflive and refpedful, or leave J^er 
Cour^ ^ So fevere was (he, that they durft not tell 
her of their Tendernefs ; but hoped only to gain 
her by their Afllduities, Refpcdl, and Conllancy. 

Touf^ and Handfome feem'd to take vjery little No- 
tice oi any Thing ; ihe -eatbut little, was often piu- 
fing, apd the Princes ber Admirers, who were'Ob- 
fcrvers of all itr Aftiooi* -thpught ,they lieard Her 

often 
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often iigh. She took Leave of her Court betimes, 
and retired to her ApartjneiiC ; £br when WC lire to- 
fee again thofe we love, every Thing that ob(lru£l» 
that Happinefs feems cold and troobleftnnc • 

1 he yonng Fairy» with kcr Nymphi> w«re IP-' 
flantly at her beloved Shepherd's Cabbin, com^calM 
in a Cloud, tie icem'd very xneUncholy for net 
finding out the \¥ajr his divine €hepberdeft ht^d 
taken, but found his Cottage as eharsntng as when 
he left it ; only calling his Eyes en the Fleor, be 
perceived it was changed, and inflead of the HiftQ- 
ries of GoddeiTes who were in Love with Shep- 
herds, he faw terribie Exannples^ of tonfortunafif 
Lovers, who were net ieierving of the Teoderoeff 
of thoie Divinities 1^ 

' You are in the right, rr^V thehvtly Biepbmf^ 

* you are in the right, Goddefs ; I deferve your An- 

* ger : But why fufferM you my Eyes to behold • 

* Shepherdefs fo lovely ? Alas ! what Deity was able 

* to withftand her Charms ?• 

Tcung and Handfime^ who w«3 then in the Cot- 
tage wncn Midorus pronounced thefe Words, lelt 
all her Softnefs and ^'endernefi redoubled. Thrnr 
appeared another magnifltent Supper, which Afidf'^. 
fus made not fo good a Ufe of as that of the Night 
before : He was too much in love, and at the Ouduo 
Time jealous ; he often recali'd in his Miad his 
Shepherdeis, her fpenkingto Ifkis^ but the Promiih 
(he made him, that he fhould fee her again the nejct. 
Day^ Tom ewhat mitigated his Pain. 

The little Love waited on him all thr Tim^ ; boC 
AUdorus, wholly tstken ap with his Di(i|«l«t, ^id 
not one Word to hioa. TlieT^Me difappear'd, and 
a voong Child making up to Aiidarutt presented hioi 
with two Sootes, in -which were nvagiiiftcknt Pidlwrea» 
and then flew away. 

The Shfc|jherd Iiptnedlatcly openM one of them, 
v^herein wits the fi£ti)re of a yduri^ Lildy 4>( a tiranU 
fcettdatit Beauty; tinder. whJHch thtils Word«i>(Kere 
WrntjfhittLettcr*s^Gold'.'^*V. ax.A ^; . v %. ;.o^ 
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Thi Haffintfs tonfifts in bis Tendernefs. 

' Who but he who hath feen my Sbepherdefs, faid 

* AHdorus, Iwdting on the Psdure, could re/ift thefe 

* Charms ?' Then ihutting the Box» he laid it care- 
lefljT on the Table» and afterwards he open'd the 
either Box : But how great was his Surprize, when 
he faw the Picture of his Shepherdefs, (hining with 
mil thofe Charms that had fo lively an Imprefllon on 
bis Heart! 

She was painted in the Drefs he faw her in 
that Duy* with her Head-drefs of Flowers ; and fo 
tranfported was h^ with his Love, that 'twas a long 
while before he perceived thefe Words* which were 
written under it : 

forget her Charms, or thy Love ivill he fatal jo thee. 

* Alas ' cfy*d AlidoruSy what Happinefs is there 
*- without my Shepherdefs ?' This Tranfport charm'd 
Toung and Hanafome. That fine Pi^uve Alidorus 
defpiiedy was an imaginary one, by which the young 
Fairy had a Mind to try whether her Shepherd would 
prefer her to fo beautiful a Perfon, who feem*d to be 
a Goddefs, or a Fairy $ but fatisBed with his Love, 
ihe returned to her Palace* after (he had, by a Signal, 
calPd her Nymphs together, who were gone to fee 
after their Lovers. 

Some of them were very well pleafed with theirs, 
having found them thinking and fpeaking of them 
with PaOion i others again were dilTatisBed with' the 
Efife^ls of their Beauty, having found their Shep- 
herds afleep» who in the Day-time appeared very amo- 
rous, but were not in love enough to keep them wak- 
ingall Night. 

The Young Shepherdefs went to Bed when (he ar- 

rired at her rahce, pleafed with ^he Love of her. 

Shepherd, and ftgitateid only with the fweet Impati- 

MCe of Iccing hiui ag^. For dUiJ^rus^ he flept a 
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little ; and without difquieting himfelf with the Me- 
naces he read under the Pidtures, thought of nothing 
but the Meadow, where he hoped to (ee his Shepher- 
defs the next Dajy which he thought approached too 
flow. 

He drove his Flock to the fortunate Place where 
he firftfaw ToungandHaruifomit his little Dog watch- 
ing them, while his Mafter dream'd of his Shep- 
herdefs. 

Toung and Handfome was that Daj, again ft her 
Will, obliged to give Audience to reverarAmbafTa- 
dors that came from neighbouring Princes. Never 
were Audiences more (hort ; jet beft Part of that Day 
was fpent in thofe troublefome Ceremonies, and the 
voung Fairy fuffer'd as much as her Shepherd, who 
languifhed under a mod cruel Impatience. The Sun 
(tt, and Aisdorusy who thought he fhould not fee liis 
divine Shepherdefs that Day, was in the greateft 
Grief imaginable : he iigh'd and bewail'd his ill For- 
tune a thoufand Times, made thefe Verfes on her 
Abfence, and with the Iron of his Crook engrav'd 
them on a young Elm.

The lovely Shepherd, tranfportcd wirh Joy, ca/l 
himfelf at her Feet* afid» by bi< Sitf^nce infomi'd 
the Fairy more^ than if be had vfed ihe niioft piithe- 
tick Eloquence. Y^Hf^g ^md Handfmf ratied him up^ 
and he found himfcif iQloatbi^d io a ftafely Habit i then 
the Fairy touching tbo QroHOCi Wttb b^r Qroolc, 
there appeared e fliegAificent Chariot, drawn by 
twelve white Horfes, very beautiful, and harnefs'd 
four a-breaft. Tmng ^nd fi^ndf^mi got into the 
Chariot, and made bev (ovelf $bi^ard (it by her ^ 
and as foon a^ tbe Nympi^s had takei thejr Places, 
the Horfes, which had iW »^fd of ajny Guide to 
obey the Fairy's Intentionsj par;ied them profently 
to a Caftle T^ung gndffavdfmf took gre^^t Dejight in, 
which (he had embellilh'd with all her Art, and call'd 
tbe Caftle of Flowers.. , ..^ ... 
] The youn^ fmy ^^^ l>«r,l»ppy Lover arrived in a 
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gr^t Cottt, funotinded by PalKAdoe® Brcaft- 
high, cover'd over witk Jeflamines'ainl Gtrons, fcy 
which there rak a fine R-iver^ ©il the other fide of 
which werri MeMows almbtl out of Sight, where 
the fume River ffM)n<d b Several Meanders, ot if loth 
fe leave fo charming aii Abode. 

The Caflie was andh more to be admired for i tt 
Architednrey than £xceib>t : There were twelve A- 
partmeats in \U each of whkh had its dffi«ren< £r- 
oellency, they. being lafge, btit> ooft capabk of coih- 
taining the whole Court of Young and Handfomty 
which was both mtmcroirs snd magnthcefit 

The young Fairy always came to this Caftle when 
fhe had a Mind to be retired, attended only by fa- 
vourite Nym(>hSf and fouie of the Oficers of her 
Hottihbld. She conduced her Shepherd into the A- 
partment of Myrtles, where all the Furnitare coo* 
fifted of Myrtle, always in Flower, interwoven with 
fo much Art, as (bew'd the Fairy's delicate Talle ih 
the moil fimple Thinprs. Thus all the Apartinenta 
were ftn'mlh^d with Flowers, which perfumed the 
Air with their Fragrancy. 

Taung and Handjwne had bani(h'd thence Winter, 
and never permitted the Heats of Suonner to intrude 
on (q agreeable a Place, bst to enjoy with niore Plea'* 
fure tiie Beitnty of 'the Baths ; which Apartotent was 
made of Blue and white Porphyry finely wrought, 
with Baths of different Sisee and Forms: 'i hat uhich 
Toung and Handfome bathed in, was one in tire To- 
paz of exqufitte Beauty, over which was a Canopy 
of yellow iiftd Silver Brocade, adorned with Pearh, 
fupported by four Pillars of Aniethyft. Aiidorus, 
who was intirely taken up with the Happinefs of 
looking on his lovely Fairy, and feeing her leniibie of 
his Paffion, obferved hardly any of ihefe Wonders. 
A tender and pleafant Converiation enchanted thefe 
happy Lovei^ a long Time in the Apartment of Myr* 
tics ; a magnificent Supper was ferved up in the Hall 
of Jonqutbt which WM rollow'd by an Entertainment^ 
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whereib the Nymphs reprefented in N^ftk tht 
Loves of Diana and Efufymion, 

Touftfr and Hand fome^ who forgot^ I'^tnrn to her 
Palace, pafs'd the Reniainder of tJ* Night in the A- 
partment of Narciffus % and Aidorus, tranfported 
with Love, was* a long whiU before, he could taftc 
the Sweets of Sleep in the Apartment of Myrtles* 
wher«the NvmphsconduA* d him after Supper : And 
that Night the Fairy, who was not willing to ufe her 
Power to calm an agreeable Diforder» dept not till 
Day break, 

Alidorus, who long'd with Impatience to (ee the- 
charming Fairy again^waited fome 7imefor that hap- 
py Moment in the Hail of Jonquils : he had neg- 
ledted nothing in his Drefs chat could add to hisnatu* 
ral Graces and Beauties ; And Toung and Handfome 
who appeared more charming than Fenus^ fpent Part 
of that Day with Alidorus and her Nymphs in the 
Gardens of the Caftle> the Beauties of which fur- 
pafs'd Defcription. 

They had a fmall Regale in a delightful Wood,, 
where Midorus for fome Time onjoy'd the Pleafure of 
declaring his Paflion for Toung and Handfome, who 
returning that Night to her Palace, promiied Aiido* 
rus to coine again the next Day. Never was any Ab- 
fence of fo Ihort a Time fo muth regretted ; the 
Shepherd wifh'd pafllonately to have rollow'd the 
Fairy : flie being willing to conceal her Tendernefs 
from her Court, delir'd him to (lay in the Garden of 
Flowers None ever enter'd this CafUe without her 
Order ; and for her Nymphs, ihe fear'd nor their 
difcovering her Secrets ; for thofe of Fairies, are aU 
ways fafe, and never divulged. She afk'd Alidoruj 
for his little Dog, to take him along with her ; for 
what pleafes thofe we love is always dear to us. 

After the young Fairy was gone, the Shepherd, to 
entertain his Diiquiet, rather than divert it». went 
farther into the Wood, to dream on his adorable Fai- 
ry I and in a little Mead, that was in the oiidft or the 

Wood, 
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Wood, enamel'd with FIowcm, and water'd hy a 
delicate Spring, he faw his Flock (kipping on the 
Grafs, and guarded byiix youngSlavesof goodMein, 
cloatbed in Habits of h]uc iind Gold, with Collar^ 
and Chains of the ianie . His - favourite Ewe foon 
knew her Mafter, and came to him ; Alidorus ca« 
refs*d her, and was fenfibly touch'd at the Care Toung 
und Handfome had for him. 

The young Slaves fhew'd Alidorus their Hut* which 
was juft by, at the End of a fhady Alley, which lit- 
tle Abode was built all of Cedar* in which there ap- 
peared the Cyphers of Taung and Handfomt and Alt" 
dorus mix^d together, with this Infcription in Letters 
of Gold on a large Turquoife : 

How plea f ant is the Jkveet Abode ^ 

Where nty Charmer* s FUik doth feed ! 

By the Shepherd Vm helo^^d. 
In Blifs no God can me exceed. 

The lovely Shepherd return'd to th^ Caill<; of 
Flowers, charm 'd with the Bounties of the young 
Fairy ; who ihe next Day came again to her happy 
Lover, as ihe promifed. How great was his Joy to 
fee her again 1 All that the young Fairy had done be* 
fore, never gave him fo great a Pleafure. She fpent 
almoft all her Time in the CafVle of Flowers, and 
feldom appearM at her Court j \*here the Princes her 
Lovers felt a mortal Grief, fince all was facrificed to 
the happy Alidorus. 

But it was impoflible for fo great a Felicity to laft 
long without fome Dit'aller. Another Fairy had 
feen the lovely Shepherd, and found her Heart fenfi- 
ble of his Charms. 

One Evening, when Toung and Handfome was gone 
to her Court, Alidorus^ taken up with his Love, fat 
muiing in the Hall of Jonquils ; when hearing a little 
Noile at oneof the Windows, and looking that Way, 
he perceiv'd a great Light, and foon after faw on a 
Table jult by where he fat> a little Woman^ about 
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half a Yard high, vtT^p" old, wi(1i Ma/r M wfcite t% 
Bnowi and an old faAioA'd RufF and Fartiingak.. 
' I tm tHe Fairy MordUafff^ fmidjbt nlheSbejh

After thefe Words, the wicked Fairy ieem'd all oa 
« flidden as large, as ihe feeni'd at fir(l h'ttle, and ia 
difs^ppearing made a terrible Noife. The next Day 
Ifttng and Handfomt came again to the Caftle of Flow- 
ers : Alukrus told her his Adventure ; they both 
knew the Fairy Mordicant to be both old and ugly, 
and very fcnfible of Love. The two Lovers pafs^d a 
.iKoufand Jells on her PaOIon, and never made theui- 
felves a Moment uneafy at the Effefts of her Reveng« i 
for to be a fuccefsful Lover, and think of Misfortunes 
to come, is a Thing unufual. 

Eight Days after, Tomug and Handfrme and the 
lovely Shepherd went to take the Air in a fine gill 
Boat on that River, which furrounded the CaiUe of 
Flowers, foJIow'd by their fmall Court, in very fine 
Boats ; Ttung and Handfimeh was cover'd «ith a 
Canopy of a light Biue and Silver fluff, with Oara 
of the faine, attended by otbeid fuU of Muficians.

Aiidtrust moffie in Lov.e tlum tver, regarded nocUng 
but Twng Aud Hmmd/ime^ vrhofe Beaut/ that Dajr 
appeared .QfiOfC cfaarmkig to him than euer. 

In the midft of their Plcaftires^ twelve Syrem 
aroTe out of the Water, ibUow'd fooa afrer hy as obb** 
uy Trifonj ; who tanging themielvcs hy the Hoftt^ 
ide which Toung tmd Hundfuae was in, t4ie Trkotis 
with theif concave Shdls, performed a moil agreeftblc 
Symphony, and tbe Syrens ffoiff moft alluring A>rs9 
wluchamufed tiie'yQungPaif7aiid Sheplierd fomeTime. 
Toung and Haudfome^ who was uied to Tuch like Di- 
ver^ns, thought ti iiad heen prepared by thofe whom 
flie entrufted with that Care ; when thofe perndiom 
Triims and Syrenty laying their Hands on the Boat« 
fenk down with it luddeniy. 

AU that Mdorus fe«ur'd» was the Danger the young 

Fairy ran, a:nd would have ran towards her, bat the 

Ttitoms cavrred Jitni away ; while Toung atid Hmnd* 

/amet forced away by the Syrens^ was put into her 

own Palace. 

As one Fah'y has no Po>\i*er over anather, the jea- 
lous Mordiffottt limited her Reve»ige, in inaktiLr 
Ttaatg mid. HiwJjfeme endime all the Torjuects a crua 
Abfence could oeate. In tiie mean Time Aiidortn 
twas convey'd by the. Tmioas iato a CerrtSle Caftlle^ 
guarded by winged .Doagona, where Mordicant^ r&- 
folved to make the Shepherd anfwer her Lave, or re^- 
venge her^lf oa hvs.Dtfiiajn. They put \iim into a 
dark Bnooi, wi^re Mordiatttty all iiuatngwith Jew^ 
els, came to him, and ipoke of Iter Tendernefs».-whaiii 
the Shepherd, m De^tair for being (eparatfisd ffoqn 
iTtiUfig omd Hand/ome^ tieated with cheutuBufirCoti^ 
tempt aadDifciain. 

MoKdieant*s Rage wms ineicpceiiblr, and her Love 
too violent todeftroy the Perfon who was the Cau& 
ol* it. She re£blvedi, .after keeping jUidnrus fbme 
1 mK tathis jnoft difisal Prifon, to vanquilh hi:; Fide- 
lity by new Artifififis^.aad to that End traofporcetl 
hioi fuddenly into a luaigoificeiit Palace, where be was 
firrvt'd with a Poaip ju> way inferior to wthatikc had 
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(een in the Cadle o^ Flowers. She endeavour'd to 
cliflipate hisGriet by a tboufand agreeable Entertain- 
ments ; and the mod beautiful Nymphs in the World* 
which com|>ored her Court* feemM to ftrive which 
fliould have the Honour of pleafing him. They 
never fpoke to Alidorus of the wicked Fairy's Love ; 
that faithful Shepherd languifh'd in the midft ot 
Pleafuresy and was as much in Defpair fof his Ab« 
fence from Toung and Handfime^ at all the moft gal* 
lant Entertainments, as when in his difmal Prifon. 

In the mean Time, Mordicant hoped that the Ah* 
fence of Toung and Handfomey the continual Piea- 
fures (he endeavoured to amufe him with, and the 
Sight of fo many charming Perfons, might in the End 
render the Heart of the Shepherd unfaithful : Her 
Defign, by prefenting fo many beautiful Nymphs to 
his View, was to find out what Sort of B;auty he 
liked bed* that fhe might affuirie a Form according- 
ly ; fometimes fhe appeared a charming Brown, and 
fometimes a mod delicate Fair. 

Love, who can do every Thing, then fufpended 
her natural Cruelty ; but her Defpair of not being 
able to (hake the Conftancy of Alidorus^ rekindled 
her Rage fo much, that (he refolved to deftroy that 
charming Shepherd, and to make him a Vidtim to 
that unmken Love he preferved for Toung and 
Hand/ome, 

.One Day as (he was watching undifcover'd, (he 
hezrd jilidoruSf who was leaning over the Banifters 
of a Gallery that iook'd towards the Sea* fighing 
grievoufly, and making fuch tender and piercmg Com* 
plaints, as (hewed the lively PaiHon he had for the 
young Fairy ; when tranfported with Rage* (he ap- 
pear'd to him in her own natural Shape, and after 
having cad a thoiifand Reproaches on him, confined 
him in a Prifon, and told him, that in three Days he 
ihould be facrificed to her Hatred, by the moft cruel 
Punifhments a defpifed Lover could inf)i6l. 

Jlidorusy fox his Part, valued hot his Life, which 
was infupportable to him when abfent from Toung 

ani 
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mndUandfomi ; and as he was fatisfied he had nothing 
to apprehend on her Part from Mordicant*z Anger, 
he expe^ed, with Firmnefs of Mind, the Death which 
had been pronounced. 

In the mean Time Toung and Handfome^ who was 
as faithful as her Shepherd, groan'd under her Grief 
of lofing him. The Syrens^ as foon as they had 
carried her to the Palace, difappeat'd, and the young 
Fairy, not doubting but that it was the cruel Mordi* 
cant that had carried Alidorus away, could not dif- 
guiie from her Court the Grief which her Tender- 
nefs* for her Shepherd, and her Lofs of him ere* 
ated. 

How many Kings were there jealous of the Mif- 
fortunes to which the wicked Fairy precipitated 
Alidwrus \ What a Rage were the Princes her Ad- 
mirers in, when they underdood that they had a 
Rival beloved, and iaw her (hed Tears for him ! 
Yet their Hopes revived at the loiing of him, for 
they were feniible that Yfiung and Handfome knew at 
well how to love as to pleafe : They redoubled 
their Importunities, and every one flatter'd himfelf 
with the pleafing Hope of fucceeding that happy 
JLover i when Toung and ffandfome^ equally afflicted 
with the Abfence of JliJarus^ and wearied with the 
Love of his Rivals, left the Court, and retired to the 
Caftleof Flowers. . ^ 

The Sight of that ciniritiing Abode, where every 
Thing reminded her of h^ lovely Shepherd, aug- 
mented her Grief and Tendernefs ; when one Day as 
(he was walking in thofe plea fan t Gardens, * Alas ! 

* /aid Jbiy hoking on the Ornaments that emhellijh d 

* it, I once took a Pleafure in you, but am now too 

* much taken up with my Grief, to think of adding 

* to your Beauties.' 

As flie made an End of thefe -Words, fhe per- 
ceived the Flowers moved by a gentle Wind, and 
faw them ranged in a different Manner : At firft 
they reprefentcd the Cyphers of Toung and Hand^

ZephiruSf fully convinced of the young Fairy's 
Conftancy, and having no Hopes left, flew to the 
korrible Pri(bn where AUdorus was kept, attended 
hy flx impetuous Weilern Winds, which open'd the 
Prifon Doors, and afterwards carrie^l the lovely 
Shepherd in a bright Clcud to the Cattle of Flow- 
c«s; where, after he had furvcy'd him, his Afto- 
nifliment was not fo great at the Fidelity of Young" 
4tnd'Hand/ome» 

AUdorus and Young- and-Handfome^ overjoy'd to 
fee one another again, thought each other more 
amiable, and loved more tenderly. Thefe two Lo- 
vers return'd the Gcd a thoufand Thanks, who af- 
terwards left them, and return'd to Thra, 

Young-and-Hand/omet vw'illing that all her Court 
(hould partake of her Happinefs, celebrated her 
Marriage by a thoufand Sports throughout the Ex- 
tent of her Empire, notwithttanding the Grief of 
the Piinces her Lovers, who were &pe<?aior$ of the 
Triumph of the lovely Shepherd : And that flie 
might be under no Apprehenflons for the future of 
Mordicarith Rage againfl Altd$rust learnt him the 
Fairy Art, and prefenred him with the Gift of per- 
petual Youth. After having bcflow'd fo great a 
Blefling on her happy Lover, mindful of his Glory, 
flie gave him the Caftle cf Flowers, and made. him 
feo DC acknowledged Sovereign of that Country, 
where his Anceftprs had formerly reign'd; fo.that 
he became the greateft of Kings, where he had l)efn 
thejD9ft charming of S.hcpherds; - 
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The Ccntinuailon of the Story of Den Ferdinand 

of Toledo. 



DON Terdinand had ^^aki'd (b mnch the At- 
tention of his Hearers, that Day came infen- 
fibly upon them, when Leonora and Matilda, who 
feem'd no ways inclinM to fleep, were deiired by 
their Lovers >to go into their Cabbin, to take fome 
Reft in the Micffi of all their Tioubles. I'hey were 
juft entering into the Cuiph o^ Venice y when the 
Weather changing fudtlenly, put them in fome Fear 
for their Lives ; and being tofs'd by the Winds and 
Waves fome Time, they found themfelves drove 
above an hundred Leagues from the Gulph ; and 
upon -the Weather's changing, and the Sea's grow- 
ing calm again, v/erjc attacked 4>y two Brigantines» 
commanded by Zcrcmy^ a famous Corfair, who came 
upon them £o foon after the TcAipell, that they had 
hardly Time to think of defending themfelves. Af- 
ter the iirft Broadfidc, the Spanijh Captain ftruck, 
and the young Lovers faw themfelves reduced to the 
hard Neceffity of acknowledging a Ccrfair for their 
Mailer. I don't pretend to reprefent the Excefs of 
their Grief, which is mucti more eafy to comprehend ; 
the Ship was foon crowded with Titrks^ who not 
only robbM them of their EfFedls, but alio of their 
Liberty: However, as they might judge^ i>y the 
Reiped that was ihew'd thofe Ladies, and ^he Mag- 
niiicenceof their Clothes, that they were of conii- 
derable Quality, they treated them with more Ci- 
vility than they could expe<^ from Earbariam, 

Zoromy took the two Lovers and their MiilrefTes 
on board him, and bid Leonora and Matilda^ in 
hrenchy not aiflid themfelves; for that he would

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poUiblc. To which they anfvver'd only with their 
Tears, that difcover'd the Great nefs of their Sor- 
row ; which went to the very Hearts of the two 
Spaniards, though they fupported it with a great 
deal of Courage. When Leonora had an Opportu- 
nity to fpeak to Don Ferdinand y (lie faid lo him,

* reply* d Jhe, in the miferable Condition we are in, 

* and prepare ourfclves wiihouc Woaknefs.' • You 

* have too much Courage, /aid he, which I am 

* aft aid proceeds from your IndifFcrence.' * How 

* can you form to yourfelf fuch Sufpicions, reply*d 

* Jhe, twitha melancholy Look, fince what 1 have done 

* for you, in leaving my Father's Houfe, is a fuf- 

* ficient Proof of my Fricndlhip V * I am not un- 

* grateful. Madam, anf<wer*d Don Ferdinand, but 

* a miferable Wretch, oppres'd with the moil fatal 

* Strokes of Fortune, therefore pardon my Fears ; 

* were you not fo dear to me, I (hould be lefs un- 

* juft.' Such tender Sentiments afforded the lovely 
Leonora great Comfort, whoexpreie'd hers* in Terms 
more proper to afluagchis Grief Ihey agreed to 
go to fpeak to Zcrcmy, to know his Intentions, and 
what Sum he afk'd for their Ranfom ; but as foon as 
that Propofuion was made, the proud Corfair ini- 
pofed Silence. * Thtfe Lauies muft think, /aid he, 
"* to pleafe the Grand Vifier Achmet^ to whom I 

* determine to make a i refent of them, for the 

* many Obligations I have received.' 

What News was diis to Ptrfons that loved fa 
-well, and flatter'd thcmfelves with being fet at Li- 
berty ! When Don Ferdinand io\^ Leonora of it, (he 
-was flruckwith the moil lively Grief; but thinkins:

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it too great a Wcakncfs to abandon hcrfelf indrely 
to her Sorrows, and feeing the Fain (he gave her 
generous Lover, (he refolved to have Recourfc to 
her Coura^, to ftifle one Part, and to conceal the 
ether as ;f»uth as pofiible. And for Don James and 
"Matilda^ their Sentiments and Refolutions were no 
lefs jyencrous ; they fworc to each other an eternal 
Love, which was at that Time their only Comfort, 
The .Wind proving favounible, they arrived in a 
fhort 1 ime at ConJiantincpUy where the Ladies diC- 
embark'd, and were conduced to Zoromy% Houfc, 
where they (laid fome Time to reft them(elves after 
the Fatigue of their Voyage, that they might reco- 
ver the natural Vivacity of their Eyes, and the 
Fre(hnefs of their Complexions ; he clothed tliem, 
after the Turkijh Manner, in Cloth of Gold, and 
had their. Jewels fetin Chains of Gold, faftening 
them to their Arms. Don Ferdinand and Don James 
had Slaves Habits of the fame Stuf; but their good 
Mien fet them off more than Zoromy\ Jewels. Thu« 
drcfs'd they were all Four carried to a Country- 
Seat of the Grand Viiier's, nigh CtHfiaidinopl^ 
wkich he ufed to retire to with a imall Court to di^ 
vert himfelf. Achmet received Zcrcmy after ai3 ob- 
liging Manner, admired the good Mien of hi« 
Slaves, and told him he had never beheld anyThir.g

* tune for the future, fince wkat has befel me; 

* therefore I beg of you not to think me ungrate- 

< fill, if I (hew not all the 8en(i|)ility I owe to your 

* Favour: 
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Favour : But, Sir, abided Jhe^ thro'wing ber/elf at 
his Feet, if you would dry up my Tears, be pica- 
* . {cA to fet a Price on our Liberty, that we may (et 
' our Friends and Relations again.* To which he 
anfwer'd, • Since that fair Danrtfel is thy >ifler, 
' and thefe Slaves thy Brothers, I will grant you 

* what you alk for them 5 but for yourfelf, I raud 

* take Tome Time to think of it.' Bv this Adfwcr 



they knew that Jchmet gave them their Liberty, 
only to feparate them from i eonora ; and being re- 
folved not to leave her, they made the Vifier this 
Aniwer, with a great Deal of RefpeA : * We de- 

* ierve not, Sir, the Favour you arc pleafed to 

* grant us, if we make ufe of it before we have 

* fhcw'd ourfelves worthy of it ; therefore we make 

* bold to beg of you to fuffer as to remain fome 
*^ Time in the Nurt^ber of your Slaves to pay our 

* Acknowledgments^' Which Achfktt confentcd to; 
and after having told the Corfair, that he (hould al- 
ways remember the Prefent he had made, he con- 
dueled Leonora and Matildii into the Apartment or 
his Women, where he kept ibme of the fined in 
the World ; he being a Man given up intirely to 
his Pleafures, but not fo much as to negledk any 
ways the Affairs of the Publick. He was both hand* 
fome, generous, and gallant, fince he had feen fe- 
veral other Courts, befides that of Conftantinople, 

Thefe two Spanijh Lsidies he lodged in an Apart- 
ment of furprizing Beauty and Magnificence, and 
came conftantly every Day to fee Leonora ; befides 
the confidcrable Prefents he fent, which were Aifli- 
cient to inform that beautiful Lady what terrible 
Circuroftances (he was in, and that he would not 
wait long for Favours he might command : There- 
fore fhe fometimes told him, that whatever was pof- 
fefs'd by Force, always in the End had fome fatal

His Soul 
was in continual Alarms. £rfl, for the Weaknefsof 
the Sex> and next, on Account of the Vifier's 
Power. Don James, whofe Uneafinefs upon Matil- 
da*s Account was not (b great, comforted him the 
bed he could, and endeavour'd to mitigate his Paios» 
Leonora prolong'd the Time the Vifier had pfefcribed 
for her to pledge her Faith, and receive his, as long 
as (he could v &nd though /he had great Reaibn to 
commend her own Proceedings, yet was fhe no lefs 
afRiwted than Don Ferdinand. In (hort, the Vifier 
prefs'd her at lad to determine on what fhe intended 
to do, telling her, that he intended to marry her, 
and make her happy, and that he fhould exped her 
Anfwer the fird Time he came ; at which Leonora 
appeared melancholy and thoughtful. After he was 
gone, Matilda came in, and feeing the I'ears trick- 
ling down her Cheeks, aik'd what new Subjeft fhe 
had for that Grief. Whereupon die told her all 
that had pafs'd, and fpoke of Don Ferdinand whh. 
a great deal of Tendemefs ; but perceiving the Vi- 
fier lidening behind the Clofet-Door that belong'd 
to another Room, but open'd into that, and fecm- 
ing not to know he was there, continued the Dif- 
courfe, and faid t • I am fenfible, that if Don Fer^ 
^ dinand had been faithful, I diould not have been 
• able to have difpenfed with the Oaths we made, 
' but fhould have lod my Life to have preferved my 
' Hei t his ; nsty, no Separation fhould have alter'd 
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* my Scnrimentj: But the ungrateful Wretch has 

* been falfe ; you know. Sifter, how bafely he has 
^ ufcd me; I am refolved to forget him, for my 

* own Quiet Sake, and never to fpeak to him more.' 
7 he Vifier retired very much concem'd, and 

could not forbear afking MatiUa feveral Queftions, 
w he knew too well what Anfwers to return ; and 
Lecnora being informed by her of what pafs*d be- 
tween them, and knowing that (he ought to manage 
a Lover, in whofe l^ower (he was, with a great deal 
of Art, (lie fent for him into her Chamber, who 
when he came in, difcover'd by her Looks the Grief 
fhe was opprefs'd with. • Complain not. Sir, /aid 

* Jbe, that my Heart was engaged before I knew 

* you, which I could not refolve to own ; but fince 

* you are informed of it, you know alfo how falfe 

* he has proved to me ; and if you will allow me 

* fome Time to calm my Troubles, I can promiie 

* you all the Marks of the Acknowledgment I owe 
•* to your Goodnefs.' * 1 conMs, /aid ibe^ myLovc- 
^ and Honour were both offended, to find there was 

* a Competitor with roe for your Heart ; I was not 

* furprized at thy Indifference, which I attributed^ 

* to thy Youth ; nay, I flatter 'd myfelf with the 

* Hopes that I might be the firfl that might touch- 

* thy Heart with fome Tendernefs ; but, alas ! cruel 
•' Fair, I dare not now hope for it.' As he made an 
End of thefe Words, he caft his Eycson Leonora, to 
feek fome Eafe in hers ; and (he, at that very Time, 
looking favourably at biro, pleafed him as well a^ if 
(be had faid the moft obliging Things in thfr World. 
Ihus (he manaH.ed while (be meditated on her 
Flight; to bring which about, (beneglefted nothing 
to gain Time, and make ufe of the firft Opportunity 
that offer'd ; to which End Fortune was not flow at 
ih\s Time. 

1 be Grand Seignior return'd to Con/lantinopky 
where the Vi(ier was obliged to attend ; and as Le^ 
ottora was not then in a perfed State of Health, he 
would not put her to the Fatigue of a Icurney ; 



when going into her Chamber to take his Leave, 
he faid, • My charming Leettoraj I am going from 

* you for two or three Days, and fcem as if I left 

* my better Part behind me, fmce nothing but the 

* Remembrance of thy Promifes could make nae rc- 

* folve on it Alas I what will beeome of me, if 

* you fhoald not keep them, and I (hoold \o(e thee? 

* O Heavens! if——' And (topping ihere^ 
he ftood fomc Time mofing, which put Leonora into 
a terrible Fright, left he mould have difcovci^d her 
Defign ; but rcfomirig thieDifcourfe afvain, he cryM 
out, * No, I will not alarm my (elf wJtK any ground* 
' letis Fears ; Leonora h^ granted me her I^eve/ 

* Yes, you poflefs it intire, interrupted Leonora; 
' I ihould think myfelf unfit to live, if I anfwer'd 

* your Paflion with IndiiFerence : Go whither yotir 
' Duty calls you, and fear not but your Return 
' back will be acceptable to me/ Achmet was ia 
much afFe£led with what fhe faid, that he gave her 
a thou ian<! A^ariances of an everUlUng Paffion; 
and when he bid her adieu, it was in {o touching a 
Manner, that one would have thought him in tlte 
moft inexpreflible Agonies. 

YiotiFirdinahd and Don y<«jw^haviftg been itl- 
form'd of their MiJtrcflesDefigns, feconded them 
with fo happy a Succe/s, as to iind out the Means 
to hire a Ve/Tel : Leonora having gain'd fome Chrtf- 
tian Slaves intirely devoted to h)?r, who, upon a 
Signal given, fet the Seraglio on Fire in feveral 
Parts at once \ the Confufion and Diforder that ge- 
nerally attend thofe Sorts of Accidents, facilitated 
our Lovers Entry into the Womens Apartments, 
and gave them an Opportunity to carry oS Leonora^ 
Matilday and fome trufty Slaves: And as the Pa- 
lace was (ituated by the Sea-fide, Sloops waited for 
to carry them on board the VelTel ; which, as fo.M 
as they came, weigh'd Anchor, and fail'd away 
vyith a favourable Wind for the Gulph of Venice.

Uut to return to the Marquis of Toledo: He no 
jfboriej knew of ^fczrsr^i's being gone, but be pre- 
pared to follow after her ; and the Coqnt de tuen^ 
/«, who was very much afHifted, went with him, 
and neglc6ttd no Means to overtake thefe ^un-away 
Children; but, as it happen'd, took the wrong 
Route. Though the Count de Fu3npes*s Concern was 
extraordinary, yet it became not fo extravagant as 
the Marquis's Grief, who threaten'd to dinnherit 
his Son ; and was fo much diforder'd thereby, that 
his Phyficians thought him in fo great Danger, that 
Don Ferdi'nanJ^s Friends endeavoured, by the refped- 
ful Letters he Tent, to appeafe him.

fices he did his Neighbours ; fince there was no 
Quarrel, but he made them up, nor any Marriage, 
or Affair of Confequence concluded, before his 
Advice was taken. He was of a good Family, but 
had little or no Fortune, which made him fubmit to 
marry a very homely Wom^n, who was refolved to 
lay out what tttt could to r.iake herfelf handfome, 
botwithftartding their Circumllances would not al- 
low it.

« cruel Fate of all Duelifts, (hould your Defign be 
' known to any of your Enemies, you would be 

* obliged to quit the Kingdom immediately.' * My. 

* Honour, Oiifiwer'd Dandinardiere, has always 

* been dearer to me than my Life; (hould I bear 

* thofe Infults, 1 might leave my Houfe : Thefc 

* Norman Dogs treat me iU ; not that I call them 

* Dogs, Sir, /aid he, to affront you, but only out 

* of Excefs of my Paffion to Ville<uilU^ * Sir, r^- 

< fly'd Monfieur de St Thomas, I don't take Things 

* JO literaUy ; but to let 'you ^^t Viorw mwiK I ?Lia 
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* devoted to your Service, if you are rcfolved ta 

* fight, I am ready to carry the Challenge.' This 
Propofition farprized Dandinardiere ; the Danger 
he was in abated his Pailion, and his Friend's Zeal 
at this Time feem'd the moft infupportable Thing 
in the Wo'ld. After ibme mufing, he reply'd, • Da 

* you think in your Confcience, that if I (hould 

* fight with this Clown, the Court will not take 

* Notice of it ?' • You need but appoint the Place^ 

* reply^d the Baron \ I know Vilk'ville will not re- 

* fufe you.' * Is he then a Man of Bravery V /i«- 
yoy^rVDardinardiere, ytf/«Mv>&«/ dlforder'd, * Yes, 

* to Railmefs, reply* d the Barony he has kill 'd more 

* Men in his Life-time, than fome have Flies.' * I 

* am glad at my v^x^ Soul o^X^^KJaid he- putting thr 

* heft Face he, could on the Matter ; ( remember the 
' fixteenth Duel I foi>ght, I kill'd my Antagonk!: 

* before he well knew where he was.' ' Oh ! I 

* never quellion'd your Abilities, added the Baron \ 

* but do you intend me the Pleafure of being {tr- 

* viceable to you ?' * I am determined on it, bat 

* will do nothing ra(hly,y2z/V Dandinardiere ; Ifhall 

* have the Honour to fee you again in two or three 

* Days Time.' Thea changing the Difcourfe, they 
talk'd of what News theie was from Paris and the 
Army. 

Moniieur de St. Thomas had much ado to forbear 
laughing before our Cit's Face, and therefore got 
away as fad as he could, being naturally gay, and 
of a quick and ready Apprehenfion ; and feeing 
the Perplexity Dandinardiere was in,, and that he 
was more vexed at himfelf for boafting fo mucky, 
than at Vilhvilh fop his Affront, was refolved xxy 
carry on the Matter to make Sport ; and having ar 
Valet, a notable Felk)w, who was a Gafioniard^ 
and no ways wanting in all the natural Qualifica* 
tions of his Country, whom inftruftingin what he 
ihould do, he fent, two or three Days afterwards » 
to Dandinardiere^ in a BufF-Coat, a black Crape 
Neckcloth, a large brim'd Hat, a great leathern 
Belt, in which hong the m.Q& xtmm^ ^^^^cvl^ "^^^ 
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had ever been fcen (ince the Time of William the 
Conqueror. Dandinardiere was walking along by 
the Sea-Shore, when all on a fudden he faw this 
BuliyhutF fo ntgh him, that notwithilaoding his 
great Deiire to (hunhim,yet he could not well do it. 

• AxQ noi yovLj /aid the ether, Monfieur Dandinaf' 

• diere?' ' How?' retlied he^ trembling. * How! 

• continu* d the other y wnat do you mean oy that An- 

• fwerr* * I mean, faid Dandinardiere, that I 

• don't know you, and am not very fond of any 

• new Acquaintance; therefore I anfwer in two 

• Words, that I am call'd perhaps Dandinardiere^ 

• and perhaps not.' • Then your How is explain'd, 

• faid eur Eranjo ; for my Part, t muft tell yoa, 

• without Ceremony, that I^onfieur /^/Ztt/zV/t being 

• informed of your Behaviour, deiires you to meet 

• him three Days hence, in the next Wood ; I am 

• to be his Second, therefore it is proper you pro- 

• vide one.' 

Dandinardiere was fo furpriied, that this He^or 
had Time to get away, and hide himfelf behind a 
Bank the Sea had thrown up, before he could reco- 
ver out of his Fright ; and Dandinardiere% who iu 
fnch a Cafe as this would rather have to do with ax 
Devil than a Man, perfuaded himfelf that it was 
an Apparition, and that fome evil Spirit had put 
on this fantallical Form to diftarb his Repofe : And 
upon this Suppofition deceived himfelf m his Con- 
jefturcs, that he mi£ht make the World believe it, 
and come off with Honour. When he came home, 
all pale and trembling, he fDund the Prior Richecour 
and the Vifcouni Bergifrville, who were come to 
pay him a Viii.t, but faw him not bccaufe they were 
bufy, looking at fome old Heroes which Dandinar^ 
diere had adorn'd his Hali with; but tjreir Names 
and principal Anions were writ in fo fmall a Cha- 
rafter, that the Prior and Vifcoont were difputing 
thereupon, one faying it was GiUett and the other 
Gillot : Whereupon oot Gentleman Cit ftepping 
op, faid it was G-ille de Dandinardiere , his Grand- 
Atber, who was bred up Vsy Len«is ^t "^Vc^jc^ih, 
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- King of France^ in the Caftle of Amboife^ with 
Charles the Eighth, his Son. « ^o^, /aid he, this 

* little Prince was a fine Child, and endowed with 

* great Senfe, and lovM my Grandfather Gille to 

* Diflraftion ; and Le^vis fearing, as the Hiftory 

* fays, that his Son might (omt 1 inve cr other de- 

* throne him, to iecure himielf, brought him op 

* \Gry inditFercntly, a«d Jed him with grofs Meats : 

* But Gille, his Favourite, had always Dainties, 
' which he never failed to let his Mafter partake of, 

* infomoch thatto recompenfe him, he made him I 
' know not what, but 1 believe it was C6nftable.* 

* I am fore there never was any of that Name,' 
fi$id the Prior, • That's no Matter, rtf//pVDandi- 

* nardtere, at leaft if he was not Conftable, he was 

* Admiral cf the Horfc ; for 'tis certain, the Trun- 
' cheon he holds in his Haml fignifies no ftnall Poft/ 
Thus he explainM to them all that he had cauied 
to be writ of his Anc^fton, which h« had all by 
Heart, and had continued therein a long Time, 
rvotwith^nding th« Apparition he had feen, \{ the 
Vifcouut^ cafling his Eyes on him, and feeing him 
as pale as Death, had lyc^t fatd, ' Alas ! Sir, you 

* are going to die, you srrc ftrangely changed ?' 

* Nay, after what has happened, 'tis a Mercy Pm 

* alive, /aid he ; for if 1 had not had good Cou- 

* rage, 1 (hould have died away immediately: 

* Think with yourfelves. Gentlemen, what Condi- 

* tion a Man muft be in, to fee a Devil in a ha- 

* man Shape» witli Eyes full of infernal Malice, 

* and cloven Feet.* Then he told them all that 
happened by the Sea-fhore ; but as ferious as the 
Prior and Vifcount afFeded to be, they could not 
help laughing at this chimerical Fright of his, but 
wink'd and fignify'd their Thoughts to each other 
by their Smiles : Then, after fome Exclamations 
tjpon fuch an extraordinary Adventure, they advifed 
'him to let Bloody which he Gonfented to with a 

• great deal of Pleafu.e, becaufe, let Things go as 
they woold, he would gain thereby fome ^«.^i^. 
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A Surgeen was immediately fent for, but before 
he could come. Dinner was ready, and Dandinar* 
diere would eat nothing, though he was very hun- 
gry, and the freih Breezes from off the Sea had got 
htm a ^ood Stomach, had not his Friends told him 
he mull, to get Strength to refill both Men and De- 
vils ; which Advice he not only approved, bat fol- 
low'd, and eat more than both his Guefts. Bat as 
the Surgeon lived a great Way off*, the Prior and 
Vifccunt were gone before he came, each admirrog 
at his Folly of boafling he was defcended from a Fa- 
vourite i3i Charles the Eighth, and his pretending 
he was frightened by a Devil ; both agreeing that 
there was fomewhat very pleaiant in what he had* 
told them, and thereupon refolved to go to the Ba- 
ron St, Thomas to unriddle the Matter. When they 
came there, they found him in his ufual Gaiety of 
Temper, though he had no great Reafbn £or it ; 
fince his Wife and Daughters, as I have faid before^ 
intermixed ibme Gall with his Sweets. He told 
his Friends the Trick he had put upon DatuHfutr" 
dierey and fhew'd them the Man that had put him 
into fuch a terrible Fright, defiring thenv to keep 
the Secret, and he would go and ofier his Service 
again ft Ville*ville^ and give them an exadt Account' 
fS Dandinar diere* % Behaviour, when the Duel fhouki' 
be propofed ; with which they were both fo very 
well pleafd, that they defired the Baron it might be' 
the next Day. 

When the Surgeon came, Dandinar diere was not 
willing to lofe one Drop of his Blood, but paid him 
liberally to fay he had, andorder'd his Ser\'ants to 
fay the fame. The Baron went early the next Morn- 
ing, when the faithful Alain told him he could not 
awake his v. after, becaufe he was very fick. « Oh t: 

* /Md the Baron^ I have Bufincfs of the utmoft Im- 

* portance ; therefore, good Friend Alaiuj open his 

* Door, for I muft fpeak with him.' Alain could 
not deny the Baron Admittance any longer, who 
foujid Dandinardiere iXL^t^ in 9i black Waiftcoat^. 
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and a red woollen Cap on his Head, with a Toilet 
anfwerable thereunto, * How can you Ileep,.y2i/V 
Mofifieur de St. Thomas, while Ville'ville is wait- 
ing for you at the Place appointed ? He told roe 
Yellerday he Tent you a Challenge, and that he is 
refolved to fight you, whatever comes on it ; and 
1 cannot believe you will refufe him that Satisfac- 
tion.' At thii handinardiere trembled fo much 
with Fear, that he could not dilguife it : 'I needs 
muft owvii /aid bet that I came not here to cut 
Throats ; had 1 any fuch Deiigns, I Oiould have 
ftay'd in Paris, which is a murdering Place, where 
fome People take a Pleafure in totmenting others. 
I came into this Province to live peaceably, an/i 
I have enough to render my Life pleafant ; wiiy 
then fhould you advife me to rifque what is (o 
dear to me ?* 'I advife you as a Friend, refh^d 
the TV on, you ought to follow the Steps of yo^r 
glorious Anceflors ; would you lofe yourHonou^ 
for two or three Thrufts with a Sword ? If the 
Word Cu-1 feems harfli in your Ears, we wil! 
change it, and call it a Rencounter ; I intend ta 
{^r^i^ you» and will be your Second, though I ha- 
zard much more than you ; for 1 have a Wife and 
two Daughters ; but for a Friend I will venture 
all.' 

Dandinardiere feeing himfelf thus clofely prefs'd, 
had Recourfe to a Feint, which had but ill Succefs. 
He fell back on his Pillow, and cry'd out with all 
his Might, * I (hall die, I (hall die ; I bled fo much 
^ in the Night ; for my Bandage unbound, and I 
* loft two Pails full of Blood, that I faint.' Where- 
upon clofing his Eyesp he (Iretch'd hiinfelf out, and 
reic^lved not to open them till the Baron was gone, 
who pulled him about, (haked him heartily, and- 
gave him two or three Filjips on the Npfe ; all 
which he took with a great deal of Patience : Thea 
running to a Bafoa of Water that ftood by, he threw 
fo much in his Face, that Dandinardiere, fearing a 
fecond Inundation, open'dhis Ryes^ and tUFn!dred» 
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again with Anger ; * 1 beg of yoo, Sir, /aid k, 

* if you fee me faint, to let me die, rather than 

* ufe me thus,' < I fee my Zeal is taken ill, re- 

* f^y^^ the Baron ; bat no Matter for that, l am 

* your Friend, and ready to ferve you : If you 

* would but fight, I (hould be fatisfied/ * For 

* God's fake, Sir, u/j^WrWDandinardiere, let mc 

* alone, for vou are more troubleforae than Filk- 

* <oiUe^ * Would you be affaffinated ? addeii the 

* Baron ; for chat is the Fate of tbofe who keep 

* no< the Aifignations they make.* At this Menace 
he began to be uneaiy, and faid, * Let me think a 

* little, and then 1 will gire you a politive Anfwer.* 
Whereupon Monfieor de St. thomas, thinking \t 
(hould tire him too much, if he fliould urge him 
any more, took his Leave, and went Home, the* 
Dandinardiere prcfs'd him hard to ftay at Dinner. 

When he was aloiie, he thought ^txy (er^ fly of 
the Engagements he in Honour laid under, and at 
the fame Time believed he had found out a Way to 
prefer vc his Reputation, and to fleep in a whole 
Skin ; and that was to make Alain^ arm'd cap-a- 
pee, fight Vtlle^ilh^ and for himfelf to appear in 
the fame Arms to the Baron and others ; fo that 
they would not know but that it was himfelf that 
ihould fight. Then calling his faithful Alain^ he 
faid, * I do not doubt of thy AfFc^ion, but there 

* are fome Things that do not abfolutely depend 

* on ourfelves ; for Example, no Man can be braver 

* who in the Bottom is a Coward, fince all his En- 

* deavours to be fo, are in vain : For my part, I 

* was born with a Princely Heart, full of Courage 

* and Refolution ; but my only Fault is, ITiave too 

* much. Now thou knoweft, /f//w», that that pi- 

* tiful Fellow, FilleviUey would fight me ; if I fhould 

* refolve on it, he is a dead Man at the firft Thrufl; 

* but I hav^e Riches, and fhould be forry to lofe 

* them, if he, as he is haity, fhould kill me before 
•" 1 have put myfeif in^ Pofluro to prevent him r 
' Therefore the only Remedy that I can think of in 
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* this Bufinefs, is for you to fight in my ftead, 

* while I pray far you.* 

This Propoiition fcem'd very hard and unreaibn- 
able to Aiairiy who was of a very mild and peace- 
able Temper ; who, after he had mufed fome Time 
to make a plaufible Excufe, faid, * Unlefs you 

* could give me your Face, Shape, and Air, how^ 
« do you think I ihall refemble you, but Monfieur 

* Vil'e'ville will diicovcr the Cheat V • if I remove 

* this Difficulty, rtplyd Dandinardiere, will you 

* promiie me to fight ?* Yes, Sir, /aid Akin, 

* .thinking it impoj^ble ; and if you don't, what fhall 

* 1 do to you V ' What you pleafe,' anjijcer^d 
Alain. * Well tJien, /aid Dandinardiere, we Ihall 

* fbon lee whether you have any Honour or Cou- 

* rage/ 'I hefe Words put Alain into fuch a Fit of 
Trembling* that he could not hold a Joint flill j^ 
and it coming into his Head, that the fame Devil 
that his Mailer faw by the Sea>fide, had taught him 
iomt extraordinary Secret, * Be plea^'d. Sir, to 

* hear me, faid he ^ let us have nothing to do with 

* the Devil, I befecch you ; far I would not damn 
' myfelf for any one. I hate Sorcery and all its 
' Ways, 1 renounce the Bargain, if fo , and will 

* not fight if I was fure to get an hundred Pieces by 
' it.' This Cowardice of Alain\ enraged Dandi- 
nardiere fo much, that he took his Cane, and laid 
it fmartly over his Shoulders, telling him that he 
might expedl as much every Day if he did not re- 
folve toobey.him ; which Ufage fo vex'd Alain^ 
that he was in an hundred Minds to leave his Maf. 
ler. 

Dandinardiere^ for his Part, was full of Cares : 
The appointed Time drew nigh, and he had found 
out no Way to avoid it : However, he refolv'd to 
pot Alain into Armour, he having bought two old 
Head-Pieces and Gantlets, and ^H Things fitting 
for a Warrior and Searching after him for that End, 
found him fet in a little dark Cellar, by a Runlet of 
Wine ; the Balfam q^ which Liquor, he thought 
might eafe the imarting of his Shoulders. < Coem 
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-* up, you fneaking Dog, cry*d Dandinardiere w 
' the Top of the Stairst come and fee whether 1 am 

* a Sorcerer, or thou art a Fool.* Upon n^hich 
Jlain made hafte to drink off his Can of Liquor, 
and came up more brifk than he went» the Wine 
having put a little Courage in him ; and foJIow'd 
his Mailer into his Chamber, but was terribly 
frightened at the Sight of the Armour, bat mach 
more when Dandinardiere bid him put it on. * What 
^ muft I put on firil, Sir ? /aid he^ for 'tis Logic to 

* me.* • ril (hew you, you great Booby, fdi 

* Dundinardiere, for if I am not your Valet-de- 

* Chambre, you won't have Courage enough to 

* equip yourfelf ' Whereupon he put on the Cui- 
rafs, which was fo (Iraight, that "poor Alain was 
forced to drip off his Waidcoat and Doublet, and 
expofc his Sides to hard Iron. ' This is the Habit 

* of the grcateil Kings when they go to War,' Jaii 
Dandinardiere. * Ah, reply d Alain, thefe Rings 

* were certainly great Fools to wear fuch a fcoun- 

* drel Habit, when they might have what Velvet 

* and Sattin they pleafed; for my'Part, I am fure, 

* I like a good Feather-bed much better.* • 
*• Rafcall rr^r'i^ Dandinardiere. you will never come 

* to be a great Man ; for fuch Wretches as thou, 
-* are eafily diftinguiih'd from People of Quality, 
*■ by their Inclinations : Now 1, who am a Man of 

* Fafhion, I would eat, drink, and deep in Armour' 
« Yes, y«/V Alain ; but yet you won't meetMon- 
< ficur VilU'ville^ which, thank you, you refervc 
^ for me to do.' This unfeafonable Reproach of 
Alain\ made his Mafter fo angry, that without re- 
turning any Anfwer, he clapp'd on the Head-piece 
with fo much Force and fo little Skilly that he had 
like to have kill'd him : For, being as unexpert at 
it as his Man, he put the hind Part before ; which 
made poor Alain s who could hardly fetch his Breath, 
ilamp and tear like a Man mad; while Dandinar' 
dierey who fancy 'd it proceeded from his Ill-will, 
and being not ufed to fuch Apparel, almoll fplit his 
Sides with laughing ; b«t at lad perceiving his

Mlftake, took it off prefently, and found Jlain 
changed as black as his Hat. After giving him 
feme Tinie to recover^ he put it on again, and 
arm'd himfelf Hkewife, and drawing his Man to a 
■great Glafs that flood in his Room, faid to him» 
'■* Now in thy own Opinion who doft thou take thy- 

* felf to be?' * Why Jlain, Sir ; who (hoold I bcr' 

* Go, you Blockhead, reply* d. his Mafler, you are 
« Moniieur de la Dandinardiere ; for when the Vi- 

* fors of our Head-pieces are down, there's no Dif- 

* ference ; and I am fure VilU'vUle can never diftin- 

* gui(h us. Have a good Heart, honeft Lad, I don't 

* intend you fliall fight for Nothing j I piomife 

* you a Reward alive or dead; 'If you are kill'd, 
« you Ihall be buried as great as any Lord of the 
« Land ; and if you xome off fafe, I'll marry you 

* to Kate^ for whom I am fure you have a great Ref- 
« peft. Hold, dicre's Hal f-a- crown and fome Far- 

* things by way of Advance : You know your For- 

* tune will be made^ Whereupon, Alain being 
fluih'd with Wine, and feeing the Money, and rely- 
ing on his Mailer's Promife to gain him his Mif- 
-tref€, cry'd out, * I'll fight, fince Riches and my 

* Kitty are the Prize.' Which Words pleafed 
Dandinardiert fo well, that he embraced him for 

In the mean Time, the Prior and the Vifcount 
uaited full of Expectation at the Baron's ; and when 
he came, were very much diverted with Dandinar- 
diere*^ Fears, and refolved it (hould coft him fome- 
thing to make Peace. Not long after, Dandinar* 
dieret who depended on Alain^ arrived arm'd Cap-a- 
pccv with a large Plume of Feathers on his Head- 
piece, a long Sword ; and, to look the more terri- 
ble, had cut off the Tail of a fine Horfe, and faf- 
ten*d it to his Shoulders for a Shoulder-knot. In 
this ftrange Equipage, he might very well be taken 
for Don fixate the Second, tho' not half fo valiant, 
follow'd by his worthy Imitator of Sanch^ Pancho. 
Neverthelefs he could not help being afraid of meet- 
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ing with FillevilUy notwithHanding he had greflt 
Confidence in his Vifor. * It is imi^o^xhXc^ foul be 

* /o Alain, for my Enemy to know roe, ifhefiiootd 

* meet me ; for I can tell him he is miflaken, and

* Declaration, it would be very impertinent in him 

* to a(k any more Queftions.' The Man approved 
of his Prudence : But as they were thus talking, 
he began to fear left /itain (hould /ind out that their 
Arms were not alike; and fhould alledge, that FiU 
le-ville might eafily dilcover who he was. There- 
upon, flopping all on a fudden, he bid Alain go 
Home, and not be uneafy if he did not coaie that 
Night, for he might probably be at the Baron's; 
and withal, charged him to exercife himfelf in his 
Arms, becaufe it might be of Service to him.

But 
how great was his Surprize to fee two beautiful 
young Ladies at a great Window, who were the 
Baron de St. Thomash Daughters, whom Dandi- 
nardiere had never feen, though he had been a 
Tiiiting there feveral Times ! He made them fo 
low a Bow, that had not the Vifor ftood his Nofe's 
Friend, he had cettainly broke it againft the Pum- 
sxiei of the Saddle ; which Salute they return'd with 

Ufury* 
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Ufury^ and as both Parties were Strangers to each, 
their Adnuration was reciprocal. 

As Dandinardiere was capable enough of any Iin- 
preflion of Tendernefs, he was fo pliant as to be 
Overjoy'd at (o unexpe£ted and agreeable a Sight ; 
and for the Ladies, their Heads were full of fuch t, 
number of great Anions and Adventures of Kn^hts 
£rrantSy Heroes, and Princes, that they were no- 
thing nigh fo much fui prized to fee Dandinardiere in 
thatcotnical Dreis, as he was at two fuch beauriful 
.Pcribns living retired from all the World in a little 
Box by the Sea Side, rirginiat who was the cideft 
of the two Sitters, and who calTd herfelf /^/r^/mVj 
inftead of Maria^ which was her true Naiuc (as 
likewife did her Sifter Martha ^Kvimtthzi o£ MariLo- 
nida) was the firft v/ho broke Silence. * Tho\ uiy 

* hordy /aid fie^ you may have Affairs of the grefU* 

* eft Importance that may call you away, yet give us 

* Leave to a(k you how you came to go by our Win- 

* dow.' Whereupon, Dandinardiere^ who was migh- 
tily pleafed with the Title of Lord, that he might 
not be behind-hand in Point of Civility^ reply*d, 

* Since, divine Highnefles, you vouchfafe to caft 

* your Eyes on fo unfortunate a Wretch, know that 

* an Afrair of Honour obliged me to it ' ' What, 

* noble Knight, interrupted Marthonida, are you 

* going then to fight } Who can be that hardy iVian 

* that dare meet you ?* Dandinardiere wa3 fo much 
tranfporced with theCe fine Things that he thought 
he had never difcpver'd in all his Life To much Wit 
in any Perfon before;" and .thereupon reply'd, • I 

<• Cannot^ Ladies, tell you who the Gentleman is, 

* having fome Reafbns to the contrary ; but I can 

* aifure you, as foon as I have cut off hb Head, 

* I will come and hang it at your Window as an 

* Homage due to your Beauty.' * Oh, my Lord, 

* ctyd Virginia, if you do fo, we Aall die away 

* with Fear.* To which he ceply'd. That, rather 
than difpleafe them, he would die himfelf ; that his 

Voh. L L SeatiunfttdL^ 
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Sentiments weie fo nice anc! delicate, that never any 
Pallion ninde fo great a Progrcis in fo fhovt a Time, 
ard thar he was in theutmoit Delpai: that his Affairs 
fjould olrh'^c him to leave them : but having a Mir.d, 
beibie he look his Leave, to iliow himfelf and Horf'e, 
and fpurring and checking him at the ninieTiuie, the 
poor HorK*, not knowingwhathe vi'ould be at,reaped 
up an EnJ, and Dandinardiere lec'ing himfelf in Dan* 
ger, out of Fea , g^ve the ijorie another Jerk with 
the Biidle, and puli'd him upon him/clf ; the Sight of 
which made the two confined P.inceflVs fhriek out; 
for lying under his Horfe upon ftiarp Flint Stones, 
he lady bruifed his S de, and his He.ui-piecey as be 
fell, unfo.tunately flying ofl\ he cut his Head-cruelly. 
AiV/r//>omV//7 feeing him bleed, lod all Patience, and 
bid her Sifter fiay at the Window, while (he went 
and acquainted the Family with the Difader chat bad 
befallen this Knight.

up all in one, was a Youth of bright Parts, and 
brave even to a Fault : Betides, he lang very agree- 
ably, and played on the Lute and Theorbo to Ad- 
miration, and painted with ereat Judgment. Not 
a Day pafs'd over his Head, but he bought Dogs of 
fome kind or other, as Hounds, Greyhounds, 
Spaniels, (5fr. that were pretty, keeping always the 
mod beautiful, and letting the otheis go ; for it was 
impoffible for him to keep all the Dog& he had pur- 
chafed, fince he had neither Gendeman. Page, nor 
any other Perfon along with him : Howtver, he 
kept going on, without fixing on any certain Place; 
when he was furprized one Night in a large Foreft, 
where he could find no Shelter, by a Storm of 
Thunder, Lightning and Rain. Still he pnrfued 
the Road, and went a long Way, when feeing a 
fmall Light, he perfuaded himfelf fome Houfe was 
righ, where he might get a Lodging that Night. 
Following the Lights, he arrived at the Gates of a 
ftately Caftle, which were all of mafly Gold ; in 
which wee Carbuncles, which gave that extraor? 
dinary Light which the Prince faw fo far off*. The 
Walls were of fine China, whereon the Hiftories 
cf all the Fairies fince the Creation of the World 
were reprefented ; but the Rain and. ill Wcathet 
would not fuller our Prince to flay to examine theov 
all, tho' he was charm'd to find the Adventures o£ 
Prince Z.ir///r, who was his Uncle, among the reft„ 
He return'd to the Door, after having rambled 
fome Paces ofF, and . there found a Deer's Foot at 
the End of a Chain of Diamonds, which made him. 
admire the Magnificence : He pull'd* and fbon 
heard a Bell which by the .Sound, ha.judg'd to be 
either Gold or Silver;, and fomc.Time after the 
Door open'd, and he faw no Perfon, but only 
tv.'clve Hands, each holding a Flambeau ; at which, 
Sight he was very much furprized, and was in Dif». 
pute whether or no hQ Ihould proceed any furthipr,^ 

when. 
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when, to his great Amazement, he felt feme others 
behind him, which pufliM him forwards; where- 
upon he advanced with his Hand on his Sword,' 
tho* very uneafy, and, as he thought, in fome 
Danger : When going into a Wardrobe of Porphy- 
ry and Lapis Lazuli^ he Jicard two fweet. Voices, 
ling thefe Words : 

With Unconcern hehcld thefe Hands t. 

And dread no Jaffe /Jlartnst 
If you jtrefure you can ivithftand^ 

^he torci of Beauty* s Charms, 

He could not believe he was invited fo kindly to^ 
falFerany Injury, which made him, finding him- 
ielf forced. forwards, to go to a Gate of Coral, which 
openM as foon as he approach'd it, and he went into 
a Hall of Mother of Peail, and thence into feverai 
Chambers adorn'd and enriched with ''aintings and 
Jewels ; a vaft Number of Lights that were let 
down from the Cicling of the Hall^ contributed 
to light fome Part of the other Apartments, which, 
befides were hung round with Glafs Sconces. In 
fliort, the Magnificence was almod incredible. Af- 
ter having gone into fixty Qhambers, the Hands 
that conduced him ftopt him, and he faw a great 
eafy Chair make up towards him ; the Fire-light 
of itielf, and the Hands, which were both white 
and finely proportioned, undref&'d him, he being 
wet, and in fome Danger of catching Cold. A 
fine Shirt, and a Night gown of Gold Brocade, 
with Cyphers and fmall Emeralds, were given him, 
and a 1 able and Toilet brought by thefe Hands*. 
y^^stvy Thing was very Grand : The Hands comb*A 
out his Hair with a Lightnefs that gave him Plea- 
fiire, and afterwards drefs'd him in extraordinary 
fine Clothes, while he not only filently admired . 
them, but at lad began to be in fome little Fright. 
When he was drefs'd, that he feem'd as beautiful as. 
JdonjSi they condudted him into aftatel^Rallxv^-* 
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ly furnifhM, where he faw in fine Paintings the- 
Stories ofchemoft famoas C^.ts ; z% RvMttardMsYmn^ 
by the Hfeels in a Coancil of Rats, the Cat in Boots, 
t:ie Marqois tie Carahas^ the Writing Cat, the Cat 
turn'd Woman, WiicheA in the Shapes of Cats,- 
with their nightly Meetings^ I3c\ all very odd and^ 
iiDi^uIar. 

Two Cloths were laid, both garnifh'd with Gold 
Plates, with Beaufets fet out with vaft Number of 
GlafTes, and Cups made of valuable Stones ; and 
while the Prince was thinking vcltliiimielf what 
they were laid for, he ftw fonw Cats come and 
place themfelves upon a Bench fet there for that 
rurpofe, one holding a Mu/ickBook, another with 
a Roll of Paper, to beat Time with, and the rcfti 
with fmall Goittars; When all on a fudden they 
every one fet up a Mewing in diflerent Tones, and' 
ftruck the firings ^viih their Talons, which made 
the ftrangeft Mufick that ever was heard; The' 
Prince would have thought himfelf in Hell, if the 
Palace had not been fo wonderful fine, it put him {fi 
much in Nfind of it ;.then flopping his Ears, he 
laugh 'd heartily at the (everal Poilures and Grima*^ 
ces of thefe (Irange Muficians. And while he wa» 
calling to Mind the feveral Things that bad hap« 
pen*d fi nee his being in this Caitle, he faw a little 
Figure about half a Yard high come forward in a-' 
Veil of black Crape^ led by two Cats iif moerning' 
Clokcs, with Swords by their Sides, and followed 
by a numerous Train of Cats ; fome carrying Rats^ 
and fome Mice in Taps and Cages. 

The Prince was in the greateft Amazement, artd' 
knew not what to think ; when the little Figure 
in black coming op to him, and lifting' op its VcH* 
he faw the prcttiefl little white Cat he ever had fet' 
h'is Eyes on, which feem*d to be young, but withal 
very melancholy, and fet up fuch an agreeable and 
charming Mewing, as went to the Prince'i Heart. 
• Prince, y2i/V/y5&^ you are welcome; it is a Pleafure 
' to mc to fee ycm here.' * Madam Pofs, replji'd tJ^ 

"^ Frinct, 
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" Pri*ci, vott arc very generous to receive me fo 

< graciouliy ; but you appear tome to be a Cat of 

* extraordinary Merit : For the Gift you enjoy of 

* Speech, and this ilateiy Caftle you poffefs, arc 
. * convincing Proofs of it.' * Prince, anfwer^d tbt 

■ WbiuQatj I dciirc you would forbear your Com- 
« plimcnts, for I am both plain in my Difcourfe 

* and Manners, but have a good Heart. Let us go^ 

< faidjke^ to Supper, and bid the Muficians leave 
^ * ofFj. for the Prince does not underHand what they 

* fay.' * What, faid he^ do they then fay any 
« Thing ?' * Yes, aJtfiwtr'd the White Cat, w« have 

* Poets, and great Wits, and if you will flay with 

* us, you {hall be convinc'd of it,' * I need: but

* than common^'' 

Supper was brought up, thcHiiuid* iet on theTa»> 
ble two difliea of Soupv one. made a§ young Pigeons, 
and the other of hx Mice, The Sight of the one hin*> 

det^d tH6 Pfli!\ce from eatin? oPciie otiier, i'ancyihg 
that the fame CooK had dre^'d both.; which the 
White-Car guefling at, aflured him that ihe had two 
Kitchens^ that he migKt eat o^ whatever was (ct be- 
fore htm*, and be confident there were no Rats or 
Mce in any Thing o0erM Him. The Prince, who 
believed that this beautiful Cat would not deceive 
him, wanted not to be told twice. He obftrvcd a 
little Pidlure to hang upon her Foot, at which he 
was not a little furpnzed; and afk'd her to (Hew it 
him, thinking it might be fome fine Pnfs, a Lovec 
of the White Cat ; bat was in* Amaze to (fee a hand- 
fome young Man^ who refembled him very much. 
The White Cat fighM, and- growing- melancholy, 
kept a profound Silence. The Prince perceived that 
there was fomething^ extraordinary in it, butdurlli. 
not inform hrmfelf for fear of difpleafing or griev- 
ing his kind Entertainer. He diverted her with all 
the News- he- knew, and found her verv well ac- 
quainted with the different Intercftsof Princcs\ aadf 
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other ""rhings that pafs'd in the World. When Sap* 
Jjcrwas done, the White Cat carried her Gueft in- 
to a Hall, where there was a Stage, on which twelve 
Cats, and as many Apes, danced a Mafk in Moorijh 
and Chinefe Habits ; and when this was over the 
White Cat bid her Gucft Good-night, and theHands 
Jed him into an Apartment oppo£^te to that which he 
had feen, but no lefs magnificent. It was hung with 
Tapeftry, made of the Wings of Butterflies, the Va^ 
riety of which Colours form'd mod beautiful Flow- 
ers. The Bed was of fine Gaufe, tied with Bunches of 
Ribbon, and the GlafTcs reach'd from the Cieling 
down to the Floor, and the Pannels between rcpre* 
ientedin carved Work, thoufands of C«/iV/. 

The Prince went to Bed, and ilept a little ; bat 
was awaken'd again byaconfufedNoife. The Handi 
took him out of Bed, and put him on an banting 
Habit. He lookM out of the Window, and hw. 
about five hundred Cats, fome leading Greyhounds,, 
and others blowing Horns; k being thatDava 
great Feafl, whereon the White Cat had a Mind to 
go a Hunting, and was willing that the Prince (hould 
partake of that Diverfion. The Hands prefented 
to him a wooden Horfe, that had a good Speed aud 
eafy Paces, which he made fome Scruple to mouDtcL 
alledging, they took him for Don ^ixote ; but kit 
Refufal iignifi'd nothing, they fet him on the wood<p 
tn Horfe. which was finely .^parifon'd, with a 
Saddle and Houiing of Gold, befet with Diamonds. 
The White Cat rid on a xnoft beautiful Ape, hav;* 
ing thrown off! her Veil, and put on a Hat &nd 
Feather, which gave fo holds an Air, as frighten'd 
aU the Mice that faw her. Never was there better 
Sport ; the Cats outran the Mice and Rabbits, and 
whenever they took one, the White Cat always 
paunch'd its Prey* and gave them their ¥tc&. For 
the Birds, they were not in much greater Security ; 
the Cats climbed up the Trees, and the Ape carried 
the White Cat up to the Eagles Nefts. When the 
Chafe wa9 over, (he took a Horn of about a Finf 
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gcr's Length, which, when founded, was fo loud* 
that it might be heard Tome Leagues ; and as foon 
a« fhe blow'd, (he had prefently all the Cats in the 
Country about her, ibine mounted in Chariots in 
the Air, and feme in Boats, but all in different Ha- 
bits, which made a fine Oiew. With this pompous 
Train fhe and the Prince return'd to her Caf^Ic, 
who thought it favoured very much of Sorcery ; but! 
was more furpri^ed at the Cat's fpeaking than all 
the reft 

As foon as (he came home, (he put ob her Black 
Veil again ^ and Tupped wirh the Prince, whom the 
frefh Air had got a good Stomach ; the Hands 
brought him fine Liquors* which he not only drank 
df with Pleafure, but made him forget the little 
Dog he was to procure for his Father : His Thoughts 
were bent on bearing the White Cat Company, and 
he fpent his Time in Hunting and Fi(hing, and' 
fometimes in Balls and Plays. The White Cat 
made fuch paiHonate Songs and Verfes, that he be- 
g^an to think (lie had a tender Hear, fince (he cooldl 
not exprefs herfelf as (hf did, and be infenfibleofthe- 
Power of Lov^, but her Secretary who was an old 
Cat, vi/rit fo bad a Hand, that (hould any of her 
Works remain, it would be impoflible ta read 
thiem The Prince had forgot his Country^ the 
Hands dill waited on him^and he regretted his not 
being a Cat, that he might pafs his Life in fuch. 
pleafant Company. • Alas! Jaid he to the Wbiu 
' Caty how lorry am I to leave you, fince 1 love 

* you dearly ! Either become a Woman, or change 

* me into a Cat * Which Wifh the White Cat on- 
ly anfwerM in obfcure Words, though (he was 
mightily pleafed with it. 

Thus a Year fliptaw?^ free from Care and Pain* 
The White Cat knew the Time he was to return, 
and as he did not think of it, put him in Mind 
thereof • Don't you know, J'aidff^e, that you hav^.. 
' but three Days to find a Uute Dog in>. aod tha^. 

* yoar Brothers have got fome very fine ones.?* 
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Thb roufcd the Prince out of his Lethargy : * By 

* what fecret Charm, ay.'dhe, have I foi^oc theon- 
« ly Thing in the World, that is of the greatcftlm- 

* portance to me ? What will become o£ my Ho* 

* npQT and Fortune f Where fhaU I find a little Dog 

* beautiful enough to gain a Kingdom, and a Hor(e 

* fwift enough to make diligent fearch after one V 
Then beginning to affile himfelf, and grow unea- 
fy, the White. Cat faid to him, • Do not grieve, 

* Prince, I am your Friend ; you may ftay here a 

* Pay linger yet; fortho'it isiive hundred Leagues 
' oiv the wooden Hode will carry you there in lefs 

* than twelve Hour^.' * I thank you, beauti/ul 
' VAtf./of^ he; but 'tifl not.enough for me to retur» 

* to. my Father ^ I muil carry with aie a little Dog/ 
' Hene t^e xkvs Acorn, /aid the Whiti^ Cat ; it har 

* a beaQjtiful littk Dog in it ; put it to your Eais 
^ ^ndyou.willheaxit bark.' The Prince o bey 'd, heard' 
itbdrkiBiid was tranfported withjoy: He would have 
open'd it^ fo ^reai was hisCuriofity ^ but the Whitr 
Cikt told him It might catch Cold, and he had better, 
ftliytill he gave it to his Father. He thanked hcra^ 
tloufand Times, and bid her a tender Farewel, a(2. 
furing her that he never paf»*d his Days ibn^feafant- 
ly as with her, and'that he was grieved to leave her 
behind him ; adding, that tho* ffic was a Sovereign^ 
and had great Court paid to her; yet he could not 
forbear afking her to go along with hira ? To which 
Propofition fheonly anfwer'd with a Sigh. 

The Prince came frrfl to theCaftlei that was^ap- 
pointed for the Rendezvous with his Brothers, who 
arrived Too* aftenvajds, but were very much for- 
priised to fee. a wooden Horfe in the Court, that 
leap'd better than any in the- Academies. The Prince 
W€nt to meet them ; they embraced, and gave each 
other an Account of their Adventures ; but ottr 
prince took Care to conceal the Truth of his, and 
fhew'd' them only an ugly Tiirnfpit, telling them that 
he thought hira very pretty : f^t which, tho^ they 
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were very good Friends, the two eldeft conceived a 
fecret Joy. The next Day they ail three went to- 
gether in the fame Coach to the King. Thy two el- 
deft carry'd their Do^ in Baikets fo white and deH-^ 
rate, that none durft hardly touch tihem ^ and the 
youngeft had his poordefpicable Turnfpit in a String, 
When they came to the Palace, the Coortiers 
crowced about them» to welcome them home. Th); 
'King, when they came into his Apartment, knew ndt 
in whofe Favour to declare, for the two little Dogs 
that the eldeft Brothers brought were almoft of equal 
Beauty, when the y^ungeft pulling the Acorn out of 
his Pocket, which (the White Cat gave him, put an 
End to the Difference. As foon as he openM k, they 
-all faw a little Dag laid on Cotton, and fo fmall, that 
he might go thro' a it ing and never touch it. The 
Prince fet it on the Ground, and prefently It began 
to dance a Saraband with Caftanets, as nimble and 
■as well as the beft Spaniard. It was of « Mixture of 
ieveral Colours, its E^rs and long Hairs reach'd to 
the Ground. The King was very much furpn'zed, 
land tho' it was irrtpoffible to meet with any Thing 
fo beautiful as T$ntdnj by which Name it was called, 
yiet he was not very ready to part with his Crowii, 
the leaft Gem of which was dearer to him than all 
the Dogs in the World. He told his Children, thsA 
he was very well pleafed with the Pains they had 
taken, but that they had fucceed^ fo well in the fifft 
Thing he had deiired, that he had a Mind to mafoe 
further proof of their Abilities before he perform'd 
his Promife : And that wieis, he would give them ft 
Year to find out a Web of Cloth fine enough to go 
through the Eye of a fmall Working Needle. They 
ttii ftood furpri^ed and concerned, that they wore to 
go again upon another Search ; however, the two 
eldeft feem'd the more ready, a!)d all the three parted 
without making fo great a Proi^Ilion of Priendihip 
as they did the firft Time, for the Story of the 
TuTnfpit had foinewhat abated it. 
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Our Prince mounted his wooden Horfe aga1r^> 
and without looking after any other AHiiiance, than 
■what he might expedl from the Friend/hip of the 
White ("at, returned In all the Diligence to the Cadle, 
^here he had been fo well received ; where he not 
only found all the D«ors open, but the Windows, 
Walls, and Walks illuutinatedt The Hands canie 
and met him, held his HorlVa Bridle,ai]d led himm> 
to the Stable, while the Prince went to the White 
Cat's Chamber, who was laid in a little Bafker, on 
a Quilt of white Satrin. When (he faw the Prince^ 
(he made a choufand Skips and Jumps, to exprefs her 
Joy, and faid, * Whatever Reafon I might have. Prince, 
^ to hope for your Returot I muft own I durft not 
^ flatter myfelt with it ; fince \ am generally unhap- 
* py in what I mod defire, therefore this furprizes 
"• nie.* The Prince, full of Acknowledgment, ca- 
refs'd her often, and told her the Succefs he had m 
his Journey, which fhe was not unacquainted with, 
and that the King required a Web •f Cloth fo fine, 
that it might be drawn through the Eye of a Needle, 
v'hich he believed was aThmg impofllble ; but that 
liowever he would not fail to try to procure fuch a 
one, relying on her Friendihip and Aififlance. The 
White Cat, putting on a grave Air, told him it was 
an Affair that required fome Confideration, that by 
•^ood Fortune (he had in her Cadle (bme Cats that 
•^un very fine, that (he would do what (he could to 
forward that Work, fothat he might (lay there, and 
not trouble himfelf to fearch elfewhere, it being un- 
Jikely for him to meet with any fo eafily. 

Soon after the Hands appeared, carrying Flam- 
beaux, and the Prince followed the White Cat into 
41 magnificent Gallery that look'd on to a River up- 
on which there were fome artificial Fire-works, made 
to burn four Cats, who bad been accufed and coa- 
vifled of eating fome Roadmeat, defign'd for the 
White Cat's Supper, with fome Chee(e and Milk ; 
.and befidesy for coofpiring againd her Perfon with 

MnrtafoK 
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Martafax and Lermites, two famous Rats in that 
•Country : But as It was thought that there was a 
great deal of Injullice done them, and that moft 
of the Witnefles were fuborn'd, the Prince obtained 
their Pardon ; notwithftanding, the Fireworks were 
let off, which gave the Piince very great Diverfion, 
Afterwards a Repaft was ferved up, which gave the 
Prince more Pieafure than the Fire, for his Riding 
had got him an cxcraordinarj Stomach : For the reit 
of the Time, he fpent it in agreeable Entertainments, 
with which the ingenious White Cat diverted her 
Gueds, who was perhaps the (irft Mortal that was fb 
well entertain'd by Cats without any other Company. 
Indeed the White Cat had a ready Wit, and could 
difcourfe on any Suhjeft, which often put the Prince 
into a great Condernation, and made him (a/ to^hery 
^ -Ce^tainly, all this that I obferve fo wonderful in 
^ you, cannot be natural; therefore tell me by what 

• Prodigy you think and (peak fojuftly ?' * Forbear 

* alking me any Qpeftions, Prince, faUfie^ for I am 
' not allow'd to anfwcr them, but you may conjefture 

* what you pleafe j let it fuffice that I have uled you 

• with Refptft, and that 1 intercft myfelf tenderly 
^ in what regards you.' 

The fecond Year rollM away infenfibly, as well 
as the firlV; the Pjincc^wifli'd for nothing, but the 
-diligent Hands bt ought it to him, whether Books, 
Jewels, fine Pidlur^s, or antique Medals, Wr. wben 
the White Cat, who was always watchful for the 
Prince's Intereft, i(iform'd him that thie Time of his 
Departure drew pigh ; but that he might be eafy 
concerning the Web of Cloth, for flie had a wonder- 
ful fine One inade:; and added withal, ^that this Time 
(he would give him an Equipage fuitable to his 
Birth, and without waiting fbr an Anfwer, oblig- 
ed him to look into the great Court of the Cadle, 
in which there waited an open Chariot of embefs'd 
Work in Gold, in feveral gallant Devices, drawn 
by twelve milk-white Horfcs, four a-brea(l wbofe 
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HarnelTes were cover'd with Velvet of Fire-colcftiri 
which was the fame as the Lining of the Churiot* 
befet with Diamonds, and the Buckles of Gold. 
An hundred Coaches with eight Horfest full of the 
Lords of his Retinue, magnificently ck)Athed, fol* 
low'd this Chariot, which was guarded beiides by a 
thousand Body-Guards, whofe Cloathingwas fo full of 
Embroidery, that ;he Cloth was hardly difcover'd 1 
and what was very lingular, the White Cat's^ Pic- 
ture \yas feen every where, both in the Devices on 
the Chariot, and on the Guards. * Go, Y\\nzt^Jaid 
Jbe^ and appear at the King your Father's Court, 
in fo (lately a Manner, that vour MagniBceuce 
may ferve to impofe on him, tnat he may refufe 
you no longer the Crown you deferve. Take this 
Walnut, be fure to crack it in his Prefeoce, and 
you will find in it fuch a Web as you want.' Love- 
ly White Csitf faiJJbef I own J am fo penetrated 
with yoar Bounty, that if you will give vour Con- 
fen r, I will prefer paflin? my Days with you, be- 
fore ail the Grandeur 1 may promife oiyfelf elfe- 
where.* • Prince, rephfd flj^^ I am perfuaded of 
the Kindnefs of your Heart, which is a rare Thing 
among Princes, who would be refpedted by all the 
World, and love none but themfeives ; but you 
(hew me this Rule is not general. I ooake great 
Account of the Attachment you have for a little 
White -Cat, that in the Main is fit for nothing but 
to catch Mice.' At that the Prince kifs'd her Paw, 
and went awav. 

It is ahnou incredible to believe the Hade he 
made, were we unacquainted wilh the Swiftne(a 
of the wooden Horfe, who carry*d him before f^yit 
hundred thoufand Leagues in lefs than two Days ; 
and the fame Power that animated bin), had fo great 
an Effect upon the others, that he was not above 
four and twenty Hours upon the Road, and. never 
ftopt till he arrived at the King's Palace* where 
iiis two Brothers had got before him ; who feeing 

he 
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he waa notcoiiie» Rjoked at .his N'egligence^ and 
faid to one another^ ' How lui fortunate is ibis ! he .Lb 

* either iick or dead, .and \wiil not come to vivai us 

* in this important Bvifinefs.* Thereupon they pul- 
led out their Wehs ,; which v/ere indeed v,ery finc» 
and pal^'d them thro' the Eve of a large Needle, 
hut not a fmall one ; which Pretext of Refufal the 
King enibracins, went and fetched tlie Needle he 
prt)[>ofed» which the Magidrates, hy his Order,, had 
carrjr'd to the Treafury, and locked up carefully : 
This Eiefuial caifed a greort Mu^-muring : Thofe th ;t 
were Fiiends to the Frlucee, and partiadRrly *t>ie eU 
dcil, whofe Web wae the fineH, faid it wajs .all a 
Trickand Eva^n : And the King's )C reatu res ma in^ 
tain!d, that Jie was not obliged to -keep any orthor 
Conditions than what were propofed ; when, to put 
an £nd to this Difference, there \vas heard a Sound- 
ing of Trumpets .and Ilautbo^^s, which cauo^e before 
^urPriACe. ... 

The King aind hifi Sons were all lurprized at this 
Magnificenoe. The P.rhice, after hp^had refpe<5lfull7 
falti^ his Father,. and enibraced h\» Br-others, topk 
out of his Box, caver'd with .Rubies, a Wainut* 
which he crack'dy thinking to £jk1 the Web fo much 
boafted off; but only faw a fmall Hazel Nat, which 
becrack'd alio, and, to his Surprii^e, hai\d only a 
Kernel oi Wax. The lung and every Body laugh'd, 
to think that the Prince fliouid be (o credulous as 4o 
thiok to Carry a Web ;0f Cloth in a Nut ; but iiad 
they rescollGfled themietves, they might liave remeui- 
ber'd the little Dog that lory in an Acorn. However, 
he peel'drthe .Kernel, and nothing appear'd but the 
Pulp itfelf, whereupon a jrreat Nolle was heard ail 
over the Room, every ome having it in ins Mouth 
what a Fool the Prince was made of;, who, ibr his 
Part, Teturn'd no Answer to. all the Plc^fantries of the 
Courtiers, but broke the KerneK and found in.it, a 
Corn of Wiieat, aodin riiata GiTiio;of Millet. At 
.the Sight of this he hegan to diftrui^ and mutter'd 
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tohiinfclf, OJVbiteCat! JTbite Cat ! thou.haji de- 
ceiled me ! And at that Inflant he felt a Cat's Paw 
upon his Hnnd, which fcratch'd him, and fetchM 
r»lood J he knew not whether it was to encourage or 
dilmay him. Hov.-evcr, he opeh'd the Millet Seed, 
and to the A'nazement of all prefent, drew out a 
Web of Cloth, four hundred Yards long ; and what 
was more wonderful, there were painted on it all forts 
of Birds, Beafts and Filh, Fruits, Trees and Plants, 
Rocks, and all manner of rare Shells of the Sea ;

* longer defer the Reward:* 

Our Prince iuffer'd all his Injuftice : The little 
Dog and the Web of Cloth rather defer ved ten 
Crowns than one ; but he was of fo fweet a Difpoii- 
lion, that he would not thwart his Father's Will: So 
without any Delay he got into his Chariot again, 
and with his Train returned to his dear White Cat, 
who knowing the Day and Moment he would come, 
had the Roads (trew'd with Piowers. She' was laid 

-o« 
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on a Perfian Tapeflry, under a Canopy of Cloth of 
Gold, in a Gallery from whence Ihe could fee him 
return. He was receiv'd by the Hands that alwajs 
ferved him, and all the Cats dimbed upon the Gut- 
ter to congratulate his Return by a Concert of Mew- 
ing. ' Well, Prince, faici Jbe to binty 1 fee you ace 
comeback without your Crown.* 'Madam, replj^d 
hty by your Bounty 1 was in a Condition of gain* 
ing it I but I am perfuade-l the King is more loth 
to p;irt with it, than I am fond of having it.' * No 
matter for that, yJi/V ^<f, you muft negle6l no- 
thing to deferve it, I will afliilyouon this Occafion^ 
and (ince you mull carry a beautiful Damfel to 
your Father's Court, 1 will look out for one, who 
Hiall gain you the Prize : But in the Interim, let us 
be merry, and divert ourfelves. I haveorder'da 
Seafight between my Cats and the molt terrible 
Ruts of the Country. My Cats perhaps may be 
hard (et, for they are afraid of the Water : Howe- 
ver, thev will, have Advantage enough : We cannot 
cxpcft It in every I'hing/ The Prince returned 
her I hanks, and faid feveral haodfome Things on 
her Cohdu6t and Prudence.

<^t pky'd extraordinary -well at ; bat hexouldtiot 
fbrbear often queAioning her, to iinow b^^what 
Miracle ftie fpoke. He a£ced heiv ifike was a fti- 
ry: or if by any Metamorphofis Ihe win turnM into 
a Cat. But as the White Cat was always ca|MUble df 
faying «»hat Aie had a mind to, flieretym'd kim ah 
Aniw^r fb infignificant, thrt he pi^roervVl (he w»s iKft 
willing to commnnicate this Secret x» him. As no- 
thing pafles away ib quick as happy I^Viyi^ fff the 
White Cat had not been fo careful as to ranember 
the Time the Prince was to retorn, ^is Qertain he 
woold quite forget it. She told him of it t^ >light 
before, and withal, that^the Host of deftrvying the 
iktal Work of the Fairies waecome; and^em^re 
'bemvfti^ibl^ to catcher Mead a«d TaU,'Xnfl 
throw them prefently into the Fire* ^ What, cpf\d

He could MA fpeak nor look at hef,.aBd hUTongve 
was fo tied, tha^ he. could not explain his Ai»aae^ 
ment ; which- W2^s much greater,, when he faw- a» 
extraordixHiFy Number of Gentlemen . suod Ladies;: 
*" boUin^ (heir Cafi*Skins ovev their ShouMersy 
come and pr^ilrate themfe)ve€ at the Qyeen^s Feet, 
to teftify their Jey to fee her again io her naturi^ 
State. She received them with all the nuu-ks of 
Bounty^. wJiich-fufiiciently difcovered'theSweetnefa 
of )tfr Tenper. After having ^nt ibme Time io 
hcariBi* their Conpliaeivtf, fllr ordftrM them to 
retipe, and leave her alone with tke Priiue 1 ^ 
whom (be fpoke ae follows : 

Think not. Sir^ that 1 have always been a Cat, 
and that my Birth is obfcure. My Father was Xing 
of fix Kisgdems, loved niy Mother tenderly, and 
gave her Liberty to do what (he pleafed. Her nM>ft 
prevailing Inclination was to travel, inibmuch that 
when ihe was with Child of me, fhe undertook ta 

?ro fee a Mountain, of which ihe had heard a nieft 
irrprizing Account. As (he was on the Road (he 
was told there was nigh the Place ^^ was then at, 
fkfk antient Ca(lle of Fairies, which was the fined in 
the World, or at leail faid to be h ; (or as no Per^ 
fan was ever adnutted into it, there could not be 
anypofitive Judgment pafs'd thcreoiv^ E\it. C^wVjt 
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Gardens, they were known to contain the bed Fruits 
that ever i\ ere eat. The Queen my Mother, who

give us the Daughter you now bear in your 
Womb. As foon as ftie» is born, we will come 
and fetch her j (lie Ihali be brought up by ns, 
and we will endow her with all Virtues, Beauties, 
and Sciences : In fliort, ihe (hall be our Child, 
and we will make her happy ; But your NJajelty 
muil obferve, that you muft never fee her any 
more till ihe is married. If you will agree to 
thi8.Propo{i:ion, I will cure you immediately, and 
carry you into our Orchards, where, notwith- 
ilanding 'tis Night, you fhaU fee well enough to 
chufe what you would haye ; but if what I fay 
difpleafes your Majefty,; Good-night.'. • Tho' 
what you impofe on m^, reply^d tht^een^ is very 
hard, yet I. accept it rather than die $ for certain* 
ly if ] cannot live, my Child muil be loft; there- 
fore, ikilful Fairy, continued Jhe^ cure me, and let 
me not be a Moment debarr'd of.the. Privileges I 
am intitled to thereby.' 
Thci Fairy touched her with a little golden Wand, 
faying, ' Your-Majefty is free from^H Ulnefs.' And 
thereupon ftie ff^m'd as if (he had thrown off a 
heavy. Garment that had been very troubleibme and 
incommodious 'to her. She order'd all the Ladies of 
her Court to be call'd, and with a gay Air told 
them (he was extraordinary well, and would rife, 
iince that the Gates of the Fairies Palace, which 
were fo (Irongly barricaded, were fet open for her 
to eat of the Fruit, and to carry what (he pleafed 
away.

Two other Farries, net qnite (b old as fhe that 
condwfted mry Mother, reedved her favauraMf at 
the Gate? flie defiredthem to carry her prefently 
kito the Garden, and to tlmfs Trees that bone the 
befb Friites. They td'd her they were alt equally 
good, and that unlefs (he would have tfte PwoAre 
of gathering- them herfeFf they weuW call tbem to 
her. * r beg, /aie^ t&e ^fen, that I may Jwre the

Whereupon the Elder of the thrfee pat ker Fingers 
in her M^tih and blew'd'tfrree Tkaes, aind men 
er/M, Apricoeks^ P^aehes,. Ne^^arrnev, Vlniiis, 
Cherries, Pears', NMbns, Grapes^ Apples, Oran- 
ges-, Leinens, Goofe berries, CurfaMs, Slrawbef-

At the fame Time lA-feame rolling •O' them 
wrthoutany Btuifes^; a«d the Queens who was im- 
patient to fetisfy her f>Bgrng, feft irpow them, and 
took the foil lba« ofPei^d, w4iich Ae rathev dte- 
yoerM- thameat. When her Appetite was (bme- 
what Satisfied, fHkt defired fhe Fairies to> let her go 
to the Trees, and have the Hlcafure to gather them

The Fairies, wIm» were ve- 
ry well fotisAed; open'ti the Doors of tkeir Gar- 
detirs and aH ihetr iaclofnres^ and the Qmeen' fUy^d 
rn thetfif thi^e Day»'3i»d Hi^ts, withow ever(li«u 
ring oat, fo delicioae (he foand thcou She f a-> 
ther'd Fruit for her Ffwrifion, and as they aevtv 
waAedr loaded four Imndred Muies ibe btoiigiMr 
along with her^ The Fasritft added to their Fnih, 
Bafhetssof Goid of carious Work, to carry dMA 
in, and many etry other valnableRarkiee. They-pro«> 
mi(e<i to edimate and make me a coovpleat Princels, . 
and to eh u fe me oar a. Hd Ibaad, .. amd to in form- mf 
Mother of the Wcdctiajg^ . 

The King was cArer^d at th^ Q«eeki*s Retnnt, 
and all^ the Coart expren^d their Pleafare to fiee her 
a^atn ; there were nothing but Ballsy MaTqueradev, 
zxA Conrfes, where the Frttits the Queen brec^ht, 
ferved for deIicM>08 Regales^ Tkr Kingprtforr^d 
them before all ocber rhtng.v bac knew not the 
Bargain fhe had made with die Fafiriei'; but often 
afk'd her what Country Ate had been in, ,00 bring 
home fuch good TUis^g^ : to which iho repiy'c^ fhie 
found them^on a Mouocata tbae^vas alnioft iataccei^ 
fi^le ; fometimes that ihe met with tteti in a Vat- 
ley, andfometimesin.the.Maidd.of s^ Gardej|.t>f a 
great. Foreil?; all which Contradifbion svery^ much 
Aif prized the KtJig^ He enqnired of thnle^ chat 
fventwit^hers bMthe^ wane adL forbid tfr tell aniy 
Thing of the Matter. At length the Qiee», whieii 
her Time was at iriand, began to b& trouibled at 
what fhe had piiomifod the Fairies^ and erew very 
fi^lancholy 1 for figh'd every MiAULtB^^tti^^^^:^ 
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her Countenance. The King was very much con' 
cern'd, and prefsM the Queen to declaie what was 
the Caufe ; who <with fome Difficulty told him what 
liad pafs'd between her and the Fairies, and that (he 
had promifed them the Daughter ihe was then big 
with. • What ! «^V the King^ we have no Children, 
^ and could you, who know how much I defire them, 

* for the eating of two or three Apples^ promife 

* your Daughter? Certainly you mud have na 

* Regard for me.' And thereupon he loaded her 
with a thoufand Reproaches, which made v^y poor 
Mother almoft ready to die fbi Grief: But not con- 
tent with this, he put her into a Tower, under a 
ftrong Guard, where fiie could have no Converfati- 
on but with the Officers that were appointed to at- 
tend her. The ill Correfpondence between the 
King and Queen, put the Court into the utmoft 
Confternation : They laid afide their rich Clothes,, 
and put on fuch as were agneeahle to the general 
Sorrow. The King appeared for his Part inexorable^ 
and' would not fee the Queen ; but as foon as I was 
born, made me be brx)ughr into his Palace to be 
nurfed there, wliile my Mother at the fame time 
remain'd a Prifoner, and in an ill State of. Health. 
The Fairies, who were not ignorant all this while, 
of what was pafs'd, and who look'd upon me as^ 
their own Property, wcr^ fo piovoked, that they 
refolved to have me ^ but before they had Recourfe 
to their Art, they fcnt Ambafiadors to the King, to 
defire him to fet the Queen at'Liberty, and, to refr .

and Plants with the Breatl^ of his Noilrils. . The 
King finding himf^lif reduped to this Extremity, 
confulted all the Sages of this Kingdom toJcnow 
what he (hould do to preferve his Subjefis againft 
thefe Misfortunes, wherewith they were (b much * 
opprefsM ; they advifed him- to fend for the beft 
Phyficians toprefcribe the moft excellent Remedies, 
as one Means ; and to pardon all Criminals 
that were condemned to die, if they . would fight 
with the Dragon, as the other. The King, who 
was wellenough pleafed with this Adviqe, put it 
in Execution,, but j^cetved no Benefit by it; for the 
Mortality continued,- and none fought with- the 
Dragon but were devoured . Infomuch, that at lad 
he had Recourfe to a Fairy who had protected him 
from his Youth,, and who was fo old that ihe hard'^ 
ly ever rofi; from o£,.her Seat. He went to her, and 
reproach^.her for permitting his Fate to profecute 
him in fuch a Manner without giving him fome Af- 
fjllance. * What would you have me do ? reply* d 
' ihe Faity^ you have provoked my Sifters, who 
' have equal Power withi me, and we feldom ad 
'- one againil another ; therefore think of appeaf^ 
' ing them by giving your Daughter, .fince they 

* have a Right ^9 her ; fet the C^ecn at Liberty., > 
' who is too good and anuable to be ufed f6 ill,^and « 
< refplve to fulfil what fhe has pjromifed,. and then 

' I'll aifure you, you ihall be happy*'- The King 
my Father loved me dearly ; but- feeing no other 
Way to preferve his Kingdoms, and to be delivered 
from the fatal Dragon, told his Friend that he. would 
belieye-hfij-j and would give the Fairies his Daugh- 
ter, .^^ce ihe. had. afifured him I'lhould betaken Caie 
of, and treated as became a Princefs of my Birth, 
and releafe the Queen ; and withal, defired her to 
tell him how he might fend me to the Fairy-Cadle.

As foon as he came bacfr to' the Palace^ he lent for 
thcr Qoecn, with as mmch Eove aird Tendcrncfs as 
he haJmadeher a Prifbner with- Anger and Pafilo 
on ; but flie was fb fallen away 2n\d altered, that he 
could hardly know her^i if he had not been very 
ceftafn flie wa) the Perfbtr heonee fb much doateo 
on. He- I'cgg^ of her, w,ith Tears m his Eyes, to 
forget the iff Tiratment (he had' rece ived fr om bfm, 
which he- promifed her fhonld Be the Jailr. She an- 
iwer'd, that Ihc brought it upon heriHP by" her Inr- 
prudence, iti promifing her Child to the Fairies ; 
and that if any Thing wouM plbad her ExctrfE, it 
was the Condi tion fte was then in. Jn fhort, he 
declared his- I>efigir to her of putting' me; into their 
Hands ; which (he oppoied r and ft ieetM'd as if it 
was my Fate to be always the Cvak; of' ray Father 
and Mother'^ diffegrecing : But after (he had cry'd 
and taken on fbme Time^ without obtaining what 
fhe ^fixcdy (for my Father too wcfl forefitw the fa- 
tal Confeqtrences, and his Suhje^ls'ftill'dyiiv^ as fiF 
they had been guihy of our Faults ;)t (he conUisited'y.: 
and Preparatiooft were made agarn^the-Cifnemony. 
I was put into a Cradle of Mower of Pearl, adorned 
as much aspoffibleby Art, with Garlands ofFIow- 
crs and Feftoons hung round-about it, and the Flow- 
ers fo intermixed with Jewels of fcvcrar Colbiirs, 
that when the Sun refltaed upon tKem^ they, gave 
fuch a Luflre as dazzled the Eyes. The Marniff- 
cence of my Brefs exceeded* if that was pofirbfe, 
my Cradte. AH the Bands atid Roils of my- Swz6r 
dlingClcthcrs were buckled vvith large 'Pear/s*; fout 
and-twerty PrinccfTes of the Bloed carried me on a 
Jtiijd of a light Litter, all drc(s*d in White, to rc- 
fcmbh my l&noccncc, uxid. vi^ic W^o^^Vrj \\v^ 
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whole Courr, accorcRngto their Ranks. While they 
were going op the Mountain, they heard a melo- 
dious Symphony ; and afterwards the Fairies a'p- 
pear'd to the Number of fix-and-'lhirtyi. for tfie 
three had invited all their Frirnd'!», . each- ifi a 
Shell of Plead, as laige as that wherein Ftmus arofe 
ou"t of the Sfa-, and drawn by Sea-horfes, in as 
great Pomp as if tfiey had fcccn the firft Queens fn 
rhc World. They were exceedingly old and ugly : 
They earned in their Hands Olive Branches, to 
fignify to th« King, that by his Stjbmi^on he had 
gain'd their Favoirr. V^hcn they took me, it was 
with fuch extraordinary Carefl'es, that it feem'd as 
if they Hverfonly to make me happy. 

The Dragon", which was the hilhuwent of thcfr 
Revenge againft my Father, folfow'd them, bound 
ill Chains of Dian-.onds. They took me in thefr 
Arms, carcfs'd me a thonfand I'imes, endow'd me 
with feveral Gift?, ^rtd. then fell to danctne r and 
'tis almoft in credible to .believe how thefe oWi Wa- 
men jnmp*d and fltipM. Afterwards the devour- 
ing Dragon came forwards, the three Fairies, to 
whom my Mother promised me, placed themfelvcs 
upon him, and fct my^ 'Cradle between- them ; then 
ilriking the Dragcw with a Wand, he prefently dif- 
play'd his large Wings, which were a« thin and^as 
iine as Gauie, and intermix'd with various Colours, 
and carry'd them to their Caftle. My Mother fechng 
me m the Air upon this furious Dragon, could not 
forbear (hriekingout, while the King eomfbrted her 
by the Aflbpance hts Frknd had given hrm, that 
no ill Accident fhoult) befall^ me, and that I ffacmld 
have as great Care taken of me, &s if I was rn their 
^ own Palace : Which Afllrrancc appealed her, tho* 
' fhe was very much grieved to fofe me for fo long a 
Timer eipecially when fhe relieved that (he herfctf 
was the Caufe of it. You mud know, Princa, 
contim^dfie^ that my Gear^ans outFta Tower on 
porpofe for ne,. wherein there were a thonfand 
^ lirautifQ} Apactmenu* fOT iXi ^% ^^ti% ^ '^»' 
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Year, turnifh'd with magnificent Goods, and agree- 
able Books ; but there were' no Doors, and no other 
coming in but at the Windows, which were prodi- 
gious high. It was furrounded \>y beaatifol Gar 
dcQS full of Flowers, and embellifh*d. with Foun- 
tains and Arbours of Greens, where It was coo] and 
pleafant in the hotteft Seaibns. Here the Fairies 
brought me up, and took more Care of me than 
ever they promifed the Queen to do. My Clothes 
were To faihionable and fine, that if any one had 
feen me, they would have thought it had been my 
Wedding-Day. They taught me all that was pro- 
per for one of my Age and Birth to learn ; and they 
had not much Trouble with me, for there was no- 
thing but what I comprehended with great Eafe. 
They were well pleafed at my ready Difpofition-; 
and if I had never feen any body beiides them, I 
fliould have been contented to have lived there all 
my Life. They came very often to fee me, mount- 
ed upon the fame dreadful Dragon I have already 
fpoke of; they never mentioned the King or Queen 
to me, but call'd me their Daughter, and I thought 
myfeif really fo. No Creature lived with me in 
this Tower, but a Parrot and a Jittle Dog, which 
were endowM both with Reafon and Speech, and 
were given to divert me. 

One Side of, the Tower was bai4t upon a hollow 
Road, fet full of Elms and other Trees, whic'h-ihadr > 
ed it fo much, that I never faw any one pafs by 
while I, was there ; when one Day, as I was at the 
Window talking to my Parrot and Dog, I heard- a 
Noife, and looking-about^ perceived^ young Gen- 
tleman, wiio (lopped to hear our Cpnverfatioa. I 
had never feen one before but in Paintings,. and was 
not forry that this Accident had given.me the Op- 
portunity ; infomach, that notmiftruiliiig the Dan^ 
ger we run in the Satisfaftion we receive by the 
Sight of fo lovely an Object, I look'd at him agaii^, 
and the more I look'd, the more pleafed I was. He 
m^d^ tms SL Iqw.Bow,. iix'd ViU^^^i^ otvtjxe^ and 
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feem'd concern'd to know how to talk to me ; for 
my Windows being a great Height, be was afraid of 
being heard, knowing that it was a Caille whidi 
belonged to Fairies. Night came upon us all on a 
fudden, or, to fpcak more properlyv before we per- 
ceived it ; he founded his Horn twice or thrice^, 
which be thought to pleaie me with, and then went 
away without my difcovering which Way he took, 
it was fodark. 1 remain'd thoughtful ; the Pleafure 
I ufed to take in talking to my Parrot and Dog, wss 
no ways ag;reeable. They faid all the pretty 1 hings 
that could be to me, for thefe'werc very witty : But 
my Thoughts were otherwife engaged, and I had 
not Art enough to di/Temble. My Farrot obferved 
all my Actions ; but made no Mention of what he 
thought. The next Morning 1 arofe with the Sun, 
and ran to my Window, where J was moA agreeably 
furprifed to fee my Spark, who was drefs^d magni* 
iicently ; in which I fiatter'd myfelf I had fome 
Share, and was not midaken. He fpoke to me 
through a Speaking-Trumpet, told me he had been 
till that Inllaut infeniible to all the Beauties > he had 
beheld ; but found himfelf fo feniibly touch'dwith 
me, that he could not live without feeing me. I was 
mightily pleafed with his Compliment, but vex'd 
that 1 durfl not make fome Reply ; fori mud have 
bawled out with all my Might, and run the Rifqu« 
of being heard foonerby the Fairies than him. I 
threw him fome Flowers 1 bad in my Hand, which 
he took for fo fignal a Favour, that he kifs'd them 
feveral Tiroes, and thank'd me. He aik'd me af- 
terwards, if I approved of his coming every Day at 
the fame Hour under my Window, and if I did, to 
throw fomething ; whereupon I prefently puU'd oiF 
a Turquoife Ring, that I had on my Finger, and ca& 
it at him, making a Sign for him to be gone prcr 
i«ntly, becaufe 1 heard the Fairy Fiolenta coming 
on the Dragon to bring me my Breakfaft. 

The £rfl Words (he fpoke, when ihe entered my 
Chamber^ wercj, * I {mell the Voice oC 9^M».w\ '^ 
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• Search, Dragon.* Alas ! what a Condition was I 
in t I was ready to die witfa Pear, left he ftould find 
oot, and follow my Lover. • Indeed, yian//, my good

• Man ; can any one fmell a Voice ? And fhonid k 

• be (b, what wretch woahi be fo bold as to ventme

• you are fo well : I fancy 'tis the Hatred I have 

• againfl Men, that makes me think them nigh when

• did nothing, and my Sifters are very angry.' Upon 
my Word, i was fo taken up with this Stranger, that 
J was not able to work. As foon as her Back was 
turnM, I threw away my DiftafF, and went upon the 
Tcrrafs, to lock as far as my Eye would carry, rn 
an excellent Spying-Glafsl had ; by which, after 
having Inok'd about for fomeTime, I difcover'dmy 
Lover haid under a rich PavrlHon of Cloth o^Gofd 
on the Top of a hieh Mountain^ furrounded by a 
numerotrs Court, 1 doubted not but that he wa». 
fome neighbouring King's Son, and was afraid, left*, 
when he came to the Tower again, he (hotild be 
found out by die terrible Dragon. I went and fetch'd 
ffiy Parrot, and bid hinv fty to the Mountain, to de. 
fire him, from me, not to come again, becan^ I. 
was afraid my Guardian (hould dxfcover if, and he 
ftould come inrto Danger. My Parrot Sicqiiitted • 
himfelf of his Commrflron, and furprixed att the 
Courtiers, to fee him come upon full Wing, and 
perch upon the Prince'i^ Shoulder, and wWfper htm 
foftly in the Elar. The Prince was both overjoy 'd and . 
troub!ed at this Mei!^gc j my Care HattcrM- hi* PaA 
fion ; but rhc Di^ulty there was fn (peaking po 
me, gave him as much Chagrin. H* a&'d the Par- 
rot a thonfend QueArons, and the Parrot him as 
man/; fbrhewas naturally inqtiifltive. The Prince, . 

ia iJerurn ior my Turqncife, fet^x tn^ tL^\«i^^^^.^«- 
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thcr, but niucK finer than ^f!ne, cut in the Shape of 
a Heart, andlet round with Diamonds ; and told him 
(ihajt he njigfit treat him more like an AmbafTador) he 
would prefvnt hiiw with hfs Picture, which he might 
Thew !o hfs rharmfng MHhefs. The Pi£lurc, was, tied 
under bis Wings,, and the Ring he brought inhisBilt. 
f wafted for the R'enirn of my green Courier, with 
an Impatience unkitown to me till then. He tofd me 
x}it Perftnr I fent him to was a great King, who had 
received him with all the Joy pofUBle, that I migfit 
affare myfelf fee lived only fox roe ; and that tho* it 
was- very dangerous for him to come fo low as my 
ToTV'er, yet he was retblf ed to^ hazard* all to fe/& me.

Aided at this Account. I looked on the charming Pic- 
ture of the young King* ?.nd faac/'d he only gave it 
my Parrot, that I might have an Opportuniry o^" tee- 
ing it ; but when I compared it with Migonnety I ioft 
all Hopes of Life, and refolved to die foon<;r than 
marry him. I flept not all the Night, hxil talk'd with 
my Parrot and Dog, and towards Morning began to 
clofe my Eyes. My Dog, who had a good Nofe,. fmelt 
the King at the Fool of the Tower; he awakened 
the Parrot and faid to. him, * I'll engage the King is

They told me of their Difpute $ I ran, or 
rather flew to the Window, whence I law the King 
holding put his arms, who byhis Trumpet, told me he 
could not live without me ; that he poiTefs'd a flou- 
rishing Kingdom, and conjured me, to find out fonie 
Way to efcape from my Tower, or let hjm come to 
me ; calling Heaven and all the Elements to witnefs,.

The Fairy ^/o/fw/^ came, 
and found my Eyes fwelTd and red , (he told me I 
had been crying, and if I did not tell her the Reafon, 
flie would burn me.

I figh'd at this News, but 
made no Reply ; but as foon as her Back was turn'd, 
began two or three Rows of my Nets, and after- 
wards apply'd myfelf to the making a Ladder of Ropes, 
But as the Fairy had not furniih'd me with as much 
as I wanted, this obliged me to alk for more, (he 
told me my Work was like Penelopeh Web, it went not 
forwards, and yet I teazed her for more Stuff. * O good

which Excufe (he feem'd fatisfied, and left me. 

1 fent my Parrot that Night to bid the King come 
under niy Window, where he (ho u Id find a Ladder, 
and to tell him he (hould know more when became ; 
in (liort, 1 had tied it very fail, and was determined- 
to efcape with him by this Means; but he, gsJ6oi> 
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«s he faw It, withocrt waking for my^ coming down* 
nKMHi^d up n» Hafle^ and threw hiinlelf into m^ 
Chamber, as 1 wa» iraking every Thing ready for my 
Flighr. \ was (o overj«y'd co i«e hkry that- 1 forgot tbe 
Danger we were in. He lenew'd all his Oaths, and 
ifitreaced me to defei his Happinefs no longer ; we 
mede my Parrot and Dog the Witneffes to our Mar- 
riage, which was the mod private in the World for 
Perfons of our Ranic, and none ceftainly were ever 
better farisfy'd. The King left me before Day r f told 
him o( the Fairtes l>efign to mairy me- to Mig9nnety 
and gave him a De(cr»ption of h« mean and forry 
Figvre, for which hts-Hbrror was as great as mine.

them. TTits Chariot was attended by a great aiany 
Guards, aif moim^ on Oih-iches. P did not give 
myfelf Time to think that it was iKf{^9ffff^^ that was 
thus tTfrverfifig the Ah", but I beHeved ft w«s a Fairy»* 
99 Pnchantf r; Soon after, the Fairy Fiolenta came 
mto my Chamber, and told me (he brottght me good 
News, thati«y Lover wotild be with* me-prefentFy^. 
and bid me* prepare myfelf to receive hiin ; and wit^ 
that gr^ve me fine Clothes and Jewels. * But pray,

My i'arrc^ and Dog reflion&rated to me, that if f 
Aibuld contaaueaiif lofiger thusifturdy, they fbrefaw 
that I fKouldvndergo (bme Misfortune. But I was lib 
proud of ;f>oirening the HearCiof jl King, thatldef- 
f>iied both the Partsres, :aiid the Advice of chofe my 
little CompasMOfiB. ff would not dpofs n^felf^ but (Ira^tre 
all I could to MiBWIe my Head-di-ef&, that i might 
af>pear lefs agreeable to Mig4inmt. We had an lote:* 
view upon the Terrafftylieicameiin ibSs fiery tChanot ; 
but of ail Dwarfs, lieitras rke leaft I ever ^w in my 
Life. Bis iFeet were iike«a Eagle's, and doife te 
his Knees, fbrljegs he had none. Hts Royal -Grar- - 
ment was not above half a YaFdiMig».and trail'd one- 
third Papt upon the<^round. His^lead was as bi? as 
flIPeck, and Jsis Nbfe ksng eoDugh for twelve Birds 
to perch on it,aiKl beregakd tat the (fame Time with 
a delightiixl bu(h, ibr hisiBeard was large enough fot 
Canary Birds to botld their Nefts in : And for ^ii 
€krs, they TeachM a Foot above his Head, but were 
a grtfat partihid by a hi^'Crowii that he- wore to aft* 
pear the <nore grand. Tbe Flaitie of his Chariot icod^ 
died the Ftrnit, wifthersd the .Eik>weis, and dried up 
the Fotmtains of my Gandenfi. He caine with open 
Arms to eotbmoe me, and I 'Hood 'uprigbt, wihidi 
obi iged his firA =Ef<|aire to ibdid him itp. As 'foon as 
he came near to me, I ran ilo my Chamber,^ and h."

Thkigt 
bekg thss. -agreed lOii, th^-Odily cbidedme for wliat 
I had -done, and cfaargedintt)toltlH«k <lf msiknig faim 
A mends ibr the ifotitfe. . ^iiidi • MUdnefe of cbcrira 

furpTiTed 
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furprlzed my Parrot and Dog, who told me their 
Hearts mifgavc them» for they knew the Fairies to be 
flrenge ill- tempered fort of old Ladies, and efpecially 
FioUrtta, I laugh'd at their Fears, and waited with 
the utmofl Impatience for my dear Hulband, whofe 
Deiires to fee me again were no lefs violent : I threw 
out the Ladder of Ropes, refolving to efcape with 
him, he came fofrly up it, and faid a thoufand kind 
Things, which I dare not recall to my Remembrance. 
While we were talking together, with the fame 
Tranquility, as if he had been in his own Palace, we 
faw all on a fudden the Windows broke open, and 
the Fairies enter upon the frightful Dragon, followed 
by Migonnet in his Fiery Chariot, and all his Guards 
on Oltriches. The King, withoutany Difmay* clap- 
ped his Hand on his Sword, and thought of fecuring 
and prote6ling me . \vhen thefe barbarous Creatures 
fet their Dragon upon him, which devoured him be- 
fore my Face Vex'd, and in Defpair, I threw myfelf 
into the Mouth of this dreadful Mender, that he 
might fwallow me as he had done the Prince, who 
was dearer to me than all the World befides. And 
I had certainly undergone the fame Fate ; but the 
Fairies, who were more cruel than the Mon (let, would 
not permit it, but faid 1 muft be xeferved for greater 
Punifliments ; a quick Death was too mild a one for 
fo bafe a Creature : whereupon touching me, I found 
myfelf changed into a White Cat. They conducted 
roe to this iibately Palace, which belonged to my Fa- 
ther, and turned all the Lords and Ladies into Cats ;

* defire/ After this fhe went out, the Prince handed 
her into a Chariot, which was much more magnifi- 
cent than that he had, and then went into it himfelf. 
All the reft of the Equipage anfwer'd it fo well, that 
the Buckles of the Horles Harnefles were Diamonds 
and Emeralds. I fliall fay nothing of thtrirConverfa- 
tion, which muft be very polit , nnce fhe was not on- 
ly a great Beauty, but alfo a great Witj and for the 
Piince, he was no ways inferior to her therein: fo 
that all their Thoughts were bright and lively. 

When they came nigh the Caftle where the Bro- 
thers were to meet, the Queen went into a Cage of 
Cryllal fet in Gold which had Curtains drawn about 
it, that fhe might not be feen, and was carried by 
handfome youn^ Men richly clothed. The Prince 
ftaid in the Chariot, and faw his Brothers walking 
with two Princeffes of extraordinary Beauty.
